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AN ACT 
To provide revenue, to regulate com- 
merce with foreign countries, to encour- 
age the industries of the United States, 
to protect American labor, and for other 
purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled. 


TITLE I—DUTIABLE LIST 


Section 1. That on and after the day 
following the passage of this Act, except 
as otherwise specially provided for in 
this Act, there shall be levied, collected, 
and paid upon all articles when imported 
from any foreign country into the 
United States or into any of its pos- 
sessions (except the Philippine Islands, 
the Virgin Islands, American Samoa, 
and the island of Guam) the rates of 
duty which are prescribed by the sched- 
ules and paragraphs of the dutiable list 
of this title, namely: 


Schedule 1—Chemicals, Oils, and 
Paints 

Paragraph 1. Acids and acid anhy- 
drides: Acetic acid containing by weight 
not more than 65 per centum of acetic 
acid, 1% cents per pound; containing 
by weight more than 65 per centum, 2 
cents per pound; acetic anhydride, 342 
cents per pound; boric acid, 1 cent 
per pound; chloroacetic acid, 5 cents 
per pound; citric acid, 17 cents per 
pound; formic acid, 3 cents per pound; 
lactic acid, containing by weight of 
lactic acid less than 30 per centum, 
2 cents per pound; 30 per centum or 
more and less than 55 per centum, 4 
cents per pound; and 55 per centum or 
more, 9 cents per pound: Provided, That 
any lactic-acid anyhydride present shall 
be determined as lactic acid and in- 
cluded as such: And provided further, 
That the duty on lactic acid shall not 
be less than 25 per centum ad valorem; 
tannic acid, tannin, and extracts of nut- 
galls, containing by weight of tannic 
acid less than 50 per centum, 5 cents 
per pound; 50 per centum or more and 
not medicinal, 11 cents per pound; 50 
per centum or more and medicinal, 18 
cents per pound; tartaric acid, 8 cents 
per pound; arsenic acid, 3 cents per 
pound; gallic acid, 6 cents per pound; 
oleic acid or red oil, 20 per centum ad 
valorem; oxalic acid, 6 cents per pound; 
phosphoric acid, 2 cents per pound; pyro- 
gallic acid, 12 cents per pound; carbon 
dioxide, weighing with immediate con- 
tainers and carton, 1 pound or less 
per carton, 1 cent per pound on con- 
tents, immediate containers, and carton; 
and all other acids and acid anhydrides 
not specially provided for, 25 per centum 
ad valorem. 

Par. 2. Acetaldehyde, aldol or acetal- 
dol, aldehyde ammonia, butyraldehyde, 
crotonaldehyde, paracetaldehyde;  eth- 
ylene chlorohydrin, propylene chlorohy- 
drin, butylene chlorohydrin; ethylene 
dichloride, propylene dichloride, buty- 
lene dichloride; ethylene oxide, pro- 
pylene oxide, butylene oxide; ethylene 
glycol, propylene giycol, butylene glycol, 
and all other glycols or dihydrice alco- 
hols; monoethanolamine, diethanolamine, 
triethanolamine, ethylene diamine, and 
all other hydroxy alkyl amines and 
alkylene diamines; allyl alcohol, cro- 
tonyl alcohol, vinyl alcohol, and all other 
olefin or unsaturated alcohols; homo- 
logues and polymers of all the forego- 
ing; ethers, esters, salts and nitrogenous 
compounds of any of the foregoing, 
whether polymerized or unpolymerized; 
and mixtures in chief value of any one 
or more of the foregoing; all the fore- 
going not specially provided for, 6 cents 
per pound and 30 per certum ad valorem. 

Par. 3. Acetone and ethyl methyl 
ketone, and their homologues, and ace- 
tone oif, 20 per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 4. Alcohol: Amyl, butyl, 
hexyl. and prepyl, all the foregoing 
whether primary, secondary, or tertiary; 
fusel oil; and mixtures in chief value 
of any one or more of the foregoing, 
6 cents per pound; methyl or wood (or 
methanol), 18 cents per gallon; and 
ethyl for nonbeverage purposes only, 15 
cents per gallon. 

Par. 5. All chemical elements, all 
chemical salts and compounds, all 
medicinal preparations, and all combina- 
tions and mixtures of any of the fore- 
going, all the foregoing obtained natur- 
ally or artificially and not specially pro- 
vided for, 25 per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 6. Aluminum hydroxide or re- 
fined bauxite, one-half of 1 cent per 
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pound; potassium aluminum sulphate or 
potash alum and ammonium aluminum 
sulphate or ammonia alum, three- 
fourths of 1 cent per pound; aluminum 
sulphate, alum cake or aluminous cake, 
containing not more than 15 per centum 
of alumina and more iron than the 
equivalent of one-tenth of 1 per centum 
of ferric oxide, one-fifth of 1 cent per 
pound; containing more than 15. per 
centum of alumina or not more iron 
than the equivalent of one-tenth of 1 
per centum of ferric oxide, three-eighths 
of 1 cent per pound; all other aluminum 
salts and compounds not specially pro- 
vided for, 25 per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 7. Ammonium carbonate and bi- 
carbonate, 2 cents per pound; ammonium 
chloride, 1% cents per pound; am- 
monium nitrate, 1 cent per pound; am- 
monium perchlorate) and ammonium 
phosphate, 142 cents per pound; liquid 
anhydrous ammonia, 2!2 cents per pound.

Balsams: Copaiba, fir or Can- 
ada, Peru, tolu, styrax, and all other 
balsams, all the foregeing which are 
natural and uncompounded, 10° per 
centum ad valorem: Provided, That no 
article containing alcohol shall be classi- 
fied for duty under this paragraph. 

Amber and amberoid un- 
manufactured, not specially provided 
for, 50 cents per pound; synthetic gums 
and resins not specially previded for, 4 
cents per pound and 30 per centum ad 
valorem; arabic or senegal, one-half of 1 
cent per pound. 

Par. 12. Barium 
tated, 142 cents per pound; 
chloride, 2 cents per pound; 
dioxide, 6 cents per pound; 
hydroxide, 144 cents per pound; 
nitrate, 2 cents per pound; and 
oxide, cents per pound. 

Par. 13. Blackings, powders, liquids, 
and creams for cleaning or polishing, not 
specially provided tor, 25 per centum ad 
valorem: Provided, That no prepara- 
tions containing alcohol shall be classi- 
fied for duty under this paragraph.

Chalk or whiting or Paris 
white: Dry, ground, or bolted, four- 
tenths of 1 cent per pound; precipitated, 
25 per centum ad valorem; ground 
in oil (putty), three-fourths of 1 cent 
per pound; put up in the form of cubes, 
blocks, sticks, or -disks, or otherwise, 
including tailors’, _billia red, and 
manufactures of chalk not specially pro- 
vided for, 25 per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 21. Chemical compounds, mix- 
tures, and salts, of which gold, platinum, 
rhodium, or silver constitutes the ele- 
ment of chief value, 25 per centum ad 
valorem.

Par. 23. Chemicals, drugs, medicinal 
and similar substances, whether dutiable 
or free, when imported in capsules, pills, 
tablets, lozenges, troches, ampoules, 
tubes, or similar forms, including pow- 
ders put up in medicinal doses, shall be 
dutiable at not less than 25 per centum 
ad valorem,

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preparations, mixtures, and salts, dis- 
tilled or essential oils, expressed or ex- 
tracted oils, animal oils and greases, 
ethers and esters, flavoring and other 
extracts, and natural or synthetic fruit 
flavors, fruit esters, oils and essences, 
all the foregoing and their combinations 
when containing alcohol, and all articles 
consisting of vegetable or mineral ob- 
jects immersed or placed in, or saturated 
with, alcohol, except perfumery and 
spirit varnishes, and all alcoholic com- 
pounds not specially provided for, if 
containing 20 per centum of alcohol or 
less, 20 cents per pound and 25 per 
centum ad valorem; containing more 
than 20 per centum and not more than 
50 per centum of alcohol, 40 cents per 
pound and 25 per centum ad valorem; 
containing more than 50 per centum of 
alcohol, 80 cents per pound and 25 per 
centum ad valorem. 

Par. 25. Chicie, refined or advanced 
in vaiue by drying, straining, or any 
other process or treatment whatever be- 
yond that essential to the proper pack- 
ing, 5 cents per pound. 

Par. 26. Chloral hydrate,  terpin 
hydrate, thymol, and glycerophosphoric 
acid, and salts and compounds of gly- 
cerophosphorie acid, 35 per centum ad 
valorem; diethylbarbituric acid and salts 
and compounds thereof, $2.50 per pound; 
ethylhydrocupreine and salts and com- 
pounds thereof, 20 cents per ounce. 

Par. 27. Coal-tar products: 

(a) (1) Acetanilide not suitable for 
medicinal use, alphanaphthol, aminoben- 
zoic acid, aminonaphthol, aminophene- 
tole, aminophenol, aminosalicylic acid, 
aminoanthraquinene, aniline oil, aniline 
salt, anthraquinone, = arsanilic acid, 
benzaldehyde not suitable for medicinal 
use, benzal chloride, benzanthrone, ben- 
zidine, benzidine sulfate, benzoic acid 
not suitable for medicinal use, benzoqui- 
none, benzoyl chloride, benzyl chloride, 
benzylethylaniline, betanaphthol not 
suitable for medicinal use, bromoben- 
zene, chlorobenzene, chlorophthalie acid, 
cinnamic acid, cumidine, dehydrothio- 
toluidine, diaminostilbene, dianisidine, 
dichlorophthalic acid, dimethyl aniline, 
diraethylaminophenol, dimethyl phenyl- 
benzylammonium hydroxide, dimethy]- 
phenylenediamine, dinitrobenzene, dini- 
trochlorobenzene, dinitronaphthalene, di-

cinol not suitable for medicinal use, 
salicylic acid and its salts not suitable 
fer medicinal use, sulfanilic acid, thio- 
carbanilide, thiosalicylie acid, tetra- 
chlorophthalic acid, tetramethyldiamino- 
benzophenone, _tetramethyldiaminodiph- 
enylmethane, toluene sulfochloride, tolu- 
ene sulfonamide, tribromophenol, tolui- 
dine, tolidine, tolylenediamine, xylidine, 
anthracene having a purity of 30 per cen- 
tum or more, carbazole having a purity 
of 65 per centum or more, naphthalene 
which after the removal of all water 
present has a solidifying point of 79 
degrees centigrade or above; all the fore- 
going products in this paragraph 
whether obtained, derived, or manufac- 
tured from coal tar or other source; 

(2) all distillates (except those 
vided for in subparagraph (b)) of coal 
tar, blast-furnace tar, oil-gas 
water-gas tar, which on being subjected 
to distillation yield in the portion dis- 
tilling below one hundred and ninety 
degrees centigrade a quantity of tar 
acids equal to or more than 5 per centum 
of the original distillate or which on be- 
ing subjected to distillation yield in the 
portion distilling below two hundred and 
fifteen degrees centigrade a quantity of 
tar acids equal to or more than 75 per 
centum of the original distillate; 

(3) all products, by whatever name 
known, which are similar to any of the 
products provided for in this paragraph 
or in paragraph 1651, and which are 
obtained, derived, or manufactured in 
whole or in part from any of the prod- 
ucts provided for in this paragraph or 
in paragraph 1651; 

(4) all mixtures, including solutions, 
consisting in whole or in part of any 
of the foregoing preducts provided for 
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in thif’ paragraph, except sheep dip and 
medicinal soaps; 

(5) all the foregoing products pro- 
vided for in this paragraph, not colors, 
dyes, or stains, color acids, color bases, 
color lakes, leuco-compounds, indoxyl, 
indoxyl compounds, ink powders, pho- 
tographie chemicals, medicinals, syn- 
thethic aromatic or odoriferous chemi- 
cals, synthetic resin-like products, syn- 
thetic tanning materials, or explosives, 
and not speci-lly provided for in para- 
graph 28 or 1651, 40 per centum ad 
valorem and 7 cents per pound. 

(b) Metacresol having a purity of 90 
per centum or more, orthocresol having 
a purity of 90 per centum or more, 
paracresol having a purity of 90 per 
centum or more, phenol, carbolic acid 
which on being subjected to distillation 
yields in the portion distilling below one 
hundred and ninety degrees centigrade 
a quantity of tar acids equal to or more 
than 5 per centum of the original distil- 
late, cresylic acid which on being sub- 
jected to distillation yields in the por- 
tion distilling below two hundred and 
fifteen degrees centigrade a quantity of 
tar acids equal to or more than 75 per 
centum of the original distillate, and 
any mixture of any of the foregoing 
products with any of the products pro- 
vided for in paragraph 1651, 20 per 
centum ad valorem and 3'2 cents per 
pound. 

(c) The ad valorem rates provided in 
this paragraph shall be based upon the 
American selling price (as defined in 
subdivision (g) of section 402, Title IV), 
of any similar competitive article manu- 
factured or produced in the United 
States. If there is no similar competi- 
tive article manufactured or produced in 
the United States then the ad valorem 
rate shall be based upon the United 
States value, as defined in subdivision 
(e) of section 402, Title IV. 

—_—— 

(d) For the purposes of this para- 
graph any coal-tar product provided for 
in this Act shall be considered similar 
to or competitive with any imported 
coal-tar product which accomplishes re- 
sults substantially equal to those 
accomplished by the domestic product 
when used in substantially the same 
manner. 

Par. 28. Coal-tar products: 

(a) All colors, dyes, or stains, whether 
soluble or not in water, except those pro- 
vided for in subparagraph (b), color ac- 
ids, color bases, color lakes, leuco-com- 
pounds, whether colorless or not, indoxyl, 
and indoxyl compounds; ink powders, pho- 
tographic chemicals; acetanilide suitable 
for medicinal — use, acetphenetidine, 
acetylsalicylic acid, antipyrine, benzalde- 
hyde suitable for medicinal use, benzoic 
acid suitable for medicinal use, beta- 
naphthol suitable for medicinal use, 
guaiacol and its derivatives, phenol- 
phthalein, resorcinol suitable for medi- 
cinal use, salicylie acid and its salts 
suitable for medicinal use, salol, and 
other medicinals; sodium benzoate; sac- 
charin; artificial musk, benzyl acetate, 
benzyl benzoate, coumarin, diphenyl- 
oxide, methyl anthranilate, methyl 
salicylate, phenylacetaldehyde, phenyl- 
ethyl alcohol, and other synthetic odorif- 
erous or aromatic chemicals, including 
flavors, all these products not marketa- 
ble as perfumery, cosmetics, or toilet 
preparations, and not mixed and not 
compounded, and not containing alcohol; 
synthethie phenolic resin and all resin- 
like products prepared from phenol, 
cresol, phthalic anhydride, coumarone, 
indene, or from any other article or 
material provided for in paragraph 27 or 
1651, all these products whether in a 
solid, semisolid, or liquid condition; 
synthetic tanning materials; picric acid, 
trinitrotoluene, and other explosives ex- 
cept smokeless powders; all the fore- 
going products provided for in this 
paragraph, when obtained, derived, or 
manufactured in whole or in part from 
any of the products provided for in 
paragraph 27 or 1651; natural alizarin 
and natural indigo, and colors, dyes, 
stains, color acids, color bases, color 
lakes, leuco-compounds, indoxyl and 
indoxyl compounds, obtained, derived, 
or manufactured in whole or in part 
from natural alizarin or natural indigo; 
natural methyl! salicylate or oil of win- 
tergreen or oil of sweet birch; natural 
coumarin; natural guaiacol and its de- 
rivatives; vanillin, from whatever source 
obtained, derived, or manufactured; and 
all mixtures, including solutions, con- 
sisting in whole or in part of any of the 
articles or materials provided for in 
this paragraph, excepting mixtures of 
synthetic odoriferous or aromatic chemi- 
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cals, 45 per centum ad valorem, and 7 
cents per pound. 

(b) Synthetic indigo, “Colour Index 
No. 1177,” and sulphur black, “Colour In- 
dex N>. 978,” 3 cents per pound and 20 
per centum ad valorem. 

(c) The ad valorem rates provided in 
this paragraph shall be based upon the 
American selling price (as defined in 
subdivision (g) of section 402, Title IV), 
of any similar competitive article manu- 
factured or produced in the United 
States. If there is no similar competi- 
tive article manufactured or produced in 
the United States then the ad valorem 
rate shall be based upon the United 
States value, as defined in subdivision 
(e) of section 402, Title IV. 

(d) For the purposes of this para- 
graph any coal-tar product provided for 
in this Act shall be considered similar 
to or competitive with any imported 
coal-tar product which accomplishes re- 
sults substantially equal to those ac- 
complished by *the domestic product 
when used in substantially ‘the same 
manner. 

(e) The specific duties p™vided for 
in this paragraph on colors, dyes, or 
stains, whether soluble or not in water, 
color acids, color bases, color lakes, 
leuco-compounds, indoxyl, and indoxyl 
compounds, shall be based on standards 
of strength which shall be established 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
upon all importations of such articles 
which exceed such standards of strength 
the specific duty shall be computed on 
the weight which the article would have 
if it were diluted to the standard 
strength, but in no case shall any such 
articles of whatever strength be subject 
to a less specific duty than that provided 
in subparagraph (a) or (b), as the case 
may be. 

(f) It shall be unlawful to import or 
bring into the United States any such 
color, dye, stain, color acid, color base, 
color lake, leuco-compound, indoxyl, or 
indoxyl compound unless the immediate 
container and the invoice shall bear a 
plain, conspicuous, and truly descriptive 
statement of the identity, and percent- 
age, exclusive of diluents. of such color, 
dye, stain, color acid, color base, color 
lake, leuco-compound, indoxyl, or indoxy]l 
compound contained therein. 

(g) On and after the passage of this 
Act it shall be unlawful to tmport or 
bring into the United States any such 
color, dye, stain, color acid, color base, 
color lake, leuco-compound, indoxyl or 
indoxyv!] compound, if the immediate 
container or the invoice bears any state- 
ment. design, or device regarding the 
article or the ingredients or substances 
contained therein which is false, fraudu- 
lent, or misleading in any particular. 

(h) In the enforcement of the forego- 
ing provisions of this paragraph the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall adopt 
a standard of strength for each dye or 
other article which shall conform as 
nearly as practicable to the commercial 
strength in ordinary use in the United 
States prior to July 1, 1914. If a dye 
or other article has been introduced into 
commercial use since said date then the 
standard of strength for such dye or 
other article shall conform as _ nearly 
as practicable to the commercial 
strength in ordinary use. If a dye or 
other article was or is ordinarily used 
in more than one commercial strength, 
then the lowest commercial strength 
shall be adopted as the standard of 
strength for such dye or other article. 

(i) Any article or product which is 
within the terms of paragraph 1, 5, 37, 
$9, 60, 66, 82, or 1687, as well as within 
the terms of paragraph 27, 28, or 1651, 
shall be assessed for duty or exempted 
from duty as the case may be under 
paragraph 27, 28, or 1651. 

Par. 29, Cobalt: Oxide, 20 cents per 
pound; sulphate and linoleate, 10 cents 
per pound; and all other cobalt salts 
and compounds, 30 per centum = ad 
valorem. 

Par. 30. Collodin and other liquid solu- 
tions of pyroxylin, of other cellulose 
esters or ethers, or of cellulose, 30 cents 
per pound. 

Par. 31. (a) Cellulose acetate, and 
compounds, combinations, or mixtures 
containing cellulose acetate: 

(1) In blocks, sheets, rods, tubes, pow- 
der, flakes, briquets, or other forms, 
whether or not colloided, and waste 
wholly or in chief value of cellulose 
acetate, all the foregoing not made into 
finished or partly finished articles, 50 
cents per pound; 

(2) made into finished or partly fin- 
ished articles of which any of the fore- 
going is the component material of chief 
value, and not specially provided for, 80 
per centum ad valorem. 

(b) All compounds of cellulose (except 
cellulose acetate, but including pyroxylin 
and other cellulose esters and ethers), 
and all compounds, combinations, or mix- 
tures of which any such compound is the 
component material of chief value: 

(1) In blocks, sheets, rods, tubes, pow- 
der, flakes, briquets, or other forms. 
whether or not colloided, not made into 
finished or partly finished articles, 40 
cents per pound, except that transparent 
sheets more than three one-thousandths 
of one inch and not more than thirty-two 
one-thousandths of one inch in thickness 
shall be subject to duty at the rate of 45 
cents per pound? 

(2) made into finished or partly fin- 
ished articles of which any of the fore- 
going is the component material of chief 
value, not specially provided for, 60 per 
centum ad valorem. 

(c) Sheets, bands, and strips (whether 
known as cellophane or by any other 
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name whatsoever), exceeding one inch in 
width but not exceeding three one-thou- 
sandths of one inch in thickness, made 
by any artificial process from cellulose, 
a cellulose hydrate, a compound of cell. - 
lose (other than cellulose acetate), or a 
mixture containing any of the foregoing, 
by solidification into sheets, bands, or 
strips, 45 per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 32. Compounds of cellulose, known 
as vulcanized or hard fiber, made wholly 
or in chief value of cellulose, 30 per 
centum ad valorem. 

-ar. 33. Compounds of casein, known 
as galalith, or by any other name, in 
blocks, sheets, rods, tubes, or other forms, 
not made into finished or partly finished 
articles, 25 cents per pound, made into 
finished or partly finished articles of 
which any of the foregoing is the com- 
ponent material of chief value not spec- 
ially provided for, 40 cents per pound 
and 50 per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 34. Drugs, such as barks, beans, 
berries, buds, bulbs, bulbous roots, ex- 
crescences, fruits, flowers, dried fibers, 
dried insects, grains, herbs, leaves, 
lichens, mosses, roots, stems, vegetables, 
seeds (aromatic, not garden seeds), seeds 
of morbid growth, weeds, and all other 
drugs of vegetable or animal origin; any 
of the foregoing which are natural and 
uncompounded drugs and not edible, and 
not specially provided for, but which are 
advanced in value or condition by shred- 
ding, grinding, chipping, crushing, or any 
other process or treatment whatever be- 
yond that essential to the proper pack- 
ing of the drugs and the prevention of 
decay or deterioration pending manufac- 
ture, 10 per centum ad valorem: Pro- 
vided, That the term “drug” wherever 
used in this Act shall include only those 
substances having therapeutic or medici- 
nal properties and chiefly used for me- 
dicinal purposes: And provided further, 
That no article containing alcohol shall 
be classified for duty under this para- 
graph.

secondhand or waste or refuse iron or 
steel fit only to be remanufactured: Pro- 
vided further, That an additional duty 
of ‘$1 per pound on the vanadium 
content in excess of gone-tenth of 1 per 
centum, 72 cents per pound on the tung- 
sten content in excess of two-tenths of 
1 per centum, 65 cents per pound on the 
molybdenum content in excess of two- 
tenths of 1 per centum, and 3 certs per 
pound on the chromium content in ex- 
cess of two-tenths of 1 per centum, 
shall be levied, collected, and paid on all 
the foregoing. 

Par. 302. (a) Manganese ore (in- 
cluding ferruginous manganese ore) or 
concentrates, and manganiferous iron 
ore, all the foregoing containing in ex- 
cess of 10 per centum of metallic man- 
ganese, 1 cent per pound on the metallic 
manganese coatained therein. 


(b) Molybdenum ore or concentrates, 
25 cents per pound on the metallic 
molybdenum contained therein. 


(c) Tungsten ore or concentrates, 50 
cents per pound on the metallic tungsten 
contained therein. 


(d) Ferromanganese containing more 
than 1 per centum of carbon, 1% cents 
per pound on the metallic manganese 
centained therein: Provided, That fer- 
romanganese for the purposes of this 
Act shall be such iron manganese alloys 
as contain 30 per centum or more of 
manganese. 


(e) Manganese metal, mangarese sili- 
con, manganese boron, and ferroman- 
ganese and spiegeleisen containing not 
more than 1 per centum of carbon, 1% 
cents per pound on the manganese con- 
tained therein and 15 per centum ad 
valorem. 


(f) Ferromolybdenum, metallic molyb- 
denum, molybdenum powder, calcium 
molybdate, and all other compounds and 
alloys of molybdenum, 50 cents per 
pound on the molybdenum contained 
therein and 15 per centum ad valorem. 


(z) Tungsten metai, tungsten carbide, 
and mixtures or combinations containing 
tungsten metal or tungsten carbide, all 
the foregoing, in lumps, grains, or pow- 
der, 60 cents per pound on the tungsten 
contained therein and 50 p: cent ad va- 
lorem; tungstie acid, and all other com- 
pounds of tungsten, not specially pro- 
vided for, 60 cents per pound on the 
tungsten contained therein and 40 per 
cent ad valorem. 

(h) Ferrotungsten, ferrochromium 
tungsten, chromium tungsten, chromium 
cobalt tungsten, tungsten nickel, and all 
other allovs of tungsten not specially 
provided for, 60 cents per pound on the 
tungsten contained therein and 25 per 
centum ad valorem, 

(i) Ferrosilicon, containing 8 per cen- 
tum or more of silicon and less than 60 
per centum, 2 cents per pound on the 
silicon contained therein; containing 60 
per centum or more of silicon and less 
than 80 per centum, 3 cents per pound 
on the silicon contained therein; con- 
taining 80 per centum or more of silicon 
and less than 90 per centum, 4 cents per 
pound on the silicon contained therein; 
containing 90 per centum or more of 
silicon, and silicon metal, 8 cents per 
pound on the silicon contained therein. 

(j) Silicon aluminum, = aluminum 
silicon, alsimin, ferrosilicon aluminum, 
and ferroaluminum silicon, 5 cents per 
pound. 

(k) Ferrochrome or ferrochromium 
containing 5 per centum or more of car- 
bon, 2% cents per pound on the chro- 
mium contained therein; ferrochrome or 
ferrochromium containing less than 3 
per centum of carbon, and chrome metal 
or chromium metal, 30 per centum ad 
valorem. 


(1) Boron carbide, chromium carbide, 
vanadium carbide, chromium nickel, 
chromium silicon, chromium vanadium, 
and manganese copper, 25 per centum 
ad valorem. 

(m) Ferrophosphorus, 


ferrotitanium, 
ferrovanadium, 


ferrouranium, ferrozir- 
conium, zirconium ferrosilicon, ferro- 
boron, ferroaluminum vanadium, ferro- 
manganese vanadium, ferrosilicon vana- 
cium, and ferrosilicon aluminum vana- 
cium, 25 per centum ad valorem. 

(») Barium, boron, calcium, columbium 
or niobium, strontium,, tantalum, thor- 
ium, titanium, uranium, vanadium, zir- 
conium, alloys of two or more of these 
metals, or alloys not specially provided 
for or one or more of these metals with 
one or more of the metals aluminum,- 
chromium, cobalt, copper, manganese, 
nickel, or silicon, 25 per centum ad va- 
lorem. 

(o) All alloys used in the manufac- 
ture of steel or iron, not specially pro- 
vided for, 25 per centum ad valorem. 

(p) Cerium metal, $2 per pound. 

(q) Ferrocerium and all other cerium 
alloys, $2 per pound and 25 per centum 
ad valorem. 

(r) Ductile tantalum metal, ductile 
columbium or niobium metal, and ductile 
nonferrous alloys of tantalum metal, or 
of columbium or niobium metal, 40 per 
centum ad valorem, 

Par. 503. Muck bars, pieces thereof 
except crop ends, bar iron, and round 
iron in coils or rods, iron in slabs, 
blooms, loops, or other forms less fin- 
ished than iron in bars and more ad- 
vanced than pig iron, except castings; 
all the foregoing, valued at not abeve 


1% cents per pound, three-tenths of 1 
cent per pound; valued above 1% and 
not above 2142 cents per pound, five- 
tenths of 1 cent per pound; valued above 
2% and not above 3% cents per pound, 
eight-tenths of 1 cent per pound; valued 
above 3% and not above 5 cents per 
pound, 1 cent per pound; valued above 5 
cents per pound, 1% cents per pound. 


Par. 304. Steel ingots, cogged ingots, 
blooms and slabs, by whatever process 
made; die blocks or blanks; billets and 
bars, whether solid or hollow; shafting; 
pressed, sheared, or stamped shapes, not 
advanced in value or condition by any 
process or operation subsequent to the 
process of stamping; hammer molds or 
swaged steel; gum-barrel molds not in 
bars; concrete reinforeement bars; all 
descriptions and shapes of dry sand, 
loam, or iron molded steel castings; 
sheets and plates and steel not specially 
provided for; all the foregoing valued at 
not above 112 cents per pound, three- 
tenths of 1 cent per pound; valued above 
1% and nct above 2% cents per pound, 
five-tenths of one cent per pound; valued 
above 242 and not above 3'2 cents 
per pound, eight-tenths of 1 cent 
per pound; valued above 3'2 and 
not above 5 cents per pound, 1 cent per 
pound; valued above 5 and not above 8 
cents per pound, 17/10 cents per pound; 
valued above 8 and not above 12 cents 
per pound, 242 cents per pound; valued 
above 12 and not above 16 cents per 
pound, 3% cents per pound; valued 
above 16 cents per pound, 20 per cen- 
tum ad valorem: Provided, That on 
steel circular saw plates there shall be 
levied, collected, and paid an additional 
duty of one-fourth of 1 cent per pound.

Par. 305. In addition to the rates of 
duty provided for in paragraphs 303, 
304, 307, 308, 312, 318, 315, 316, 317, 
318, 319, 322, 523, 324, 327, and 328 of 
this schedule, there shall be levied, col- 
lected, and paid on all steel or iron in 
the materials and articles enumerated or 
described in such paragraphs:

cess of 3 per centum; and 

(2) an additional cumulative duty of 
$1 per pound on thé vanadium content 
in excess of one-tenth of 1 per centum, 
72 cents per pound on the tungsten con- 
tent in excess of two-tenths of 1 per 
centum, 65 cents per pound on the 
molybdenum content in excess of twoe- 
tenths of 1 per centum, and 3 cents per 
pound on the chromium content in ex- 
cess of two-tenths of 1 per cenium. 


Par. 306. All metal produced from iron 
or its ores, which is cast and malleable, 
of whatever description or form. without 
regard to the percentage of carbon con- 
tained therein, whether produced by ce- 
mentation, or converted, cast, or made 
from iron cr its ores, by the crucible, 
electric, Bessemer, Clapp-Griffith. pneu- 
matic, Thomas-Gilchrist, basic, Siemens. 
Martin, or open-hearth process, or by the 
equivalent of-either, or by a combination 
of two or more of the processes, ov their 
equivalents. or by any fusion or other 
process which produces from iron or its 
ores a metal either granular or fibrous 
in structure. which is cast and malleable, 
excepting what is known as malleable- 
iron castings, shall be classed and de- 
nominated as steel. 

Par. 307. Boiler or other plate iron or 
steel, except crucible plate steel and saw 
plate steel, not thinner than one hundred 
and nine one-thousandths of one inch, 
cut or sheared to shape or otherwise, or 
unsheared, and skelp iron or steel 
sheared or rolled in grooves, valued at 
not above 3 cents per pound; five-tenths 
of 1 cent per pound; valued at over 3 
cents per pound, 20 per centum ad wa- 
lorem: Provided, That all sheets or 
plates of iron or steel thinner than one 
hundred and nine one-thousandths of 
one inch shall be subject to duty as iron 
or steel sheets. 

Par. 308. Sheets of iron or steel, come 
mon or black, of whatever dimensions, 
and skelp iron or steel, valued at 3 cents 
per pound or less, thinner than one hun- 
dred and nine one-thousandths and not 
thinner than thirty-eight one‘thou- 
sandths of one inch, forty-five one- 
hundredths of 1 cent per pound; thinner 
than thirty-eight one-thousandths and 
not thinner than twenty-two one-thou- 
sandths of one inch, fifty-five one-hun- 
dredths of 1 cent per pound; thinner 
than twenty-two one-thousandths and 
not thinner than ten one-thousandths of 
one inch, seventy-five one-hundredths of 
1 cent per pound; thinner than ten one- 
thousandths of one inch, eighty-five ones 
hundredths of 1 cent per pound; corru- 
gated or crimped, seventy-five one-hun- 
dredths of 1 cent per pound; all the fore- 
going when valued at more than ° cents 
per pound, 20 per centum ad valorem: 
Provided, That all sheets or plates of 
common or black iron or steel not thin- 





ner than one hundred and nine one- 
thousandths of one inch shall be subject 
to duty as plate iron or plate steel. 

Par. 309. All iron or steel sheets, 
plates, bars, and rods, and all hoop, 
band, or scroll iron or steel, excepting 
what are known commercially as tin 
plates, terneplates, and taggers tin, when 
galvanized or coated with zinc, spelter, 
or other metals, or any alloy of those 
metals, shall be subject to two-tenths of 
1 cent per pound more duty than if the 
same was not so galvanized or coated; 
sheets or plates composed of iron, steel, 
copper, nickel, or other metal with lay- 
ers of other metal or metals imposed 
thereon by forging, hammering, rolling, 
or welding, 30 per centum ad valorem; 
thermostatic metal in sheets, plates, or 
other forms, 50 per centum ad valorem; 
sheets and plates of iron or steel, pol- 
ished, planished, or glanced, by whatever 
name designated, 14 cents per pound: 
Provided, That plates or sheets of iron 
or steel, by whatever name designated, 
other than polished, planished, or glanced, 
herein provided for, which have been 
pickled or cleaned by acid, or by any 
other material or process, or which are 
cold-rolled, smoothed only, not polished, 
shall be subject to two-tenths of 1 cent 
per pound more duty than the rates pro- 
vided on corresponding thicknesses of 
comnon or black sheet iron or steel. 

Par. 310. Sheets or plates of iron or 
steel, or taggers iron or steel, coated 
with tin or lead, or with a mixture of 
which these metals, or either of them, is 
a component part, by the dipping or any 
other process, and commercially known 
as tin plates, terneplates, and taggers 
tin, 1 cent per pound. 

Par. 311. No article not specially pro- 
vided for which is wholly or partly man- 
ufactured from tin plate, terneplate, or 
- sheet, plate, hoop, band, or scroll iron or 

steel, or of which such tin plate, terne- 
plate, sheet, plate, hoop, band, or scroll 
iron or steel shall be the material of 
chief value, shall be subject to a lower 
rate of duty than that imposed on the 
tin plate, terneplate, or sheet, plate, 
hoop, band, or scroll iron or steel from 
which it is made, or of which it shall be 
the component thereof of chief value. 
' Par. 312. Beams, girders, joists, an- 
gies, channels, car-truck channels, tees, 
columns and posts, or parts or sections 
of columns and posts, and deck and bulb 
beams, together with ali other structural 
shapes of iron or steel, not assembled, 
manufactured or advanced beyond ham- 
mering, rolling, or casting, one-fifth of 1 
“cent per pound; any of the foregoing 
machined, drilled, punched, assembled, 
fitted, fabricated for use, or otherwise 
advanced beyond hammering, rolling, or 
casting, 20 per centum. ad valorem: 
sashes and frames of iron or steel, 25 
per centum ad valorem; sheet piling, 
one-fifth of 1 cent per pound. 

Par. 313. Hoop, band, and scroll iron 
or steel, not specially provided for, val- 
ued at 5 cents per pound or less, eight 
inches or less in width, and thinner than 
three-eighths and not thinner than one 
hundred and nine one-thousandths of 
one inch, twenty-five one-hundredths of 
1 cent per pound; thinner than one hun- 
dred and nine one-thousandths and not 
thinner than _ thirty-eight one-thou- 
sandths of one inch, thirty-five one-hun- 
dredths of 1 cent per pound; thinner 
than thirty-eight one-thousandths of one 
inch, fifty-five one-hundredths of 1 cent 
per pound: Provided, That barrel hoops 
of iron or steel, and hoop or band iron, 
or hoop or band steel, flared, splayed, or 
punched, with or without buckles or fas- 
tenings, shall pay no more duty than 
that imposed on the hoop or band iron 
.or steel from which they are made; 
bands and strips of iron or steel, 
whetior in long or short lengths, not 
- specially provided for, 25 per centum ad 
valorem. 

Par. 314. Hoop or band iron, and hoop 
or band steel, cut to lengths, or wholly 
or partly manufactured into hoops or 
ties, coated or not coated with paint or 
any other preparation, with or without 
buckles or fastenings, for baling cotton 
or any other commodity, one-fourth of 
1 cent per pound, 

Par. 315. Wire rods: Rivet, screw, 
fence, and other iron or steel wire rods, 
whether reund, oval, or square, or in 
any other shape, nail rods and flat rods 
up to six inches in width ready to be 
‘drawn or rolled into wire or strips, all 
the foregoing in coils or otherwise, val- 
ued at not over 4 cents per pound, three- 
tenths of 1 cent per pound; valued at 
ever 4 cents per pound, six-tenths of 1 
cent per pound: Provided, That all 
round iron or steel rods smaller than 
twenty one-hundredths of one inch in 
diameter shall be classified and dutiable 
as wire: Provided further, That all iron 
or steel wire rods which have been tem- 
pered or treated in any manner or partly 
manufactured shall be subject to an ad- 
ditional duty of one-fourth of 1 cent per 
“pound: Provided further, That on all 
iron or steel bars and rods of whatever 
shape or section which -are cold rolled, 
cold drawn, cold hammered, or polished 
in any way in addition to the ordinary 
process of hot rolling or hammering, 
there shall be paid one-eighth of 1 cent 
per pound in addition to the rates pro- 
vided on bars or rods of whatever sec- 
tion or shape which are hot rolled; and 
on all strips, plates, or sheets of iron or 
steel of whatever shape, other than pol- 
ished, planished, or glanced sheet iron or 
sheet steel, which are cold hammered. 
blued, brightened, tempered. or polished 
by any process to such ne~rfected surface 
finish or polish better th-~ the grade of 
cold rolled, smoothed or*-- there shall 
be paid two-tenths of 1 e-»t per pound 
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in addition to the rates provided on 
plates, strips, or sheets of iron or steel 
of common or black finish of correspond- - 
ing thickness or value. 

Par. 316 (a) Round iron or steel wire, 
not smaller than ninety-five one-thou- 
sandths of one inch in diameter, three- 
fourths of 1 cent per pound; smaller 
than ninety-five one-thousandths and not 
smaller than sixty-five one-thousandths 
of one inch in diameter, 114 cents per 
pound; smaller than sixty-five one-thou- 
sandths of one inch in diameter, 1% 
cents per pound: Provided, That all the 
foregoing valued above 6 cents per 
pound shall be subject to a duty of 25 
per centum ad valorem; all wire com- 
posed of iron, steel, or other metal, not 
specially provided for (except gold, sil- 
ver, platinum, tungsten, or molybde- 
pum); all flat wires and all steel in 
strips not thicker than one-quarter of 
one inch and not exceeding sixteen inches 
in width, whether in long or short 
lengths, in coils or otherwise, and 
whether rolled or drawn through dies or 
rolls, or otherwise produced, 25 per cen- 
tum ad valorem: Provided, That all 
wire of iron, steel, or other metal coated 
by dipping, galvanizing, sherardizing, 
electrolytic, or any other process with 
zinc, tin, or other metal, shall be subject 
to a duty of two-tenths of 1 cent per 
pound in addition to the rate imposed 
on the wire of which it is made; tele- 
graph, telephone, and other wires and 
cables composed of iron, steel, or other 
metal (except gold, silver, platinum, 
tungsten, or molybdenum), covered with 
or composed in part of cotton, jute, silk, 
enamel, lacquer, rubber, paper, com- 
pound or other material, with or without 
metal covering, 35 per centum ad va- 
lorem; wire rope, 35 per centum ad va- 
lorem; wire strand, 35 per centum ad 
valorem; spinning and twisting ring 
travelers, 35 per centum ad_ valorem; 
wire heddles and healds, 25 cents per® 
thousand and 30 per centum ad valorem. 


(b) Ingots, shot, bars, sheets, wire, or 
ether forms, not specially provided for, 
or, scrap, containing more than 50 per 
centum of tungsten, tungsten carbide, 
molybdenum, or molybdenum carbide, or 
combinations thereof: Ingots, shot, bars, 
or scrap, 50 per centum ad valorem; 
sheets, wire or other form, 60 per centum 
ad valorem. 

Par. 317. All galvanized wire not spe- 
cially provided for, not larger than twenty 
one-hundredths and not smaller than 
eight one-hundredths of one inch in di- 
ameter, of the kind commonly used for 
fencing purposes, galvanized wire fenc- 
ing composed of wires not larger than 
twenty one-hundredths and not smaller 
than eight one-hundredths of one inch in 
diameter; and all wire commonly used 
for baling hay or other commodities, 
one-half of 1 cent per pound. 

Par. 318. Woven-wire cloth: Gauze, 
fabric, or screen, made of wire composed 
of steel, brass, copper, bronze, or any 
other metal or alloy, not specially pro- 
vided for, with meshes not finer than 
thirty wires to the lineal inch in warp 
or filling, 25 per centum ad valorem; 
with meshes finer than thirty and not 
finer than ninety wires to the lineal inch 
in warp or filling, 40 per centum ad 
valorem; with meshes finer than ninety 
wires to the lineal inch in warp or fill- 
ing, 50 per centum ad valorem. Four- 
drinier wires and cylinder wires, suit- 
able for use in paper-making machines 
(whether or not parts of or fitted or at- 
tached to such machines), and woven- 
wire cloth suitable for use in the manu- 
facture of Fourdrinier wires or cylinder 
wires, 50 per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 319. (a) Iron or steel anchors 
and parts thereof; forgings of iron or 
steel, or of combined iron and steel, not 
machined, tooled, or otherwise advanced 
in condition by any process or operation 
subsequent to the forging process, not 
specially provided for, 25 per centum ad 
valorem. 

(b) Autoclaves, catalyst chambers or 
tubes, converters, reaction chambers, 
scrubbers, | separators, shells, _ stills, 
ovens, soakers, penstock pipes, cylin- 
ders, containers, drums, and vessels, any 
of the foregoing composed wholly or in 
chief value of iron or steel, by whatever 
process made (except by casting), 
wholly or partly manufactured, if over 
twenty inches at the largest inside di- 
ameter (exclusive of non-metallic lin- 
ing), and having metal walls one and 
ene-fourth inches or more in thickness, 
and parts for any of the foregoing, 35 
per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 320. Electric storage batteries 
and parts thereof, storage battery plates, 
and storage battery plate’ material, 
wholly or partly manufactured, all the 
foregoing not specially provided for, 40 
per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 321. Antifriction balls and rollers, 
metal balls and rollers commonly used 
in ball or roller bearings, metal ball or 
roller bearings, and parts _ thereof, 
whether finished or unfinished, for what- 
ever use intended, 10 cents per pound 
and 45 per centum ad valorem, 

Par. 322. Railway fishplates or splice 
bars, and tie plates, made of iron or 
steel, one-fourth of 1 cent per pound; 
vail braces, and all other railway bars 
made of iron or steel, and railway bars 
made in part of steel, T rails, and 
punched iron or steel flat rails, one- 
tenth of 1 cent per pound. 

Par. 323. Axles and parts thereof, 
axle bars, axle blanks, and forgings for 
axles, of iron or steel, without reference 
to the stage or state of manufacture, not 
specially provided for, valued at not more 
than 6 cents per pound, six-tenths of 1 
cent pound: Provided, That when 
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iron or steel axles are imported fitted in 
wheels, or parts of wheels, of iron or 
steel, they shall be dutiable at the same 
rate as the wheels in which they are 
fitted. 

Par. 324. Wheels for railway purposes, 
and parts thereof, of iron or steel, and 
steel-tired wheels for railway purposes, 
wholly or partly finished, and iron or 
steel locomotive, car, or other railway 
tires and parts thereof, wholly or partly 
manufactured, 1 cent per pound: Pro- 
vided, That when wheels for railway pur- 
poses, or parts thereof, of iron or steel, 
are imported with iron or steel axles 
fitted in them, the wheels and axles to- 
gether shall be dutiable at the same rate 
as is provided for the wheels when im- 
ported separately. 

Par. 325. Jewelers’ and other anvils 
weighing less than five pounds each, 45 
per centum ad valorem; all other anvils 
of iron or steel, or of iron and steel com- 
bined, by whatever process made, or in 
whatever stage of manufacture, 3 cents 
per pound. 

Par. 326. Blacksmiths’ hammers, tongs, 
and sledges, track tools, wedges, and 
crowbars, of iron or steel, 15g cents per 
pound. 

Par. 327. Cast-iron pipe f every de- 
scription, and cast-iron fittings for cast- 
iron pipe, 25 per centum ad valorem; 
cast-iron andirons, plates, stove plates, 
sadirons, tailors’ irons, hatters’ irons, 
but not including electric irons, and cast- 
ings and vessels wholly of cast iron, in- 
cluding all castings of iron or cast-iron 
plates which have been chiseled, drilled, 
machined, or otherwise advanced in con- 
dition by processes or operations subse- 
quent to the casting process but not 
made up into articles, or parts thereof, 
or finished machine parts; castings of 
malleable iron not specially provided 
for; cast hollow ware, coated, glazed, or 
tinned, but not including enanreled ware 
and hollow ware containing electrical 
elements, 20 per centum ad valorem; 
molders’ patterns, of whatever material 
composed, for the manufacture of cast- 
ings, 50 per centum ad valorem. 

Par. 328. Lap-welded, butt-welded, 
seamed. or jointed iron or steel tubes, 
pipes, flues, and stays, not thinner than 
sixty-five one-thousandths of one inch, 
if not less than three-eighths of one inch 
in diameter, three-fourths of 1 cent per 
pound; if less than three-eighths and 
not less than one-fourth of one inch in 
diameter, 1% cents per pound; if less 
than one-fourth of one inch in diameter, 
134, cents per pound: Provided, That no 
tubes, pipes, flues, or stays made of 
charcoal iron shall be subject to a less 
rate of duty than 1%4 cents per pound; 
cylindrical and tubular tanks or vessels, 
for holding gas, liquids, or other mate- 
rial, whether full or empty; welded cyl- 
indrical furnaces, tubes and flues made 
from plate metal, whether corrugated, 
ribbed, or otherwise reinforced against 
collapsing pressure, and all other fin- 
ished or unfinished iron or steel tubes

that in the case of a balance assembly 
the duty shall be 50 cents for the as- 
sembly instead of 3 cents for each part 
or piece thereof.

assembly shall be subject to a greater 
amount of duty than would be borne by 
the complete movement, mechanism, de- 
vice, or instrument for which suitable, 
nor to a less rate of duty than 45 per 
centum ad valorem.

(e) Dials for any of the foregoing 
movements, mechanisms, devices, or in- 
struments, if such dials are less than 
1 77-100 inches wide and are imported 
separately, 5 cents each and 45 _ per 
centum ad valorem. Dials for any of 
the movements, mechanisms, devices, or 
instruments provided for in this para- 
graph, whether or not attached thereto, 
shall have stamped, cut, engraved, or die 
sunk, conspicuously and indelibly thereon 
the name of the country of manufacture; 
which marking, if the dial is imported 
attached to any of the foregoing move- 
ments, mechanisms, devices, or instru- 
ments, shall be placed on the face of the 
dial in such manner as not to be obscured 
by any part of the case, container, or 
housing. 

(f) All cases, containers, or housings, 
designed or suitable for the enclosure of

grasses, grains, leaves, flowers, stems, or 
parts thereof, when composed wholly or 
in chief value of yarns, threads, fila- 
ments, tinsel wire, lame, bullions, metal 
threads, beads, bugles, spangles, or 
rayon or other synthetic textile, 90 per 
centum ad valorem; when composed 
wholly or in chief value of other mate- 
rials and not specially provided for, 60 
per centum ad valorem; natural grasses, 
grains, leaves, plants, shrubs, herbs, 
trees, and parts thereof, not specially 
provided for, when bleached, 50 per cen- 
tum ad valorem; when colored, dyed, 
painted, or chemically treated, 75 per 
centum ad valorem; boas, boutonnieres, 
wreaths, and alkgarticles not specially 
provided for, composed wholly or in chief 
value of any of the feathers, flowers, 
leaves, or other material above men- 
tioned, shall be subject to the rate of 
duty provided in this paragraph for such 
materials, but not less than 60 per cen- 
tum ad valorem: Provided, That the im- 
portation of birds of paradise, aigrettes, 
egret plumes or so-called osprey plumes, 
and the feathers, quills, heads, wings, 
tails, skins, or parts of skins, of wild 
birds, either raw or manufactured, and 
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not for scientific or educational »urposes, 
is hereby vrohibited; but this provision 
shall not apply to the feathers or plumes 
of ostriches or to the feathers or »lumes 
of domestic fowls of any kind:  Pro- 
vided further, That birds of paradise, 
and the feathers, quills, heads, wings, 
tails, skins, or parts thereof, and all 
aigrettes, egret plumes, or so-called os- 
prey plumes, and the feathers, quills, 
heads, wings, tails, skins, or parts of 
skins, of wild birds, either raw or manu- 
factured, of like kind to those the im- 
portation of which is prohibited by the 
foregoing provisions of this paragraph, 
which may be found in the United 
States, on and after the passage of this 
Act, except as to such plumage or parts 
of birds in actual use for personal adorn- 
ment, and except such plumage, birds or 
parts thereof imported therein for sci- 
entifical or educational purposes, shall be 
presumed for the purpose of seizure to 
haye been imported unlawfully after Oc- 
t@®er 3, 1913, and the collector of cus- 
toms shall seize the same unless the pos- 
sessor thereof shall establish, to the sat- 
isfaction of the collector that the same 
were imported into the United States 
prior to October 3, 1913, or as to such 
plumage or parts of birds that they were 
plucked or derived in the United States 
from birds lawfully therein; and in case 
of seizure by the collector, he shall pro- 
ceed as in case of forfeiture for violation 
of the customs laws, and the same shall 
be forfeited, unless the claimant shall, in 
any legal proceeding to enforce such for- 
feiture, other than a criminal prosecu- 
tion, overcome the presumption of illegal 
importation and establish that the birds 
or articles seized, of like kind to those 
mentioned the importation of which is 
prohibited as above, were imported into 
the United States prior to October 3, 
1913, or were plucked in the United 
States from birds lawfully therein. 

That whenever birds or plumage, the 
importation of which is prohibited by éhe 
foregoing provisions of this paragraph, 
are forfeited to the Government, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized to place the same with the depart- 
ments or bureaus of the Federal or State 
Governments or societies or museums fo1 
exhibition or scientific or educational pur- 
poses, but not for Sale or personal use; 
and in the event of such birds or plumage 
not being required or desired by either 
Federal or State Government or for edu- 
cational purposes, they shall be de- 
stroyed. 

That nothing in this Act shall be con- 
strued to repeal the previsions of the 
Act of March 4, 1913, chapter 145 
(Thirty-seventh Statutes at Large, .page 
847), or the Act of July 3, 1918 (For- 
tieth Statutes at Large, page 755), or 
any other law of the United States, now 
of force, intended for the protection or 
preservation of birds within the United 
States. That if on investigation by the 
collector before seizure, or before trial 
for forfeiture, or if at such trial if such 
seizure has been made, it shall be made 
to appear to the collector, or the prose- 
cuting officer of the Government, as the 
case may be, that no illegal importation 
uf such feathers has been made, but that 
the possession, acquisition or purchase of 
such feathers is or has been made in vio- 
lation of the provisions of the Act of 
March 4, 1913, chapter 145 (Thirty-sev- 
enth Statutes at Large, page 847), or the 
Act of July 3, 1918 (Fortieth Statutes at 
Large, page 755), or any other law of 
the United States, now of force, intended 
for the protection or preservation of 
birds within the United States, it shall 
be the duty of the collector, or such pros- 
ecuting officer, as the case may be, to re- 
port the facts to the proper officials of 
the United States, or State or Territory 
charged with the duty of enforcing such 
laws.

TITLE III—SPECIAL

Sec. 301. Philippine Islands 


There shall be levied, collected, and 
paid upon all articles coming into the 
United States from the Philippine Islands 


the rates of duty which are required to 
be levied, collected, and paid upon like 
articles imported from foreign countries: 
Provided, That all articles, the growth 
or product of or manufactured in the 
Philippine Islands from materials the 
growth or product of the Philippine Is- 
lands or of the United States, or of both, 
or which do not contain foreign materials 
to the value of more than 20 per centum 
of their total value, upon which no draw- 
back of customs duties has been allowed 
therein, coming into the United States 
from the Philippine Islands shall here- 
after be admitted free of duty: Provided, 
however, That in consideration of the ex- 
emptions aforesaid, all articles, the 
growth, product or manufacture of the 
United States, upon which no drawback 
of customs duties has been allowed 
therein, shall be admitted to the Philip- 
pine Islands from the United States free 
of duty: And provided further, That the 
free admission herein provided, of such 
articles, the growth, product, or manu- 
facture of the United States, into the 
Philippine Islands, or of the growth, 
product, or manufacture, as hereinbefore 
defined, of the Philippine Islands into 
the United States, shall be conditioned 
upon the direct shipment thereof, under 
a through bill of lading, from the country 
of origin to the country of destination: 
Provided, That direct shipments shall in- 
clude shipments in bond through foreign 
territory contiguous to the United States: 
Provided, however, That if such articles 
become unpacked while en route by acci- 
dent, wreck, or other casualty, or so dam- 
aged as to necessitate their repacking, 
the same shall be admitted free of duty 
upon satisfactory proof that the unpack- 
ing occurred through accident or neces- 
sity and that the merchandise involved 
is the identical merchandise originally 
shipped from the United States or the 
Philippine Islands, as the case may be, 
and that its condition has not been 
changed except for such damage as may 
have been sustained: And provided, That 
there shall be levied, collected, and paid, 
in the United States, upon articles, goods, 
wares, or merchandise coming into the 
United States from the Philippine Is- 
lands a tax equal to the internal revenue 
tax imposed in the United States upon 
the like articles, goods, wares. or mer- 
chandise of domestic manufacture; such 
tax to be paid by internal-revenue stamp 
or stamps, to be provided by the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, and to be 
affixed in such manner and under such 
regulations as he, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, shall pre- 
seribe; and such articles, goods, wares, or 
merchandise shipped from said islands 
to the United States shall be exempt 
from the payment of any tax imposed by 
the internal revenue laws of the Philip- 
pine Islands: And provided further, That 
there shall be levied, collected, and paid 
in the Philippine Islands, upon articles, 
goods, wares, or merchandise going into 
the Philippine Islands from the United 
States, a tax equal to the internal-reve- 
nue tax imposed in the Philippine Islands 
upon the like articles, goods, wares, or 
merchandise of Philippine Islands manu- 
facture; such tax to be paid by internal- 
revenue stamps or otherwise. as provided 
by the laws of the Philippine Islands; 
and such articles, goods, wares, or mer- 
chandise going into the Philippine Islands 
from the United States shall be exempt 
from the payment of any tax imposed by 
the internal revenue laws of the United 
States: And provided further, That in 
addition to the custems taxes imposed in 
the Philippine Islands, there shall be lev- 
ied, collected, and paid therein upon arti- 
cles, goods, wares, or merchandise im- 
ported into the Philippine Islands from 
countries other than the United States 
the internal-revenue tax imposed by the 
Philippine government on like articles 
manufactured and consumed in the Phil- 
ippine Islands or shipped thereto for 
consumption therein from the United 
States: And provided further, That from 
and after the passage of this act all in- 
ternal revenues collected in or for ac- 
count of the Philippine Islands shall ac- 
crue intact toe the general government 
thereof and be paid inte the insular treas- 
ury. 


Sec. 302. Porto Rico—Exemption 
From Internal-Revenue Taxes 


Articles, goods, wares, or merchandise 
going into Porto Rico from the United 
States shall be exempted from the pay- 
ment of any tax imposed by the internal- 
revenue laws of the United States. 


Sec. 303. Countervailing Duties 


Whenever any country, dependency, 
colony, province, or other political sub- 
division of government, person, partner- 
ship, association, cartel, or corporation 
shall pay or bestow, directly or indirectly, 
any bounty or grant upon the manufac- 
ture or production or export of any arti- 
cle or merchandise manufactured or pro- 
duced in such country, dependency, col- 
ony, province, or other political subdivi- 
sion of government, and such article or 
merchandise is dutiable under the pro- 
visions of this Act, then upon the im- 
portation of any such article or merchan- 
dise into the United States, whether the 
same shall be imported directly from the 
country of production or otherwise, and 
whether such article or merchandise is 
imported in the same condition as when 
exported from the country of production 
or has been changed in condition by re- 
manufacture or otherwise, there shall be 
levied and paid, in all such cases, in addi- 
tion to the duties otherwise imposed by 
this Act, an additional duty equal to the 
net amount of such bounty or grant, how- 
ever the same be paid or bestowed. The 
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Secretary of the Treasury shall. from 
time to time ascertain and determine, or 
estimate, the net amount of each such 
bounty or grant, and shall declare the 
net amount so determined or estimated, 
The Secretary of the Treasury shall make 
all regulations h> may deem necessary 
for the identification of such articles and 
merchandise and for the assessment and 
collection of such additional duties, 


304. Marking of Imported

(a) Manner of Marking.—Every arti- 
cle imported into the United States, and 
its immediate container, and the pack- 
age in which such article is imported, 
shall be marked, stamped, branded, or 
labeled, in legible English words, in a 
conspicuous place, in such manner as to 
indicate the country of origin of such 
article, in accordance with such regula 
tions as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe. Such marking, stamping, 
branding, or labeling shall be as nearly 
indelible and permanent as the nature of 
the article will permit. The Secretary 
of the Treasury may, by regulatians pre- 
scribed hereunder, except any article from 
the requirement ef marking, stamping, 
branding, or labeling if he is satisfied 
such article is incapable of being marked, 
stamped, branded, or labeled or can not 
be marked, stamped, branded, or labeled 
without injury, or except at an expense 
economically prohibitive of the importas 
tion, or that the marking, stamping, 
branding, or labeling of the immediate 
container of such article will reasonably 
indicate the country of origin of such 
article. 

(b) Additional Duties for Failure to 
Mark.—If at the time of importation any 
article or its container is not marked, 
stamped, branded, or labeled in accords 
ance with the requirements of this sees 
tion, there shall be levied, collected, and 
paid on such article, unless exported uns 
der customs supervision, a duty of 10 
per centum of the value of such article, 
in addition to any other duty imposed by 
law, or, if such article is free of duty, 
there shall be levied, collected, and paid 
a duty of 10 per centum of the value 
thereof. 

(ec) Delivery Withheld Until Marked.— 
No imported article or package held in 
customs custody shall be delivered until 
such article (and its container) or packe 
age and every other article (and its cone 
tainer) or package of the importation, 
whether or not released from customs 
custody, shall have marked, 
stamped, branded, or labeled in accord- 
ance with the requirements of this sec- 
tion. Nothing in this subdivision shal] 
be construed to relieve from the requires 
ments of any provision of this Act relate 
ing to the marking of particular articles 
or their containers. 

(d) Penalties.—If any person shall, 
with intent to conceal the information 
given thereby or contained therein, dee 
face, destroy, remove, alter, cover, obe 
scure, or obliterate any mark, stamp, 
brand, or label required under the proe 
visions of this Act, he shall, upon cone 
viction, be fined not more than $5,000 or 
imprisoned not more than one year, or 
both. 

(e) Effective Date.—This section shall 
take effect sixty days after the date of 
enactment of this Act.

305. Immoral Articles—Im- 
portation Prohibited 


(a) Prohibition of Importation.— All 
persons are prohibited from importing 
into the United States from any foreign 
country any book, pamphlet, paper, writ- 
ing, advertisement, circular, print, pice 
ture, or drawing containing any matter 
advocating or urging treason or insure 
rection against the United States, or for- 
cible resistance to any law of the United 
States, or containing any threat to take 
the life of or inflict bodily harm upon any 
person in the United States, or any ob- 
scene book, pamphlet, paper, writing, ad- 
vertisement, circular, print, picture, 
drawing or other representation, figure, 
or image on or of paper or other mate- 
rial, or any cast, instrument, or other 
article which is obscene or immoral, or 
any drug or medicine or any article what- 
ever for the prevention of conception or 
for causing unlawful abortion, or any 
lottery ticket, or any printed paper that 
may be used as a lottery ticket, or any 
advertisement of any lottery. No such 
articles, whether imported separately or 
contained in packages with other goods 
entitled to entry, shall be admitted to en- 
try; and all such articles and, unless it 
appears to the satisfaction of the collee- 
tor that the obscene or other prohibited 
articles contained in the package were in- 
closed therein without the knowledge or 
consent of the importer, owner, agent, or 
consignee, the entire contents of the 
package in which such articles are con- 
tained, shall be subject to seizure and 
forfeiture as hereinafter provided: Pro- 
vided, That the drugs hereinbefore men- 
tioned, when imported in bulk and not 
put up for any of the purposes herein- 
before speoified, are excepted from the 
operation of this subdivision: Provided 
further, That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may, in his discretion, admit the so- 
called classics or books of recognized and 
established literary or scientific merit, 
but may, in his discretion, admit such 
classics or books only when imported for 
noncommercial purposes. 

Upon the appearance of any such book 
or matter at any customs office, the same 
shall be seized and held by the collector 
to await the judgment of the distriet 
court as hereinafter provided; and no 
protest shall be taken to tne United 
States Customs Court from the decision 





of the collector. Upon the seizure of 
such book or matter the collector shall 
transmit information thereof to the dis- 
trict attorney of the district in which is 
situated the office at which such seizure 
has taken place, who shali institute pro- 
ceedings in the district covrt for the for- 
feiture, confiscation, and cestruction of 
the boek er matter seized. Upon the 
adjudication that bock or matter 
thus seized is of the characier the entry 
of which is by this section prohibited, it 
shall be ‘ordered cestroved and shall be 
destroyed. Upon acjudication that such 
book or matter this seized is not of the 
character the entry of which is by this 
section prohibited, it sha!l ret be excluded 
frem entry under the prcvisions of this 
section.

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Sec. 308. Temporary Free Impor- 
tation Under Bond for 
Exportation 


The following articles, when not im- 
ported for sale or for sale on approval, 
may be admitted into the United States 
under such rules and regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, 
without the payment of duty, under bond 
for their exportation within six months 
from the date of importation, which pe- 
riod may, in the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury (whether such arti- 
cles are imported before or after this sec- 
tion becomes effective). be extended, upon 
application, for a further period not to 
exceed six months: 

(1) Machinery or other articles to be 
altered or repaired; 

(2) Models of women’s wearing ap- 
parel imported by manufacturers for use 
solely as models in their own establish- 
ment, and not for sale; 

(3) Samples solely for use in taking 
orders for merchandise, or for examina- 
tion with a view to reproduction; 

(4) Articles intended solely for experi- 
mental purposes, and upon satisfactory 
proof to the Secretary that any such arti- 
cle has been destroyed because of its use 
for experimental purposes such bond may 
be canceled without the payment of duty; 

(5) Automobiles, motor cycles, bicy- 
cles, airplanes, airships, balloons, motor 
boats, racing shells and similar vehicles 
and craft, teams and saddle horses, all 
of which are brought temporarily into 
the United States by nonresidents for 
touring purposes, or for the purposes of 
taking part in races or other specific con- 
tests; 

(6) Locomotives, cars and coaches, and 
repair equipment belonging to railroads 
brought temporarily into the United 
States for the purpose of clearing ob- 
structions, fighting fires, or making 
emergency repairs on lines the property 
of railroads within the United States; 

(7) Containers for compressed gases 
which comply with the laws and regu- 
lations for the transportation of such 
containers in the United States; 

(8) Articles imported by illustrators 
and photographers for use solely as mod- 
els in their own establishments, in the 
illustrating of catalogues, pamphlets, or 
advertising matter.

(a) Exemption from Customs Duties 
and Internal-Revenue Tax.—Articles of 
foreign or domestic manufacture or pro- 
duction may, under such regulations as 
the Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe, be withdrawn from bonded ware- 
houses or bonded manufacturing ware- 
houses free of duty or internal-revenue 
tax for supplies (not including equip- 
ment) of vessels of war, in ports of the 
United States, of any nation which may 
reciprocate such- privilege toward the 
vessels of war of the United States in its 
ports, or for supplies (not including 
equipment) of vessels of the United 
States employed in the fisheries or in the 
whaling business, or actually engaged in 
foreign trade or trade between the At- 
lantic and Pacific ports of the United 
States or between the United States and 
any of its possessions, but no such arti- 
cle shall be landed at any port or place 
in the United States or in any of its 
possessions. 

(b) Drawback.—Articles of domestic 
manufacture or production laden as sup- 
plies upon any such vessel shall be con- 
sidered to be exported within the mean- 
ing of the drawback provisions of this 
Act. 


Sec. 310. Free Importation of Mer- 
chandise Recovered From Sunken 
-and Abandoned Vessels 


Whenever any vessel laden with mer- 
chandise, in whole or in part subject to 
duty, has been sunk in any river, harbor, 
bay, or waters subject to the jurisdiction 
of the United States, and within its lim- 
its, for the period of two years and is 
abandoned by the owner thereof, any per- 
son who may raise such vessel shall be 
permitted to bring any merchandise re- 
covered therefrom into the port nearest 
to the place where such vessel was so 
raised free from the payment of any duty 
thereupon, but under such regulations as 
the Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe. 


311. Bonded Manufacturing

All articles manufactured in whole o 
in part of imported materials, or of ma- 
terials, subject to internal-revenue tax, 
and intended for exportation without be- 
ing charged with duty, and without hav- 
ing an internal-revenue stamp affixed 
thereto, shall, under such regulations as 
the Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe, in order to be so manufactured 
and exported, be made and manufactured 
in bonded warehouses similar to those 
known and designated in Treasury Regu- 
lations as bonded warehouses, class six: 
Provided, That the manufacturer of such 
articles shall first give satisfactory bonds 
fer the faithful observance of all the 
provisions of law and of such regulations 
us shall be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury: Provided further, That 
the manufacture of distilled spirits from 
grain, starch, molasses, or sugar, includ- 
ing all dilutions or mixtures of them or 
cither of them, shall not be permitted in 
such manufacturing warehouses. 

Whenever goods manufactured in any 
bended warehouse established under the 
provisions of the preceding paragraph 
shall be exported directly therefrom or

shall be duly laden for transportation 
and immediate exportation under the su- 
pervision of the proper officer who shall 
be duly designated for that purpose, such 
goods shall be exempt from duty and 
from the requirements relating to reve- 
nue stamps. 


No flour, manufactured in a bonded 
manufacturing warehouse from wheat 
imported after ninety days after the date 
of the enactment of this Act, shall be 
withdrawn from such warehouse for ex- 
portation without payment of a duty on 
such imported wheat equal to any reduc- 
tion in duty which by treaty will apply 
in respect of such flour in the country to 
which it is to be exported. 

Any materials used in the manufacture 
of such goods, and any packages, cover- 
ings, vessels, brands, and labels used in 
putting up the same may, under the regu- 
lations of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
be conveyed without the payment of reve- 
nue tax or duty into any bonded manu- 
facturing warehouse, and imported goods 
may, under the aforesaid regulations, be 
transferred without the exaction of duty 
from any bonded warehouse into any 
bonded manufacturing warehouse; but 
this privilege shall not be held to apply 
to implements, machinery, or apparatus 
to be used in the construction or repair 
of any bonded manufacturing warehouse 
or for the prosecution of the business 
carried on therein. 

Articles or materials received into such 
bonded manufacturing warehouse or ar- 
ticles manufactured therefrom may be 
withdrawn or removed therefrom for di- 
rect shipment and exportation or for 
transportation and immediate exporta- 
tion in bond to foreign countries or to 
the Philippine Islands under the super- 
vision of the officer duly designated 
therefor by the collector of the port, who 
shall certify to such shipment and ex- 
portation, or ladening for transportation, 
as the case may be, describing the arti- 
cles by their mark or otherwise, the 
quantity, the date of exportation, and the 
name of the vessel: Provided, That the 
by-products incident to the processes of 
manutacture, including waste derived 
from cleaning rice in bonded warehcuses 
under the Act of March 24, 1874, in said 
bonded warehouses may be withdrawn for 
domestic consumption on the payment of 
duty equal to the duty which would be 
assessed and collected by law if such 
waste or by-products were imported 
from a foreign country: Provided, That 
all waste material may be destroyed un- 
der Government supervision. All labor 
performed and services rendered under 
these provisions shall be under the su- 
pervision of a duly designated officer of 
the customs and at the expense of the 
manutacturer. 

A careful account shall be kept by the 
collector of all merchandise delivered by 
him to any bonded manufacturing ware- 
house, and a sworn monthly return, veri- 
fied by the customs officers in charge, 
shall be made by the manufacturer con- 
taining a detailed statement of all im- 
ported merchandise used by him in the 
manufacture of exported articles. 

Before commencing business the pro- 
prietor of any manufacturing warehouse 
shall file with the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury a list of all the articles intended to 
be manufactured in such warehouse, and 
state the formula of manufacture and 
the names and quantities of the ingre- 
dients to be used therein. 

Articles manufactured under these pro- 
visions may be withdrawn under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe for transporta- 
tion and delivery into any bonded ware- 
house at an exterior port for the sole 
purpose of immediate export therefrom: 
Provided, That cigars manufactured in 
whole of tobacco imported from any one 
country, made and manufactured in such 
bonded manufacturing warehouses, may 
be withdrawn for home consumption upon 
the payment of the duties on such tobacco 
in its condition as imported under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may prescribe, and the payment of 
the internal-revenue tax accruing on such 
cigars in their condition as withdrawn, 
and the boxes or packages containing 
such cigars shall be stamped to indicate 
their character, origin of tobacco from 
which made, and place of manufacture 

The provisions of section 3433 of the 
Revised Statutes shall, so far as may be 
praticable, apply to any bonded manu- 
facturing warehouse established under 
this Act and to the merchandise conveyed 
therein. 


Sec. 312. Bonded Smelting Ware- 
houses 


The works of manufacturers engaged 
in smelting or refining, or both, of ores 
and crude metals, may, upon the giving 
of satisfactory bonds, be designated as 
bonded smelting warehouses. Ores or 
crude metals may be removed from the 
vessel or other vehicle in which im- 
ported, or frem a bonded warehouse, into 
a bonded smelting warehouse without the 
payment of duties thereon, and there 
smelted or refined, or both, together with 
eres or crude metals of home or foreign 
production: Provided, That the bonds 
shall be charged with a sum equal in 
amount to the regular duties which would 
have been payable on such ores and crude 
metals if entered for consumption at the 
time of their importation, and the sev- 
eral charges against such bonds shall be 
canceled upon the exportation or deliv- 
ery to a bonded manufacturing wavre- 
house established under the preceding 
section of this title of a quantity of the 
same kind of metal equal to the quantity 
of metal producible from the smelting or 
vefining, or both, of the dutiable metal 
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contained in such ores or crude metals, 
due allowance being made of the smelter 
wastage as ascertained from time to time 
by the Secretary of the Treasury: Pro- 
vided further, That the said metals so 
producible, or any portion thereof, may 
be withdrawn for domestic consumption 
or transferred to a bonded customs ware- 
house and withdrawn therefrom and the 
several charges against the bonds can- 
celed upon the payment of the duties 
chargeable against an equivalent amount 
of ores or crude metals from which said 
metal would be producible in their con- 
dition as imported: Provided further, 
That on arrival of the ores and crude 
metals at such establishments they shall 
be sampled and assayed according to 
commercial methods under the supervi- 
sion of Government officers: Provided 
further, That all labor performed and 
services rendered pursuant to this sec- 
tion shall be under the supervision of an 
officer of the customs, to be appointed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury and at the 
expense of the manufacturer: Provided 
further, That all regulations for the car- 
rying out of this section shall be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Treasury: 
And provided further, That the several 
charges against the bonds of any smelt- 
ing warehouse established under the pro- 
visions of this section may be canceled 
upon the exportation or transfer to a 
bonded manufacturing warehouse from 
any other bonded smelting warehouse es- 
tablished under this section of a quantity 
of the same kind of metal, in excess of 
that covered by open bonds, equal to 
the amount of metal producible from the 
smelting or refining, or both, of the duti- 
able metal contained in the imported ores 
and crude metals, due allowance being 
made of the smelter wastage as ascer- 
tained from time to time by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 


See. 313. Drawback and Refunds 


{a) Articles Made from Imported Mer- 
chandise.—Upon the exportation of arti- 
cles manufactured or produced in the 
United States with the use of imported 
merchandise, the full amount of the du- 
ties paid upon the merchandise so used 
shall be refunded as drawback, less 1 per 
centum of such duties, except that such 
duties shall not be so refunded upon the 
exportation of flour or by-products pro- 
duced from wheat imported after ninety 
days after the date of the enactment of 
this Act. Where two or more products 
result from the manipulation of imported 
merchandise, the drawback shall be dis- 
tributed to the several products in ac- 
cordance with their relative values at the 
time of separation. 

(b) Substitution for Drawback Pur- 
poses.—If imported duty-paid sugar or 
non-ferrous metal, or ore containing non- 
ferrous metal, and duty free or domestic 
merchandise of the same kind and quality 
are used in the manufacture or produc- 
tion of articles within a period not to 
exceed one year from the receipt of such 
imported merchandise by the manufac- 
turer or producer of such articles, there 
shall be allowed upon the exportation (or 
shipment to the Philippine Islands) of 
any such articles, notwithstanding the 
fact that none of the imported merchan- 
dise may actually have been used in the 
manufacture or production of the ex- 
ported articles, an amount of drawback 
equal to that which would have been al- 
lowable had the sugar or non-ferrous 
metal, or ore containing non-ferrous 
metal, used therein been imported; but 
the total amount of drawback allowed 
upon the exportation of such articles, to- 
gether with the total amount of draw- 
back allowed in respect of such imported 
merchandise under any other provision of 
law, shall not exceed 99 per centum of 
the duty paid on such imported merchan- 
dise. 

{c) Merchandise Not Conforming to 
Sample or Specitications.—Upon the ex- 
portation of merchandise not conforming 
to sample or snecifications upon which 
the duties have been paid and which have 
been entered or withdrawn for consump- 
tion and, within thirty days after release 
from customs custody, returned to cus- 
toms custody for exportation, the full 
amount of the duties paid upon such mer- 
chandise shall be refunded as drawback, 
less 1 per centum of such duties. 

(d) Flavoring Extracts and Medicinal 
or Toilet Preparations.—Upon the ex- 
portation of flavoring extracts, medicinal 
or toilet preparations (including per- 
fumery) manufactured or produced in 
the United States in part from domestic 
alcohol on which an internal-revenue tax 
has been paid, there shall be allowed a 
drawback equal in amount to the tax 
found to have been paid on the alcohol 
so used. 

(e) Imported Salt for Curing Fish.- 
Imported salt in bond may be used in 
curing fish taken by vesels licensed to en- 
gage in the fisheries, and in curing fish 
on the shores of the navigable waters of 
the United States, whether such fish are 
taken by licensed or unlicensed vessels, 
and upon proof that the salt has been 
used for either of such purposes, the 
duties on the same shall be remitted. 

(f) Exportation of Meats Cured with 
Imported Salt.—Upon the exportation of 
meats, whether packed or smoked, which 
have been cured in the United States with 
imported salt, there shall be refunded, 
upon satisfactory proof that such meats 
have been cured with imported salt, the 
duties paid on the salt so used in curing 
such exported meats, in amounts not less 
than $100. 

(¢) Materials for Construction and 
Equipment ef Vessels Built for Foreign- 
ers.—The provisions of this section’ shall 
apply te materials imported and used in 
the construction and equipment of ves- 





sels built for foreign account and owner- 
ship, or for the government of any for- 
eign country, notwithstanding that such 
vessels may not within the strict mean- 
ing of the term be articles exported. 

(h) Time Limitation on Exportation.— 
No drawback shall be allowed under the 
provisions of this section or of section 6 
of the Act entitled “An Act temporarily 
to provide revenue for the Philippine 
Islands, and for other purposes,” ap- 
proved March 8, 1962 (relating to draw- 
back on shipments to the Philippine Is- 
lands), unless the completed article is ex- 
ported, or shipped to the Philippine Is- 
lands, within three years after importa- 
tion of the imported merchandise. 

(i) Regulations.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to prescribe regu- 
lations governing (1) the identification 
of imported merchandise used in the 
manufacture or production of articles en- 
titled to drawback of customs duties, the 
ascertainment of the quantity of such 
merchandise used, of the time when such 
merchandise was received by the manu- 
facturer or producer of the exported ar- 
ticles, and of the amount of duties paid 
thereon, the determination of the facts 
of the manufacture or production of such 
articles in the United States and their 
exportation therefrom, the time within 
which drawback entries on such articles 
shall be filed and completed, to entitle 
such articles to drawback, and the pay- 
ment of drawback due thereon; (2) the 
identification of merchandise withdrawn 
for consumption and returned to customs 
custody for exportation, the determina- 
tion of the facts of nonconformity thereof 
to sample or specifications and of ex- 
portation thereof from the United States, 
and the payment of the drawback due 
thereon; (3) the determination and pay- 
ment of drawback of internal-revenue tax 
on domestic alcohol, including the re- 
quirement of such notices, bonds, bills of 
lading. and other evidence of payment of 
tax and exportation as the Secretary of 
the Treasury deems necessary; (4) the 
remission of duties on imported salt used 
in curing fish, including the production 
of proof that the salt has been so used; 
and (5) the refunding of duties paid upon 
imported salt used in curing exported 
meats, including the production of proof 
that the salt has been so used; and desig- 
nating the person to whom refund or 
payment of drawback shall be made. 

(i) Source of Payment.—Any draw- 
back of duties that may be authorized 
under the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid from the customs receipts of Porto 
Rico. if the duties were originally paid 
into the Treasury of Porto Rico. 


Sec. 314. Reimportation of Tax- 
Free Exports 


Upon the reimportation of articles once 
exported, of the growth, product, or 
manufacture of the United States, upon 
which no internal tax has been assessed 
or paid, or upon which such tax has been 
paid and refunded by allowance or draw- 
back, there shall be levied, collected, and 
paid a duty equal to the tax imposed 
upon such articles by the internal reve- 
nue laws at the time of reimportation, 
except artieles manufactured in nded 
warehouses and exported pursuant to 
law, which shall be subject to the same 
rate of duty as if originally imported, 
but proof of the identity of such articles 
shall be made under regulations to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 


Sec. 315. Effective Date of Rates 
of Duty 


On and after the day when this Act 
shall go into effect all goods, wares, and 
merchandise previously imported, for 
which no entry has been made, and all 
goods, wares, and merchandise previously 
entered without payment of duty and 
under bond for warehousing, transporta- 
tion, or any other purpose, for which no 
permit of delivery to the importer or his 
agent has been issued, shall be subjected 
te the duties imposed by this Act and to 
no other duty upon the entry or the with- 
drawal thereof: Provided, That when du- 
ties are based upon the weight of mer- 
chandise deposited in any public or pri- 
vate bonded warehouse, said duties shall, 
except as provided in section 562 of this 
Act (relating to manipulating ware- 
houses), be levied and collected upon the 
weight of such merchandise at the time 
of its entry. 


Sec. 316. Cuban Reciprocity Treaty 
Not Affected 


Nothing in this Act shall be construed 
to abrogate or in any manner impair or 
affect the provisions of the treaty of 
commercial reciprocity concluded be- 
tween the United States and the Republic 
of Cuba on December 11, 1902, or the 
provisions of the Act of December 17, 
1903, chapter 1. 


See. 317. Tobacco Products—Ex- 
portation Free of Duty or 
Internal-Revenue Tax 


The shipment or delivery of manufac- 
tured tobacco, snuff, cigars, or cigarettes, 
for consumption beyond the jurisdiction 
of the internal-revenue laws of the 
United States, as defined by section 3448 
of the Revised Statutes, shall be deemed 
exportation within the meaning of the 
customs and internal-revenue laws ap- 
plicable to the exportation of such arti- 
cles without payment of duty or internal- 
revenue tax. 


Sec. 318. Emergencies 


Whenever the President shall by proc- 
lamation declare an emergency to exist 
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by reason of a state of war,. or other- 
wise, he may authorize the Secretary of 
the Treasury to extend during the con- 
tinuance of such emergency the time 
herein prescribed for the performance of 
any act, and may authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to permit, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe, the importation 
free of duty of food, clothing, and medi- 
cal, surgical, and other supplies for use 
in emergency relief work. The Secretary 
of the Treasury shall report to the Con- 
gress any action taken under the provi- 
sions of this section. 


Sec. 319. Duty on Coffee Imported 
Into Porto Rico 


The Legislature of Porto Rico is hereby 
empowered to impose tariff duties upon 
coffee imported into Porto Rico, includ- 
ing ceffee grown in a foreign country 
coming into Porto Rico from the United 
States. Such duties shall be collected 
and accounted for as now provided by 
law in the case of duties collected in 
Porto Rico. 


Sec. 320. Reciprocal Agreements 
Relating to Advertising Matter 


With the advice and consent of the 
President, the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Postmaster General, jointly, may, 
en behalf of the United States, enter into 
a reciprocal agreement with any foreign 
country to provide for the entry free of 
du@v in the respective countries of dis- 
patches or shipments through the mails 
of circulars, folders, pamphlets, books, 
and cards, in the nature of advertising 
matter (except such matter as may be 
printed, manufactured or produced in a 
foreign country, advertising the sale of 
articles by persons carrying on business 
in the United States or containing an- 
nouncements relating to the merchandise 
or business of such persons) to individ- 
ual addresses, and may, in the event any 
such agreement is entered into, prescribe 
such rules and regulations as they may 
deem necessary relating to the customs 
and postal treatment of such matter in 
the United States. 


Part II — UNITED STATES 
TARIFF COMMISSION 
See. 330. Organization of the 

Commission 


(a) Membership.—The 
Tariff Commission (referred to in this 
title as the “commission”) shall be com- 
posed of six commissioners to be here- 
after appointed by the President by and 
with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, but each member now in office shall 
continue to serve until his successor (as 
designated by the President at the time 
of nomination) takes office but in no 
event for longer than ninety days after 
the effective date of this Act. No per- 
son shall be eligible for appointment as 
a commissioner unless he is a citizen of 
the United States, and, in the judgment 
of the President, is possessed of quali- 
fications requisite for developing expert 
knowledge of tariff problems and effi- 
ciency in administering the provisions 
of Part II of this title. Not more than 
three of the commissioners shall be mem- 
bers of the same volitical party, and in 
making appointments members of dif- 
ferent political parties shall be appointed 
alternately as nearly as may be prac- 
ticable. 

(b) Terms of Office—Terms of office 
of the commissioners first taking office 
after the date of the enactment of this 
Act, shall expire, as designated by the 
President at the time of nomination, one 
at the end of each of the first six years 
after the date of the enactment of this 
Act. The term of office of a successor 
to any such commissioner shall expire 
six years from the date of the expira- 
tion of the term for which his prede- 
cessor was appointed, except that any 
commissioner appointed to fill a vacancy 
occurring prior to the expiration of the 
term for which his yredecessor was ap- 
pointed, shall be appointed for the re- 
mainder of such term. 

(c) Chairman, Vice 
Salary.—The President 
designate one of the 
chairman and one as vice chairman of 
the commissions The vice chairman shall 
act as chairman in case of the absence or 
disability of the chairman. A majoirty of 
the commissioners in office shall consti- 
tute a quorum, but the commission may 
function notwithstanding vacancies. Each 
commissioner (including members in of- 
fice on the date of the enactment of this 
Act) shall receive a salary of $11,000 a 
year. No commissioner shal] actively 
engage in any other business, vocation, 
or employment than that of serving as 
a commissioner. 


Sec. 331. 


(a) Personnel.—The commission 
appoint a secretary, who shall receive 
a salary of $7,500 per year, and the 
commission shal] have authority to em- 
ploy and fix the compensations of such 
special experts, examiners, clerks, and 
other employees as the commission may 
fvom time to time find necessary for the 
proper performance of its duties, 

(b) Application of Civil Service Law.— 
With the exception of the secretary, a 
clerk to each commissioner, and such 
special experts as the commission may 
from time to time find necessary for 
the conduct of its work, all employees 
of the commission shall be appointed 
from lists of eligibles to. be supplied by 
the Civil Service Commission and in ac- 
cordance with the civil service law.

(f) Office at New York.—The commis- 
sion is authorized to establish and main- 
tain an office at the port ef New York 
for the purpose of directing or carrying 
on any investigation, receiving and com- 
piling statistics, selecting, describing, 
and filing samples of articles, and per- 
forming any of the duties or exercising 
any of the powers imposed upon it by 
law. 

(zg) Official Seal.—The commission is 
authorized to adopt an official seal, which 
shall be judicially noticed.

(a) Investigations and Reports.—It

The commission shal] have power 
to investigate the tariff relations be- 
tween the United States and foreign 
countries, commercial theaties, preferen- 
tial provisions, economic alliances, the 
effect of export bounties and preferential 
transportation rates, the volume of im- 
portations compared with domestic pro- 
duction and consumption, and conditions, 
causes, and effects relating to competi- 
tion of foreign industries with those of 
the United States, including dumping 
and cost of production. 

(c) Investigation of Paris Economy 
Pact.—The commission shall have power 
to investigate the Paris Economy Pact 
and similar organizations and arrange- 
ments in Europe,

Production 


(a) Change of Classification or Du- 
ties—In order to put into force and 
effect the policy of Congress by this 
Act intended, the commission (1) upon 
request of the President, or (2) upon 
resolution of either or both Houses of 
Congress, or (3) upon its own motion, 
or (4) when in the judgment of the com- 
mission there is good and sufficient rea- 
son therefor, upon application of any 
interested party, shall investigate the 
difference in the costs of production of 
any domestic article and of any like or 
similar foreign article. In_ the* course 
of the investigation the commission shall 
hold hearings and-give reasonable public 
notice thereof, and shall afford reason- 
able opportunity for parties interested 
to be present, to produce evidence, and 
to be heard at such hearings. The com- 
mission is authorized to adopt such rea- 
sonable procedure and rules and regu- 
lations as it deems necessary to execute 
its ffinctions under this section, The 
commission shall report to the President 
the results of the investigation and its 
findings with*respect to such differences 
in costs of production. If the commis- 
sion finds it shown by the investigation 
that the duties expressly fixed by the 
statute do not equalize the differences 
in the costs of production of the domestic 
article and the like or similar foreign 
article when produced in the principal 
competing country, the commission shal! 
specify in its report such increases or 
decreases in rates of duty expressly fixed 
by statute (including any necessary 
change in classification) as it finds shown 
by the investigation to be necessary to 
equalize such differences. In no case 
shall the total increase or decrease of 
such rates of duty exceed 50 per centum 
of the rates expressly fixed by statute. 

(b) Change to American Selling Price. 
—If the commission finds upon any such 
investigation that such differences can 
not be equalized by proceeding as here- 
inbefore provided, it shall so state in its 
report to the President and shall specify 
therein such ad valorem rates of duty 
based upon the American selling price 
tas defined in section 402(g¢)) of the do- 
mestic article, as it finds shown by the 
investigation to be necessary to equalize 
such ditferences. In no case shall the 
total decrease of such rates of duty ex- 
ceed 50 per centum of the rates ex- 
pressly iixed by statute, and no such 
rate shall be increased. 


(c) Proclamation by the President.— 
The President shall by proclamation ap- 
prove the rates of duty and changes in 
classitication and in basis of value speci- 
fied in any report of the commission 
under this section, if in his judgment 
such rates of duty and changes are shown 
by such investigation of the commission 
to be necessary to equalize such differ- 
ences in costs of production. 

(d) Effective Date of Rates and 
Changes.—Commencing thirty days after 
the date of any presidential proclamation 
of approval the increased or decreased 
rates of duty and changes in classifica- 
tion or in basis of value specified in the 
report of the commission shall take 
effect. 

(e) Ascertainment of Differences in 
Costs of Production—In ascertaining 
sunder this section the differences in costs 
of production, the commission shall take 
into consideration, in so far as it finds 
it practicable: 

(1) In the case of a domestic article.— 
(A) The cost of production as herein- 
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after in this section defined; (B) trans 
portation costs and other costs incident 
to delivery to the principal market or 
markets of the United States for the 
article; and (C) other relevant factors 
that constitute an advantage or disad- 
vantage in competition. 

(2) In the case of a foreign article— 
(A) The cost of production as_herein- 
after in this section defined, or, if the 
commission finds that such cost is not 
readily ascertainable, the commission 
may accept as evidence thereof, or as 
supplemental thereto, the weighted aver- 
age of the invoice prices or walues for 
a représentative period and/or the aver- 
age wholesale selling price for a repre- 
sentative period (which price shall be 
that at which the article is freely of- 
fered for sale to all purchasers in the 
principal market or markets of the prin- 
cipal competing country or countries in 
the ordinary course of trade and in the 
usual wholesale quantities in such mar- 
ket or markets); (B) transportation 
costs and other costs incident to delivery 
to the principal market or markets of 
the United States for the article; (C) 
other relevant factors that constitute an 
advantage or disadvantage im competi- 
tion, including advantages granted to 
the foreign producers by a government, 
person, partnership, corporation, or asso- 
ciation in a foreign country. 

(f) Modificatian of Changes in Duty.— 
Any increased or decreased rate of duty 
or change in classification or im basis of 
value which has taken effect as above 
provided may be modified or terminated 
in the same manner and subject to the 
same conditions and limitations (includ- 
ing time of taking effect) as is provided 
in this sectiom in the case of original in- 
creases, decreases, or changes. 

(g) Prohibition Against Transfers 
From the Free List to the Dutiable List 
or From the Dutiable List to the Free 
List—Nothing in this section shall be 
construed to authorize a transfer of an 
article trom the dutiable list to the free 
list or from the free list to the dutiable 
list, nor a change in form of duty. 
Whenever it is provided in any para- 
graph of Title I of this Act, or in any 
amendatory Act, that the duty or duties 
shall not exceed a specified ad valorem 
rate upon the articles provided for in 
such paragraph, no rate determined un- 
der the provisions of this section upon 
such articles shall exceed the maximum 
ad valorem rate so specified. 

(h) Definitions.—For the 
this section— 

(1) The term “domestic article” means 
any article wholly or in part the growth 
or product of the United States; and the 
term “foreign article’? means an article 
wholly or in part the growth or product 
of a foreign country. 

(2) The term “Uniled States”’ 
the several States and Territories and 
the District of Columbia. 

(3) The term “foreign country” means 
any empire, country, dominion, colony, 
or protectorate, or any subdivision or 
subdivisions thereof (other than the 
United States and its possessions). 

(4) The term “cost of production,” 
when applied with respect to either a 
domestic article or a foreign article, in- 
cludes, for a period which is represent- 
ative of conditions in production of the 
article: (a) The price or cost of mate- 
rials, labor costs, and other § direct 
charges incurred in the production of the 
article and in the processes or methods 
employed in its production; (B) the usual 
general expenses, including charges for 
depreciacion or depletion which are rep- 
resentative of the equipment and _ prop- 
erty employed in the production of the 
article and charges for rent or interest 
which are representative of the cost of 
obtaining capital or instruments of pro- 
duction; and (C) the cost of containers 
and coverings of whatever nature, and 
other costs, Charges, and expenses inci- 
dent to placing the article in’ condition 
packed ready for delivery. 

(i) Rules and Regulations 
dent.—The President is authorized to 
make all needful rules and regulations 
for carrying out his functions under the 
provisions of this section. 

(j) Rules and Regulations of Secre- 
tary of Treasury.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to make such 
rules and regulations as he may deem 
necessary for the entry and declaration 
of foreign articles of the class or kind 
of articles with respect to which a change 
in basis of value has been made under 
the provisions of subdivision (tb) of this 
section, and for the form of invoice re- 
quired at time of entry. 

(k) Investigations Prior to Enfact- 
ment of Act..—All uncompleted  investi- 
gations instituted prior to the approval 
of this act under the provisions of sec- 
tion 315 of the Tariff Act of 1922, includ- 
ing investigations in which the President 
has not proclaimed changes im = classili- 
cation or in basis of value or increases 
or decreases in rates of duty, shall be 
Hismissed without prejudice; but the in- 
formation and evidence secured by the 
commission im any such investigation 
may be given due consideration in any 
investigation instituted under the pro- 
visions of this section. 
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Sec. 337. Unfair Practices in Im- 
port Trade. 


(a) Unfair Methods of Competition 
Declared Unlawful.—Unfair methods of 
competition and unfair acts Im the im- 
portation of articles into the United 
States, or in their sale by the owner, 
importer, consignee, or agent of either, 
the effect or tendency of which is to 
destroy or substantially injure an indus- 
try, efliciently and economically operated, 


in the United States, or to prevent the 
establishment of such an industry, or 
to restrain or monopolize trade and com- 
merce in the United States, are hereby 
declared unlawful, and when found by 
the President to exist shall be dealt with, 
in addition to any other provisions of 
law, as hereinafter provided. 


(b) Investigations of Violations by 
Commission.—To assist the President~ in 
making any decisioms under this section 
the commission is hereby authorized to 
investigate any alleged violation hereof 
on complaint under oath or upon its 
initiative. 

(c) Hearings and ReviewThe com- 
mission shall make such investigation 
under and in accordance with such rules 
as it may promulgate and give such no- 
tice and afford such hearing, and when 
deemed proper by the commission such 
rehearing, with opportunity to effer evi- 
dence, oral or written, as it may deem 
sufficient for a full presentation of the 
facts involved in such investigation. The 
testimony in every’ such investigation 
shall be reduced to writing, and a tran- 
script thereof with the findings and rec- 
ommendation of the commission shall be 
the official record of the proceedings and 
findings in the case, and in any case 
where the findings im such investigation 
show a violation of this section, a copy 
of the findings shall be promptly mailed 
or delivered to the importer or consignee 
of such articles. Such findings, if sup- 
ported by evidence, shall be conclusive, 
except that a rehearing may be granted 
by the commission and except that, 
within such time after said findings are 
made and insuch manner as appeals may 
be taken from decisions of the United 
States Customs Court, an appeal may be 
taken from said findings upgn a question 
or questions of law only to the United 
States Court of Customs and Patent An- 
peals by the importer or consignee of 
such articles. If it shall be shown to 
the satisfaction of said court that fur- 
ther evidence should be taken, and that 
there were reasonable grounds for the 
failure to adduce such evidence in the 
proceedings before the commission, said 
court may order such additional evidence 
to be taken before the commission in 
such manner and upon such terms and 
conditions as to the court may seem 
proper. The commission may modity its 
findings as to the facts or make new find- 
ings by reason of additional evidence. 
which, if supported by evidence, shall 
be conclusive as to the facts except that 
within such time and in such manner an 
appeal may be taken as aforesaid upon 
a question or questions of law only. The 
judgment of said court shall be final. 

(d) Transmission of Findings to Presi- 
dent.—The final findings of the commis- 
sion shall be transmitted with the record 
to the President. 

(e) Exclusion of Articles from Entry.— 
Whenever the existence of any such un- 
fair method or act shall be established 
to the satisfaction of the President he 
shall direct that the articles concerned 
in such unfair methods or acts, imported 
by one person violating the provisions 
of this Act, shall be excluded from entry 
into the United States, and upon infor- 
mation of such action by the President. 
the Secretary of the Treasury shall, 
through the proper officers, refuse such 
entry. The decision of the President 
shall be conclusive. 

(f) Entry Under Bond.—Whenever the 
President has reason to believe that any 
article is offered or sought to be offered 
for entry into the United States in vio- 
lation of this section but has not infor- 
mation sufficient to satisfy him thereof, 
the Secretary of the- Treasury shall, upon 
his request in writing, forbid entry 
thereof until such investigation as the 
President may deem necessary shall be 
completed; except that such article shall 
be entitled to entry under bond prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

(2) Continuance of Exclusion—Any 
refusal of entry under this section shall 
continue in effect until the President 
shall find and instruct the Secretary of 
the Treasury that the conditions which 
led to such refusal of entry no longe: 
exist. 

(h) Definition—When used in this sec- 
tion and in sections 338 and 340, the term 
“United States” includes the several 
States and Territories, the District of 
Columbia, and all possessions of the 
United States except the Philippine 
Islands, the Virgin Islands, American 
Samoa, and the island of Guam. 


Sec. 338. Discrimination by Foreign 
Countries. 


(a) Additional Duties.—The President 
when he finds that the public interest 
will be served thereby shall by proclama- 
tion specify and declare new or addi- 
tional duties as hereinafter provided upon 
articles wholly or in part the growth or 
product of, or imported in a vessel of, 
any foreign country whenever he shall 
find as a fact that such country— 

(1) Imposes, directly or indirectly, 
upon the diposition in or transportation 
in transit through or reexportation from 
such country of.any article wholly or 
in part the growth or product of the 
United States any umreasonable charge, 
exaction, regulation, or limitation which 
is not equally enforced upon the like 
articles of every foreign country; or 

(2) Discriminates in fact against the 
commerce of the United States, directly 
or indirectly, by law or administrative 
regulation or practice, by or in respect 
to any customs, tonnage, or port duty, 
fee, charge, exaction, classification, regu- 
lation, condition, restriction, or prohi- 
bition, in such manner as to place the 
commerce of the United States at a dis- 


advantage compared with the commerce 
of any foreign country. 


(b) Exclusion from Importation.—If 
at any time the President shal! find it 
to be a fact that any foreign country 
has not only discriminated against the 
commerce of the United States, as afore- 
said, but has, after the issuance of a 
proclamation as authorized in subdivision 
(a) of this section, maintained or in- 
creased its said discriminations against 
the commerce of the Unitec States, the 
President is hereby authorized, if he 
deems it consistent with the interests 
of the United States, to issue a‘ further 
proclamation directing that such prod- 
ucts of said country or such articles im- 
ported in its vessels as he shall deem 
consistent with the public interests shall 
be excluded from importation into the 
United States. 


(c) Application of Proclamation.— 
Any proclamation issued by the Presi- 
dent under the authority of this section 
shall, if he deems it consistent with the 
interests of the United States, extend to 
the whole of any fereign country or 
may be confined to any subdivision or 
subdivisions thereof; and the President 
shall, whenever he deems the public in- 
terests require, suspend, revoke, supple- 
ment, or amend any such proclamation. 

(d) Duties to Offset Commercial Dis- 
advantages..——_Whenever the President 
shall find as a fact that any foreign 
country places any burden or disadvan- 
tage upon the commerce of the United 
States by any of the unequal impositions 
or discriminations aforesaid, he shall, 
when he finds that the public interest 
will be served therebf, by proclamation 
specify and declare such new or addi- 
tional rate or rates of duty as he shall 
determine will offset such burden or dis- 
advantage, not to exceed 50 per centum 
ad valorem or its equivalent, on any prod- 
ucts of, or on articles imported in a ves- 
sel of, such foreign country; and thirty 
days after the date of such proclamation 
there shall be levied, collected, and paid 
upon the articles enumerated in such 
proclamation when imported into the 
United States from such foreign country 
such new or additional rate or rates of 
duty; or, in case of articles declared sub- 
ject to exclusion from importation into 
the United States under the provisions 
of subdivision (b) of this section, such 
articles shall be excluded from importa- 
tion.

ot duty or any prohibition hereinbefore 
provided for do not effectively remove 
such imposition or discrimination and 
thai, any benefits from any such imposi- 
tioror discrimination accrue or are likely 
to accrue to any industry in any foreign 
country, he shall, when he finds that the 
public interest will be served thereby, by 
proclamation specify and declare such 
new or additional rate or rates of duty 
upon the articles wholly or in part the 
growth or product of any such industfy 
as he shall determine will offset such 
benefits, not to exceed 50 per centum ad 
valorem or its equivalent, upon importa- 
tion from any foreign country into the 
United States of such articles; and on 
and after thirty days after the date of 
any such proclamation such new or ad- 
ditional rate or rates of duty so specified 
and declared in such proclamation -shall 
be levied, collected, and paid upon such 
articles. 

(f) Forfeiture of Articles—AlIl ar- 
ticles imported contrary to the provisions 
of this section shall be forfeited to the 
United States and shall be liable to be 
seized, prosecuted, and condemned in like 
manner and under the same regulations, 
restrictions, and proviisons as may from 
time to time be established for the re- 
covery, collection, distribution, and remis- 
sion of forfeitures to the United States 
by the several revenue laws. Whenever 
the provisions of this Act shall be appli- 
cable to importations into the United 
States of articles wholly or in part the 
growth or product of any foreign coun- 
try, they shall be applicable thereto 
whether such articles are imported di- 
rectly or indirectly. 

(zg) Ascertainment by Commission of 
Discriminations.—It shall be the duty of 
the commission to ascertain and at all 
times to be informed whether any of the 
discriminations against the commerce of 
the United States enumerated in sub- 
divisions (a), (b), and (e) of this sec- 
tion are practiced by any country; and 
if and when such discriminatory acts 
ar? disclosed, it shall be the duty of the 
commission to bring the matter to the 
attention of the President, together with 
recommendations. 

(h) Rules and Regulations of Secre- 
tary of Treasury.—The Secretary of the 
Treasury with the approval of the Presi- 
dent shall make such rules and regula- 
tions as are necessary for the execution 
of such proclamations as the President 
may issue in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this section. 

(i) Definition.—When used _ in 
section the term “foreign country” 
means any empire, country, dominion, 
colony, or protectorate, or any subdivi- 
sion or subdivisions thereof (other than 
the United States and its possessions),

(a) Conversion of Rates by Commis- 
sion.—The commission shall ascertain, 
with respect to each of the ad valorem 
rates of duty, and each of the rates of 
duty regulated by the value of the ar- 
ticle, specified in this Act. an ad valorem 
rate (or a rate regulated by the value 
of the article, as the case may be) which 
if applied upon the basis of domestic 
value would have resulted as nearly as 
possible in the imposition, during the 
period from July 1, 1927, to June 30, 
1929, both dates inclusive, of amounts 
of duty neither greater nor less than 
would have veen collectible at the rate 
specified in this Act applied upon the 
basis of, value defined in section 402 of 
the Tariff Act of 1922.

(c) Data to Be Furnished by Secre- 
tary of Treasury and Secretary of Com- 
merce.—To assist the commission in 
carrying out the provisions of this sec- 
tion, the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Secretary of Commerce are author- 
ized anc directed to furnish to the com- 
mission, upon request, any data or in- 
formation in the possession or control 
of their resnective departments relating 
to the importation, entry, appraisement, 
and classification of merchandise and the 
collection of duties thereon. 

(d) Definitions —When used 
section— 

(1) The term “domestic value,” ap- 
plied with respect to imported merchan- 
dise, means 

(A) the price at which such or similar 
imported merchandise is freely offered 
fer sale, at the time of exportation of the 
imported merchandise, packed ready for 
delivery, in the principal market of the 
United States to all purchasers, in the 
usual wholesale quantities and in the

(B) if such or similar imported mer-

United States, then an estimated value,

Sec. 341. Interference With Func- 
tions of Commission 


(a) Interfering With or Influencing 
the Commission or Its Employes.—It 
shall be unlawful for any person (1) to 
prevent or attempt to prevent, by force, 
intimidation, threat, or -in any othe: 
manner, any member or employe of the 
commission from exercising the functions 
imposed upon the commission by this 
title, or (2) to induce, or attempt to in-

Sec. 402. Value 


(a) Basis.—For the purposes of this 
act the value of imported merchandise 
shall be— 

(1) The foreign value or the export 
value, whichever is higher; 

(2) If the appraiser determines that 
neither the foreign value ner the export 
value can be satisfactorily ascertained, 
then the United States value; 

(3) If the appraiser determines that 
neither the foreign value, the export 
value, nor the United States value can 
be satisfactorily ascertained, then the 
cost of production; 

(4) In the case of an article with re- 
spect to which there is in effect under 
section 336 a rate of duty based upon the 
American selling price of a domestic 
article, then the American selling price 
of such article. 

(b) Review of Appraiser’s Decision.— 
A decision of the appraiser that foreign 
value, export value, or United States 
value cannot be satisfactorily ascer- 
tained shall be subject to review in re- 
appraisement proceedings under section 
501; but in any such proceeding, an 
affidavit executed outside of the United 
States shall not be admitted in evidence 
if executed by any person who fails to 
permit a Treasury attache to inspect his 
books, papers, records, accounts, doc 
uments, or correspondence, pertaining to 
the value or classification of such mer- 
chandise.

It shall be unlawful to make entry of 
any vessel gr to unlade the cargo or any 
part thereof of any vessel elsewhere than 
at a port of entry: Provided, That upon 
good cause therefor being shown, the 
Secretary of Commerce may permit entry 
of any vessel to be made at a place other 
than a port of entry designated by him, 
under such conditions as he shall pre- 
scribe: And provided further, That any 
vessel laden with merchandise in bulk 
may proceed after entry of such vessel 
to any place designated by the Secretary 
of the Treasury for the purpose of un- 
lading such cargo, under the supervision 
of customs officers if the collector shall 
consider the same necessary, and in such 
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case the compensation and expenses of 
such officers shall be reimbursed to the 
Government by the party in interest. 


Sec. 448. Unlading 


(a) Permits and Preliminary Entries. 
—Except as provided in section 441 of 
this Act (relating to vessels not required 
to enter), no merchandise, passengers, 
or baggage shall be unladen from any 
vessel or vehicle arriving from a foreign 
port or place until entry of such vessel 
or report of the arrival of such vehicle 
has been made and a permit for the un- 
lading of the same issued by the collector: 
Provided, that the master may make a 
preliminary entry of a vessel by making 
oath or affirmation to the truth of the 
statements contained in the vessel’s mani- 
fest and delivering the manifest to the 
customs officer who boards such vessel, 
but the making of such preliminary entry 
shall not excuse the master from mak- 
ing formal entry of his vessel at the 
customhouse, as provided by this Act. 
After the entry, preliminary or otherwise, 
of any vessel or report of the arrival of 
any vehicle, the collector may issue a 
permit to the master of the vessel, or to 
the person in charge of the vehicle, to 
unlade merchandise or baggage, but ex- 
cept as provided in subdivision (b) of 
this section merchandise or baggage so 
unladen shall be retained at the place of 
unlading until entry therefor is made and 
a permit for its delivery granted, and the 
owners of the vessel or vehicle from 
which any imported merchandise is un- 
laden prior to entry-of such merchandise 
shall be liable for the payment of the 
duties accruing on any part thereof that 
may be removed from the place of un- 
lading without a permit therefor having 
been issued. Any merchandise or bag- 
gage so unladen from any vessel or 
vehicle for which entry -is not made 
within forty-sight hours exclusive of Sun- 
day and holidays from the time of the 
entry of the vessel or report of the 
vehicle, unless a longer time is granted 
by the collecior, as provided in section 
484, shall be sent to a bonded ware- 
house or the public stores and held as 
unclaimed at the risk and expense of the 
consignee in the case of merchandise and 
of the owner in the case of baggage, 
until entry thereof is made. 

(b) Special Delivery Permit.—The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury is authorized to 
provide by regulations for the issuing of 
special permits for delivery, prior to 
formal entry therefor, of perishable ar- 
ticles and other articles, the immediate 
delivery of which is necessary. 

Sec, 449. Unlading at Port of 

Entry 

Except as provided in sections 442 and 
447 of this Act (relating to residue 
cargo and to bulk cargo, respectively), 
merchandise and baggage imported in 
any vessel Ly sea shall be unladen at the 
port of entry to which such vessel is 
destined, unless (1) such vessel is com- 
pelled by any cause to put into another 
port of entry, and the collector of such 
port issues a permit for the colieding of 
such merchandise or baggage, or (2) the 
Secretary of the Treasury, because of an 
emergency existing at the port of desti- 
nation, authorizes such vessel to proceed 
to another port of entry. Merchandise 
and baggage so unladen may be entered 
in the same manner as other imported 
merchandise or baggage and may be 
treated as unclaimed merchandise or bag- 
gage and stored at the expense and risk 
of the owner thereof, or may be reladen 
without entry upon the vessel from which 
it was unladen for transportation to its 
destination. 


See. 450. Unlading on Sundays, 
Holidays, or at Night 

No merchandise, baggage, or passen- 
gers arriving in the United States from 
any foreign port or place, and no bonded 
merchandise or baggage being trans- 
ported from one port to another, shall 
be unladen from the carrying vessel or 
vehicle on Sunday, a holiday, or at night, 
except under special license granted by 
the collector under such regulations as 
the Secretary of the Treasury may pre- 
scribe. 


Sec. 451. Same—Extra Compensa- 
tion 

Before any such special license to un- 
lade shall be granted, the master, owner, 
or agent, of such vessel or vehicle shall 
be requirec to give a bond in a penal 
sum to be fixed by the collector condi- 
tioned to indemnify the United States for 
any loss or liability which might occur 
or be occasioned by Feason of the grant- 
ing of such special license and to pay 
the compensation and expenses of the 
customs officers and employes assigned 
to duty in connection with such unlading 
at night or on Sunday or a holiday, in 
accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 5 of the Act entitled “An Act to 
provide for the lading or unlading of 
vessels at night, the preliminary entry 
of vessels, and for other purposes,” ap- 
proved February 13, 1911, as amended. 
In lieu of such bond the owner, or agent, 
of any vessel or vehicle or line of ves- 
sels or vehicles may execute @ bond in 
a penal sum to be fixed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury to cover and include the 
issuance of special licenses for the un- 
lading of vessels or vehicles belonging 
to such line for a period of one year 
from the date thereof. At the request 
of the master, owner, or agent of any 
vessel, the collector shall assign customs 
officers and employes to duty at night or 
on Sunday ov a holiday in connection with 


‘ 


the entering or clearing of such vessel, 
or the issuing and recording of its marine 
documents, bills of sale, mortgages, or 
other instruments of title, but only if 


the master, owner, or agent gives a bond 
in a penal sum to be fixed by the col- 
lector, conditioned to pay the compensa- 
tion and expenses of such customs officers 
and employes, who shall be entitled to 
rates of compensation fixed on the same 
basis and payable in the same manner 
and upon the same terms and conditions 
as in the case of customs officers and 
employes assigned to duty in connection 
with lading or unlading at night ar on 
Sunday or a holidav. 


Sec. 452. Lading on Sundays, Holi- 
days, or at Night 


No merchandise or baggage entered for 
transportation under bond or for exporta- 
tion with the benefit of drawback, or 
other merchandise or baggage required 
to be laden under customs supervision, 
shall be laden on any vessel or vehicle 
at night or on Sunday or a holiday, ex- 
cept under special license therefor to be 
issued by the collector under the same 
conditions and limitations as pertain to 
the unlading of imported merchandise or 
merchandise being transported in bond. 


Sec. 453. Lading and Unlading of 
Merchandise or Baggage— 
Penalties 


° 

If any merchandise or baggage is laden 
on, or unladen from, any vessel or vehi- 
cle without a special license or permit 
therefor issued by the collector, the mas- 
ter of such vessel or the person in charge 
of such vehicle and every other person 
who knowingly is concerned, or who aids 
therein, or in removing or otherwise se- 
curing such merchandise or baggage, 
shall each be liable to a penalty equal to 
the value of the merchandise or baggage 
so laden-or unladen, and such merchan- 
dise or baggage shall be subject to for- 
feiture, and if the value thereof is $500 
or more, the vessel or vehicle on or from 
which the same shall be laden or unladen 
shall be subject to forfeiture. 


Sec. 454. Unlading of Passengers— 
Penalty 


If any passenger is unladen from any 
vessel or vehicle without a special license 
or permit therefor issued by the collector, 
the master of such vessel or the person 
in charge of such vehicle and every other 
person who knowingly is concerned, or 
who aids therein, shall each be liable to 
a penalty of $500 for each such passen- 
ger so unladen. 


Sec. 455. Boarding and Discharging 
Inspectors 


The collector for the district in which 
any vessel or vehicle arrives from a for- 
eign port or place may put on board of 
such vessel or vehicle while within such 
district, and if necessary while going 
from one district to another, one or more 
inspectors or other customs officers to 
examine the cargo and contents of such 
vessel or vehicle and superintend the un- 
lading thereof, and to perform such other 
duties as may be required by law or the 
customs regulations for the protection of 
the revenue. Such inspector or other cus- 
toms officer may, if he shall deem the 
same necessary for the protection of the 
revenue, secure the hatches or other com- 
munications or outlets of such vessel or 
vehicle with customs seals or other proper 
fastenings while such vessel is not in the 
act of unlading and such fastenings shall 
not be removed without permission of the 
inspector or other customs officer. Such 
inspector or other customs officer may re- 
quire any vessel or vehicle to discontinue 
or suspend unlading during the continu- 
ance of unfavorable weather or any con- 
ditions rendering the discharge of cargo 
dangerous or detrimental to the revenue. 
Any officer, owner, agent of the owner, 
or member of the crew of any such vessel 
who obstructs or hinders any such in- 
spector or other customs officer in the 
performance of his duties, shall be liable 
to a penalty of not more than $500. 


Sec. 456. Compensation and Ex- 
penses of Inspectors Between 
Ports 


The compensation of any inspector or 
other customs officer, stationed on any 
vessel or vehicle while proceeding from 
one port to another and returning there- 
from, shall be reimbursed to the Govern- 
ment by the master or owner of such ves- 
sel, together with the actual expense of 
such inspector or customs officer for sub- 
sistence, or in lieu of such expenses such 
vessel or vehicle may furnish such in- 
spector or customs officer the accommoda- 
tions usually supplied to passengers. 


Sec. 457. Time for Unlading 


Whenever any merchandise remains on 
board any vessel or vehicle from a for- 
eign port more than twenty-five days 
after the date on which report of said 
vessel or vehicle was made, the collector 
may take possession of such merchandise 
and cause the same to be unladen at the 
expense and risk of the oyners thereof, 
or may place one or more inspectors or 
other customs officers on board of said 
vessel or vehicle to protect the revenue. 
The compensation and expenses of any 
such inspector or customs officer for sub- 
sistence while on board of such vessel or 
vehi@le shall be reimbursed to the Gov- 
ernment by the owner or master of such 
vessel or vehicle. 


Sec. 458. Bulk Cargo, Time for 
Unlading 


The limitation of time for unlading 
shall not extend to vessels laden exclu- 


sively with merchandise in bulk con- 
signed to one consignee and arriving at 
a port for orders, but if the master of 
such vessel requests a longer time to dis- 
charge its cargo, the compensation of 
the inspectors or other customs officers 
whose services are required in connection 
with the unlading shall, for every day 
consumed in unlading in excess of twen- 
ty-five days from the date of the vessel’s 
entry, be reimbursed by the master or 
owner of such vessel. 


See. 459. Contiguous Countries— 
Report and Manifest 


The master of any vassel of less than 
five net tons carrying merchandise and 
the person in charge of any vehicle ar- 
riving in the United States from contigu- 
ous country, shall immediately report his 
arrival to the customs officer at the port 
of entry or customhouse which shall be 
nearest to the place at which such vesesl 
or vehicle shall cross the boundary line 
or shall enter the territorial waters of 
the United States, and if such vessel or 
vehicle have on board any merchandise, 
shall produce to such customs officer a 
manifest as required by law, and no such 
vessel or vehicle shall proceed farther in- 
land nor shall discharge or land any mer- 
chandise, passengers. or baggage with- 
out receiving a permit therefor from such 
customs officer. The master of any such 
vessel, or the person in charge of any 
such vehicle who fails to report arrival 
in the United States as required by the 
provisions of this section shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of $100 for each offense. 
If any merchandise or baggage is un- 
laden or discharged from any such vessel 
or vehicle without a permit therefor, the 
same, together with the vessel or vehicle 
in which imported, shall be subject to 
forfeiture; and if any passenger is un- 
laden or discharged from any such vessel 
or vehicle without a permit therefor the 
master of such vessel or the person in 
charge of such vehicle shall be liable to 


a penalty of $500 for each such passen- 


ger so unladen or discharged. 


Sec. 460. Same—Penalties for Fail- 

ure to Report or File Manifest 

If any merchandise is imported or 
brought into the United States in any 
vessel or vehicle from a contiguous coun- 
try without being so reported to the col- 
fector, or in case of the neglect or failure 
of the master of the vessel or the person 
in charge of the vehicle to file a manifst 
therefor, such merchandise and the ves- 
sel or vehicle shall be subject to forfei- 
ture and the master of such vessel or the 
nerson in charge of such vehicle shall be 
liable to a penalty equal to the value of 
the merchandise imported in such vessel 
or vehicle which was not reported to the 
collector or included in the manifest. 


Sec. 461. Same—Inspection 


All merchandise and baggage imported 
or brought in from any contiguous coun- 
try. except as otherwise provided by law 
or by regulations of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, shall be unladen in the pres- 
ence of and be inspected by a customs 
officer at the first port of entry at which 
the same shall armive; and such officer 
may require the owner, or his agent. or 
other person havine charge or possession 
of any trunk. traveling bag, sack. valise, 
or other container, or of any closed vehi- 
cle. to onen the same for inspection, or 
to furnish a key or other means for open- 
ing the same. 


Sec. 462. Same—Forfeiture 

If such owner, agent, or other person 
shall fail to comply with his demand, 
the officer shall retain such trunk, trav- 
eling bag, sack. valise, or other container 
or closed vehicle, and open the same, and, 
as soon thereafter as may be practicable, 
examine the contents, and if any article 
subject to dutv or any article the impor- 
tation of which is prohibited is found 
therein, the whole contents and the con- 
tainer or vehicle shall be subject to for- 
feiture. 


Sec. 463. Same—Sealed Vessels 


and Vehicles 


To avoid wnnecessary inspection of 
merchandise imported from a contigu- 
ous country at the first port of arrival, 
the master of the vessel or the person in 
charge of the vehicle in which such mer- 
chandise is imported may apply to the 
customs officer of the United States sta- 
tioned in the place from which such mer- 
chandise is shipped, and such officer may 
seal such vessel or vehicle. Any vessel 
or vehicle so sealed may proceed with 
such merchandise to the port of desti- 
nation under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe. 


Sec. 464. Same—Penalties in Con- 
nection With Sealed Vessels 
and Vehicles 


If the master of such vessel or the 
person in charge of any such vehicle 
fails to proceed with reasonable prompt- 
ness to the port of destination and to 
deliver such vessel or vehicle to the 
proper officers of the customs, or fails to 
proceed in accordance with such regula- 
tions of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
or unlades such merchandise or any part 
thereof at other than such port of desti- 
nation, or disposes of any such merchan- 
dise by sale or otherwise, he shall be 
guilty of a felony and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not more than 
$1,000 or imprisoned for not more than 
five years, or both; and any such vessel 
or vehicle, with its contents, shall be sub- 
ject to forfeiture. 


Sec. 465. Same—Supplies 


The, master of any vessel of the United 
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States documented to engage in the for-_ 


eign and coasting.trade on the northern, 
northeastern, and northwestern frontiers 
shall, upon arrival from a foreign con- 
tiguous territory, file with the manifest 
of such vessel a detailed list of all sup- 
plies or other merchandise purchased in 
such foreign country for use or sale on 
such vessel, and also a statement of the 
eost of all repairs to and all equipment 
taken on board such vessel. The con- 
ductor or person in charge of any rail- 
way car arriving from a_ contiguous 
country shall file with the manifest of 
such ear a detailed list of all supplies 
or other merchandise purchased in such 
foreign country for use in ghe United 
States. If any such supplies, merchan- 
dise, repairs, or equipment shall not be 
reported, the master, conductor, or other 
person having charge of such vessel or 
vehicle shall be liable to a fine of not less 
than $100 and not more than $500, or to 
imprisonment for not more than two 
years, or both. 


Sec. 466. Equipment and Repairs 
of Vessels 


Sections 3114 and 3115 of the Revised 
Statutes, as amended by the Tariff Act 
of 1922, are amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 3114. The equipments, or any 
part thereof, including boats, pur- 
chased for, or the repair parts of mate- 
rials to be used, or the expenses of re- 
pairs made in a foreign country upon a 
vessel documented under the laws of the 
United States to engage in the foreign 
or coasting trade, or a vessel intended 
to be employed in such trade, shall, on 
the first arrival of such vessel in any 
port of the United States, be liable to 
entry and the payment of an ad valorem 
duty of 50 per centum on the cost thereof 
in such foreign country; and if the 
owner or master of such vessel shall 
willfully and knowingly neglect or fail 
to report, make entry, and pay duties as 
herein required, such vessel, with her 
tackle, apparel, and furniture, shall be 
seized and forfeited. For the purposes 
of this section, compensation paid to 
members of the regular crew of such 
vessel in connection with the installa- 
tion of any such equipments or any part 
thereof, or the making of repairs, in a 
foreign country, shall not be included in 
the cost of such equipment or part 
thereof, or of such repairs. 

“Section 3115. If the owner or master 
of such vessel furnishes good and suffi- 
cient evidence— 

“(1) That such vessel, while in the 
regular course of her voyage, was com- 
pelled, by stress of weather or other 
casualty, to put into such foreign port 
and purchase such equipments, or make 
such repairs, to secure the safety and 
seaworthiness of the vessel to enable her 
to reach her port of destination; or 

“(2) That such equipments or parts 
thereof or repair parts or materials, 
were manufactured or produced in the 
United States, and the labor necessary to 
install such equipments or to make such 
repairs was performed by residents of 
the United States, or by members of the 
regular crew of such vessel, then _the 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorized 
to remit or refund such duties, and. such 
vessel shall not be liable to forfeiture, 
and no license or enrollment and license, 
or renewal of either, shall hereafter be 
issued to any such vessel until the col- 
lector to whom application is made for 
the same shall be satisfied, from the oath 
of the owner or master, that all such 
equipments and repairs made within the 
year immediately preceding such appli- 
cation have been duly accounted for un- 
der the provisions of this and the pre- 
ceeding sections, and the duties accruing 
thereon duly paid; and if such owner 
or master shall refuse to take such oath, 
or take it falsely, the vessel shall be 
seized and forfeited.” 


PART III — ASCERTAINMENT, 


COLLECTION, AND RECOV- 
ERY OF DUTIES 


Sec. 481. Invoice—Contents 


(a) In General.—All invoices of mer- 
chandise to be imported into the United 
States shall set forth— 

(1) The port of entry to 
merchandise is destined; 

(2) The time when, the place where, 
and the person by whom and the person 
to whom the merchandise is sold or 
agreed to be sold, or if to be imported 
otherwise than in pursuance of a pur- 
chase, the place from which shipped, the 
time when and the person to whom and 
the person by whom it is shipped; 

(3) A detailed description of the mer- 
chandise, including the name by which 
each item is known, the grade or quality, 
and the marks, numbers, or symbols un- 
der which sold by the seller or manufac- 
turer to the trade in the country of ex- 
portation, together with the marks and 
numbers of the packages in which the 
merchandise is packed; 

(4) The quantities in the weights and 
measures of the country or place from 
which the merchandise is shipped, or in 
the weights and measures of the United 
States; 

(5) The purchase price of each item 
in the currency of the purchase, if the 
merchandise is shipped in” pursuance of 
a purchase or an agreement to pur- 
chase; 

(6) If the merchandise is shipped 
otherwise than in pursuance of a pur- 
chase or an agreement to purchase, the 
value for each item, in the currency in 
which the transactions are usually made, 
or, in the absence of such value, the price 
in such currency that the manufacturer, 
seller, shipper, or owner would have re- 


which the 


ceived, or. was willing to receive, for 
such merchandise if sold in the ordinary 
course of trade and in the usual whole- 
sale quantities in the country of expor- 
tation; 

(7) The kind of currency, 
gold, silver, or paper; 

(8) All charges upon the merchan- 
dise, itemized by name and amount when 
known to the seller or shipper; or all 
charges by name (including commis- 
sions, insurance, freight, cases, contain- 
ers, coverings, and cost of packing) in- 
cluded in the invoice prices when the 
amounts for such charges are unknown 
to the seller or shipper; 


(9) All rebates, drawbacks, and boun- 
ties, separately itemized, allowed upon 
the exportation of the merchandise; and 

(10) Any other facts deemed neces- 
sary to a proper appraisement, examina- 
tion, and classification of the merchan- 
dise that the Secretary of the Treasury 
may require. 

(b) Shipments Not Purchased and Not 
Shipped by Manufacturer.—If the mer- 
chandise is shipped to a person in the 
United States by a person other than 
the manufacturer, otherwise than by 
purchase, such person shall state on the 
invoice the time when, the place where, 
the person from whom such merchandise 
was purchased, and the price paid there- 
for in the currency of the purchase, stat- 
ing whether gold, silver, or paper. 

(c) Purchases in Different Consular 
Districts—When the merchandise has 
been purchased in different consular dis- 
tricts for shipment to the United States 
and is assembled for shipment and em- 
braced in a single invoice which is pro- 
duced for certification under the pro- 
visions of paragraph (2) of subdivision 
(a) of section 482 of this act, the invoice 
shall have attached thereto the original 
bills or invoices received by the shipper, 
or extracts therefrom, showing the ac- 
tual prices paid or to be paid for such 
merchandise. The consular officer to 
whom the invoice is so produced for cer- 
tification may require that any such orig- 
inal bill or invoice be certified by the 
consular officer for the district in which 
the merchandise was purchased. 

(d) Exceptions by Regulations.—The 
Secretary of the Treasury may by 
regulations provide for such exceptions 
from the requirements of this section 
as he deems advisable. 


Sec. 482. Certified Invoice 


(a) Certification in General.—Every 
invoice covering merchandise exceeding 
$100 in value shall, at or before the time 
of the shipment of the merchandise, or 
as soon thereafter as the conditions will 
permit, be produced for certification to 
the consular officer of the United 
States— 

(1) For the consular district in which 
the merchandise was manufactured, or 
purchased, or from which it was to be 
delivered pursuant to contract; 

(2) For the consular district in which 
the merchandise is assembled and re- 
packed for shipment to the United States, 
if it has been purchased in different con- 
sular districts. 

(b) Declaration.—Such invoices shall 
have indorsed thereon, when so produced, 
a verified declaration, in a form pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, stating whether the merchandise 
is sold or agreed to be sold, or whether 
it is shipped otherwise than in pursuance 
of a purchase or an agreement to pur- 
chase, that there is no other invoice dif- 
fering from the invoice so produced, and 
that all the statements contained in such 
invoice and in such declaration are true 
and correct. 

(c) Making and Signing.—Every cer- 
tified invoice shall be made out in tripli- 
cate, or, for merchandise intended for im- 
mediate transportation under the provi- 
sions of section 552 of this Act, in quad- 
ruplicate, if desired by the shipper, and 
shall be signed by the seller or shipper, 
or the agent of either; but a person who 
has no interest in the merchandise except 
as broker or forwarder shall not be com- 
petent to sign any such invoice. Where 
any such invoice is signed by an agent, 
he shall state thereon the name of his 
principal. 

(d) Certified Under Existing Law.— 
Such invoices shall be certified in ac 
cordance with the provisions of existing 
law. 

(e) Disposition.—The original of the 
invoice and, if made, the quadruplicate 
shall be delivered to the exporter, to be 
forwarded to the consignee for use in 
making entry of the merchandise, and 
the triplicate shall be promptly trans- 
mitted by the consular officer to the col- 
lector of customs at the port of entry 
named in the invoice. The duplicate shall 
be filed in the office of the consular officer 
by whom the invoice was certified, to be 
there kept until the Secretary of State 
authorizes its destruction. 

(f) Certification by Others Than 
American Consul.—When merchandise is 
to be shipped from a place so remote 
from an American consulate as to render 
impracticable certification of the invoice 
by an American consular officer, such in- 
voice may be certified by a consular offi- 
cer of a nation at the time in amity with 
the United Statés, or if there be no such 
consular officer available such invoice 
shall be executed before a notary public 
or other officer having authority to ad- 
minister oaths and having an official 
seal: Provided, That invoices for mer- 
chandise shipped to the United States 
from the Philippine Islands, the Virgin 
Islands, American Samoa, the Island of 
Guam, or the Canal Zone may be cer- 
tified by the collector of customs or the 
person acting as such, or by his deputy. 

(g) Effective Date.—This section shall 


whether 


take effect 60 days after the date of 
enactment of this Act. 


Sec. 483. Consignee as Owner of 
Merchandise 


For the purposes of this title— 

(1) All merchandise imported into the 
United States shall be held to be the 
property of the person to whom the same 
is consigned; and the holder of a bill of 
lading duly indorsed by the consignee 
therein named, or, if consigned to order, 
by the consignor, shall be deemed the 
consignee thereof. The underwriters of 
abandoned merchandise and the salvors 
of merchandise saved from a wreck at 
sea or on or along a coast of the United 
States may be regarded as the con- 
signees. 

(2) A person making entry of mer- 
chandise under the provisions of subdi- 
vision (h) or (i) of section 484 (relat- 
Ing to entry on carrier’s certificate and 
on duplicate bill of lading, respectively) 
shall be deemed the sole consignee 
thereof, 


Sec. 484. Entry of Merchandise 


(a) Requirement and Time.—Except 
as provided in sections 490, 498, 552, and 
558 and in subdivision (i) ef section 336 
of this Act, and in subdivisions (h) and 
(i) of this section, the consignee of im- 
ported merchandise shall make entry 
therefor either in person or by an agent 
authorized by him in writing under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe. Such entry 
shall be made at the customhovuse within 
forty-eieht hours, exclusive of Sundays 
and holidays, after the entry of the im- 

‘ting vessel or report of the vehicle, 
rafter the arrival at the port of destina- 
tion in the case of merchandise trans- 
ported in bond, unless the collector au- 
thorizes in writing a longer time. 

_ (>) Production of Certified Invoice.— 
No merchandise shall be admitted to 
entry under the provisions of this see- 
tion without the production of a certified 
Invoice therefor, except that entry may 
he permitted if— : . 

(1) The collector is satisfied that the 
failure to produce such invoice is due 
to causes beyond the contro] of the per- 
son making entry; 

(2) Such person makes a verified dec- 
laration in writing that he is unable to 
produce such invoice and (A) files there- 
with a seller’s or shipper'’s invoice, or 
(B) if he is not in possession of a seller’s 
or shipper’s invoice therewith a state- 
ment of the value, or the price paid, in 
the form of an invoice; and 


(5) Such person gives a bond for the 
production of such certified invoice 
within six months. 

The Secretary of the Treasury may 
bv regulations provide for such exeep- 
tions from the requirements of this sub- 
division as he deems advisable. 

(c) Production of Bill of Lading.— 
The consignee shall produce the bill of 
lading at the time of making entry, ex- 
cept that— 

(1) If the collector is satisfied that 
no bill of lading has been issued, the 
shipping receipt or other evidence satis- 
factory to the collector may be accepted 
in lieu thereof; 

(2) The collector is authorized to per- 
mit entry and to release merchandise 
from customs custody without the pro- 
duction of the bill of lading if the per- 
son making such entry gives a bond 
satisfactory to the collector in a sum 
equal to not less than one and one-half 
times the invoice value of the merchan- 
dise to nroduce such bill of lading, to 
relicve the collector of all liability, to 
indemnify the collector against loss, to 
defend every action brought upon a claim 
for loss or damage, by reason of such 
release from customs custody or a fail- 
ure to produce such bill of lading and 
to entitle any person injured by reason 
of such release from customs custody 
to sue on such bond in his own name, 
without making the collector a party 
thereto. Any person so injured by such 
release may sue on such bond to recover 
any damages so sustained by him; and 

(5) The provisions of this subdivision 
shall not apply in the case of an entry 
under subdivision (h) or (i) of this see- 
tien (relating to entry on. earrier’s 
certificate and on duplicate bill of lading, 
respect in ely). 

(d) Signing and Contents.—Such en- 
try shall be signed by the consignee, or 
his agent, and shall set forth such facts 
in regard to the importation as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury may require for 
the purpose of assessing duties and to 
secure a proper examination, inspection, 
appraisement, and liquidation, and shall 
be accompanied by such invoices, bills 
of lading, certificates, and documents as 
are required by law and regulations 
promulgated thereunder. 

(e) Statistical Enumeration, - 
Secretary of the Treasury, the 
tary of Commerce, and the Chairman of 
the United States Tariff Commission are 
authorized and directed to establish from 
tmne to time for statistical purposes an 
enumeration of articles in such detail as 
in their judgment may be _ necessary, 
comprehending all merchandise imported 
into the United States, and as a part 
of the entry there shall be attached 
thereto or included therein an accurate 
statement specifying, in terms of such 
detailed enumeration, the kinds and 
quantities of all merchandise imported 
and the value of the total quantity of 
each kind of article. 

(f) Packages Included.—If any of the

(f) Deceased or Insolvent Persons— 
Partnerships and Corporations.—When- 
ever such merchandise is consigned to a 
deceased person, or to an insolvent per- 
son who has assigned the same for the 
benefit of his creditors, the executor or 
administrator, or the assignee of such 
person or receiver or trustee in bank- 
ruptcy, shall be considered as the con- 
signee; when consigned to a partnership 
the declaration of one of the partners 
only shall be required, and when con- 
signed to a corporation such declaration 
may be made by any officer of such cor- 
poration, or by any other person specific- 
ally authorized by any officer of such 
corporation to make the same. 


Sec. 486. Administration of Oaths 


(a) Customs Officers.—The following 
officers and employees may administer 
any oaths required or authorized by law 
or regulations promulgated thereunder 
in respect of any matter coming before 
such officers or employees in the per- 
formance of their official duties: (1) Any 
customs officer appointed by the Presi- 
dent; (2) the chief assistant of any such 
officer, or any officer or employee of the 
customs field service designated for the 
purpose by such officer or by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury; and (3) any of- 
ficer or employee of the Bureau of Cus- 
toms designated for the purpose by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

(b) Postmasters.—The postmaster or 
assistant postmaster of the United 
States at any post office where customs 
officers are not stationed, is hereby 
authorized to administer any oaths re- 
quired to be made to statements in cus- 
toms documents by importers of mer- 
chandise, not exceeding $100 in value, 
through the mails. 

(c) No Compensation.—No compensa- 
tion or fee shall be demanded or accepted 
for administering any oath under the 
provisions of this section. 


Sec. 487. Value in Entry—Amend- 
ment 


The consignee or his agent may, under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe, at the time 
entry is made, or at any time before the 
invoice or the merchandise has come 
under the observation of the appraiser 
for the purpose of appraisement, make 
in the entry such additions to or deduc- 
tions from the cost or value given in the 
invoice as, in his opinion, may raise or 
lower the same to the value of such 
merchandise.

Sec. 489. Additional Duties 


If the final appraised value of any 
article of imported merchandise which is 
subject to an ad valorem rate of duty 
or to a duty based upon or regulated in 
any manner by the value thereof shall 
exceed the entered value, there shall be 
levied, collected, and paid, in addition to 
the duties imposed by law on such mer- 
chandise, an additional duty of 1 per 
centum of the total final appraised value 
thereof for each 1 per centum that such 
final appraised value exceeds the value 
declared in the entry. Such additional 
duty shall apply only to the particular 
article or articles in each invoice that 
are so advanced in value upon final ap- 
praisement and shall not be imposed 
upon any article upon which the amount 
of duty imposed by law on account of 
the final appraised value does not ex- 
ceed the amount of duty that would be 
imposed if the final appraised value did 
not exceed the entered value, and shall 
be limited to 75 per centum of the final 
appraised value of such article or 
articles. Such additional duties shall not 
be construed to be penal and shall not 
be remitted nor payment thereof in any 
way avoided, except in the case of a 
clerical error, upon the order of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, or in any case 
upon the finding of the United States 
Customs Court, upon a petition filed at 
any time after final appraisement and 
before the expiration of sixty days after 
liquidation and supported by satisfac- 
tory evidence under such rules as the 
court may prescribe, that the entry of 
the merchandise at a less value than 
that returned upon final appraisement 
was without any intention to defraud 
the revenue of the United States or to 
conceal or misrepresent the facts of the 
case or to deceive the appraiser as to 
the value of the merchandise. If the 
appraised value of any merchandise ex- 
ceeds the value declared in the entry 
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by more than 100 per centum, such en- 
try shall be presumptively fraudulent, 
and the collector shall seize the whole 
case or package containing such mer- 
chandise and proceed as in case of for- 
feiture for violation of the customs laws; 
and in any legal proceeding other than 
a criminal prosecution that may result 
from such seizure, the undervaluation 
as showr py the appraisal shall be pre- 
sumptive evidence of. draud, and the 
burden of proof shall be on the claimant 
to rebut the same, and forfeiture shall 
be adjudged unless he rebuts such pre- 
sumption of fraud by sufficient evidence. 

Upon the making of such order or 
finding, the additional duties shall be 
remitted or refunded, wholly or in part, 
and the entry shall be liquidated or re- 
liquidated accordingly. Such additional 
duties shall not be refunded in case of 
exportation of the merchandise, nor shall 
they be subject to the benefit of draw- 
back. All additional duties, penalties, or 
forfeitures applicable to merchandise en- 
tered in connection with a certified in- 
voice shall be alike applicable to mer- 
chandise entered in connection with a 
seller’s or shipper’s invoice or statement 
in the form of an invoice. Furniture 
described in paragraph 1811 shal] enter 
the United States at ports which shall 
be designated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury for this purpose. If any article 
described in paragraph 1811 and im- 
ported for sale is rejected as unauthen- 
tic in reapect to the antiquity claimed 
as a basis for free entry, there shall be 
imposed, collected, and paid on = such 
article, unless exported under customs 
supervision, a duty of 25 per centum of 
the value of such article in addition to 
any other duty imposed by law upon 
such article. 


Sec. 490. General Order 


(a) Incomplete Entry.—Whenever en- 
try of any imported merchandise is not 
made within the time provided by law 
or the regulations prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, or whenever en- 
try of such merchandise is incomplete 
because of failure to pay the estimated 
duties, or whenever, in the opinion of the 
collector, entry of such merchandise can 
not be made for want of proper docu- 
ments or other cause, or whenever the 
collector believes that any merchandise 
is not correctly and legally invoiced, | 
shall take the merchandise into his 
tody and send it to a bonded 
or public store, to be held at ; 
and expense of the consignee until entry 
is made or completed and the preper 
documents are produced, or a bond given 
for their production. 

(b) At Request of Consignee.—At the 
request of the consignee of any mer- 
chandise, or of the owner or m of 
the vessel or the person in charge of 
the vehicle in which the same is it 
ported, any merchandise may be taken 
possession of by the collector after the 
expiration of one day after the entry of 
the vessel or report of the vehicle and 
may be unladen and held at the risk and 
expense of the consignee until entry 
thereof is made. 
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Sec. 491. Unclaimed Merchandise 


Any merchandise of which possession 
has been taken by the collector which 
shall remain in bonded warehouse or 
public store for one year from the date 
of importation without entry thereof 
having been made and the duties and 
charges thereon paid, and any merchan- 
dise, destined to a foreign country, en- 
tered for transportation in bond through 
the United States, which shal] remain 
in the United States during a period of 
one year from the date of its arrival at 
the port of exit (but in no case less than 
one year after the effective date of this 
Act) without having been entered for 
consumption or warehouse, shall be con- 
sidered unclaimed and abandoned to the 
Government and shall be appraised by 
the appraiser of merchandise and sold 
by the collector at public auction under 
such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall prescribe. All gunpowder 
and other explosive substances and mer- 
chandise liable to depreciation in value 
by damage, leakage, or other cause to 
such extent that the proceeds of sale 
thereof may be insufficient te pay the 
duties, storage, and other charges, if 
permitted to remain in public store or 
bonded warehouse for a period of one 
year, may be sold forthwith, under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may prescribe, 


Sec. 492. Déstruction of Abandoned 
or Forfeited Merchandise 


Except as provided in section 3569 of 
the Revised Statutes, as amended (relat- 
ing to tobacco and snuff), and in section 
901 of the Revenue Act of 1926 (relating 
to distilled spirits), any merchandise 
abandoned or forfeited to the Govern- 
ment under the preceding or any other 
provision of the custom laws, which is 
subject to internal revenue tax and 
which the collector shall be satisfied will 
not sell for a sufficient amount to pay 
such taxes, shall be forthwith destroyed 
under regulations to be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, instead 
of being sold at auction, 


Sec. 493. Proceeds of Sale 


The surplus of the proceeds of sales 
under section 491 of this Act, after the 
payment of storage charges, expenses, 
duties, and the satisfaction of any lien 


for freight, charges, or contribution in 
general average, shall be deposited by 
the collector in the Treasury of the 
United States, if claim therefor shall not 
be filed with the collector within ten days 
from the date of sale, and the sale of 
such merchandise shall exonerate the 
master ef any vessel in which the mer- 
chandise was imported from aN claims 
of the ewner thereof, who shall, never- 
theless, on due proof of his interest, be 
entitled to receive from the Treasury 
the amount of any surplus of the pro- 
ceeds of sale. 


Sec. 494. Expense of Weighing and 
Measuring 


In all cases in which the invoice or 
entry does not state the weight, quantity, 
or measure of the merchandise, the ex- 
pense of ascertaining the same shall be 
collected from the consignee before its 
release from customs custody. 


Sec. 495. Partnership Bond 


When any bond is required by law or 
regulations to be executed by any part- 
nership for any purpose connected with 
the transaction of business at any cus- 
tomhouse, the execution of such bond by 
any member of such partnership shall 
bind the other partners in like manner 
and to the same extent as if such other 
partners had personally joined in the 
execution, and an action or suit may be 
instituted on such bond against all part- 
ners as if all had executed the same. 


Sec. 496. Examination of Baggage 


The collector may cause an examina- 
tion to be made of the baggage of any 
person arriving in the United States in 
order to ascertain what articles are con- 
tained therein and whether subject to 
duty, free of duty, or prohibited notwith- 
standing a declaration and entry therefor 
has been made. 


Sec. 497. Same—Penalties 


Any article not included in the decla- 
ration and entry as made, and, before 
examination of the baggage was begun, 
not mentioned in writing by such per- 
son, if written declaration and entry 
was required, or orally if written decla- 
ration and entry was not required, shall 
be subject to forfeiture and such person 
shall be liable to a penalty equal to the 
value of such article. 


Sec. 498. Entry Under Regulations 


(a) Authorized for Certain Merchan- 
dise.—The Secretary of the Treasury iz 
authorized to prescribe rules and regu- 
lations for the declaration and entry of — 

(1) Merchandise not exceeding $100 
in value, including such merchandise im- 
ported through the mails; 

(2) Merchandise damaged on the voy- 
age of importation, by fire or through 
marine casualty or any other cause, with- 
out fault on the part of the shipper; 

(3) Merchandise recovered from a 
wrecked or stranded vessel; 

(4) Household effects used abroad and 
personal effects, not imported in pur- 
suance of a purchase or agreement for 
purchase and not intended for sale; 

(5) Articles sent by persons in foreign 
countries as gifts to persons in the 
United States; 

(6) Articles carried on the person or 
contained in the baggage of a person ar- 
riving in the United States; 

(7) Tools of trade of a person arriving 
in the United States; 

(8) Personal effects of citizens of the 
United States who have died in a for- 
eign country; 

(9) Merchandise within the provisions 
of sections 465 and 466 of this act (re- 
lating to supplies, repairs, and equip- 
ment on vessels and railway cars (at the 
first port of arrival; 

(10) Merchandise when in the opinion 
of the Secretary of the Treasury the 
value thereof can not be declared; and 

(11) Merchandise within the provisions 
of the act entitled ‘An act to expedite 
the delivery of imported parcels and 
packages, not exceeding $500 in value,” 
approved June 8, 1896. 

(b) Application of General Provisions. 
—The Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized to include in such rules and 
regulations any of the provisions of sec- 
tien 484 or 485 of this act (relating, 
respectively, to entry and to declaration 
of merchandise generally). 


Sec. 499. Examination of Merchan- 
dise 


Imported merchandise, . required by 
law or regulations made in pursuance 
thereof to be inspected, examined, or ap- 
praised, shall not be delivered from cus- 
toms custody, except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this act, until it has been in- 
spected, examined, or appraised and is 
reported by the appraiser to have been 
truly and correctly invoiced and found to 
comply with the requirements of the laws 
of the United States. The collector shall 
designate the packages or quantities cov- 
ered by any invoice or entry which are 
to be opened and examined for the pur- 
pose of appraisement or otherwise and 
shall order such packages or quantities 
to be sent to the public stores or other 
places for such purpose. Not less than 
one package of every invoice and not less 
than one package of every ten packages 
of merchandise, shall be so designated 
unless the Secretary of the Treasury, 
from the character and description of the 
merchandise, is of the opinion that the 
examination of a less proportion of pack- 
ages will amply protect the revenue and 


by ‘special regulation permit a less num- 
ber of packages to be examined. The 
collector or the appraiser may require 
such additional packages or quantities 
as either of them may deem necessary. 
If any package is found by the appraiser 
to contain any article not specified in the 
invoice and he reports to the collector 
that in his opinion such article was omit- 
ted from the invoice with fraudulent 
intent on the part of the seller, shipper, 
owner, or agent, the contents of the en- 
tire package in which such article is 
found shall be liable to seizure, but if 
the appraiser reports that no such fraud- 
ulent intent is apparent then the value 
of said article shall be added to the 
entry and the duties thereon paid accord- 
ingly. If a deficiency is found in quan- 
tity, weight, or measure in the examina- 
tion of any package, report thereof shall 
be made to the collector, who shall make 
allowance therefor in the liquidation of 
duties. 

500. Duties of Appraising 

Officers 


(a) Appraiser.—It shall be the duty 
of the appraiser under such rules and 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may prescribe— 

(1) To appraise the merchandise in 
the unit of quantity in which the mer- 
chandise is usually bought and sold by 
ascertaining or estimating the value 
thereof by all reasonable ways and means 
in his power, any statement of cost or 
cost of production in any invoice, affi- 
davit, declaration, or other document to 
the contrary notwithstanding; 


(2) To ascertain the number of yards, 
parcels, or quantities of the merchandise 
ordered or designated for examination; 

(3) To ascertain whether the merchan- 
dise has been truly and correctly in- 
voiced; 

(4) To describe the merchandise in 
order that the collector may determine 
the dutiable classification thereof; and 

(5) to report his decisions to the 
collector. 

(b) Reports of Appraiser’s Subordi- 
nates.—The appraiser shall have power 
to review, revise, and correct the reports 
of his subordinate officers. 

(c) Chief Assistant and Deputy Ap- 
praisers.—The duties of the chief assist- 
ant appraiser and deputy appraisers 
shall be prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. During the absence or 
disability of the appraiser, or in the 
event that there is no appraiser, the chief 
assistant appraiser shall exercise the 
powers and perform the duties of the 
appraiser. 

(d) Assistant Appraisers.—It shall be 
the duty of an assistant appraiser— 

(1) To examine and inspect such 
merchandise as the appraiser may direct, 
and to report to him the value thereof; 

(2) To revise and correct the reports 
and to supervise and direct the work of 
such examiners and other employees as 
the appraiser may designate; and 

(3) To assist the appraiser, under 
such regulations as the Secretarv of the 
Treasury or the appraiser may prescribe. 

(e) Examiners.—It shall be the duty 
of an examiner to examine and inspect 
the merchandise and report the value and 
such other facts as the appraiser may 
require in his appraisement or report, 
and to perform such other duties as may 
be prescribed by rules and regulations 
of the Secretary of the Treasury or the 
appraiser. 

(f) Acting Appraiser.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized to desig- 
nate an officer of the customs as acting 
appraiser at a port where there is no 
appraiser. Such acting appraiser shall 
take the oath, perform all the duties, and 
possess all the powers of an appraiser. 
The Secretary of the Treasury may ap- 
point an officer of the customs who shall 
perform the functions of acting appraiser 
during the absence or disability of such 
acting appraiser.

Sec. 501. Notice of Appraisement— 
Reappraisemert 


The collector shall give written notice 
of appraisement to the consignee, his 
agent, or his attorney, if (1) the ap- 
praised value is higher than the entered 
value, or (2) a change in the classifica- 
tion of the merchandise results from the 
appraiser’s determination of value. The 
decision of the appraiser shall be final 
and conclusive ugon all parties unless 
a written appeal for a reappraisement is 
filed with or mailed to the United States 
Customs Court by the collector within 
60 days after the date of the appraiser’s 
report, or filed by the consignee or his 
agent with the collector within 30 days 
after the date of personal delivery, or - 
if mailed the date of mailing of written 
notice of appraisement to the consignee, 
his agent, or his attorney. No such ap- 
peal filed by the eonsignee or his agent 
shall be deemed valid, unless he has 
complied with all the provisions of this 
Act relating to the entry and appraise- 
ment of such merchandise. Every such 
appeal shall be transmitted with the 
entry and the accompanying papers by 
the collector to the United States Cus- 
toms Cqurt and shall be assigned to one 
of the j Idges, who shall, after affording 
the parties an opportunity to be heard, 
determine the value of the merchandise. 
Reasonable notice shall be given to the 
importer and to the person designated 
to represent the Government in such pro- 
ceedings of the time and place of the 
hearing, at which the parties and their 
attorneys shall have an opportunity to 
introduce evidence and to hear and 
cross-examine the witnesses of the other 
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party and to inspect all samples and all 
papers admitted or "offered as evidence. 
In finding such value affidavits and depo- 
sitions of persons whose attendance can 
not reasonably be had, price lists and 
catalogues, reports or depositions of con- 
suls, customs agents, collectors, apprais- 
ers, assistant appraisers, examiners and 
other officers of the Government may be 
admitted in evidence. Copies of official 
documents, when certified by an official 
duly authorized by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, may be admitted in evidence 
with the same force and effect as original 
documents. The value found by the ap- 
praiser shall be presumed to be the value 
of the merchandise and the burden shall 
rest upon the party who challenges its 
correctness to prove otherwise. 

The judge shall, after argument on the 
part of any of the interested parties 
requesting to be heard, render his de- 
cision in writing together with a state- 
ment of the reasons therefor and of the 
facts on which the decision is based. Such 
decision shall be final and conclusive 
upon all parties unless within 30 days 
from the date of the filing of the decision 
with the collector an application for its 
review shall be filed with or mailed to 
the United States Customs Court by the 
collector or other person authorized by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and a 
copy of such application mailed to the 
consignee, or his agent or attorney, or 
filed by the consignee, or his agent or 
attorney, with the collector, by whom the 
same shall be forthwith forwarded to 
the United States Customs Court. Every 
such applicatoin shall be assigned by the 
court to a diviffon of three judges, who 
shall consider the case upon the samples 
of the merchandise, if there be any, and 
the record made before the single, judge, 
and, after hearing argument on the part 
of any of the interested parties request- 
ing to be heard, shall affirm, reverse, or 
modify the decision of the single judge 
or remand the case to the single judge for 
further proceedings, and shall state its 
action in a written decision, to be for- 
warded to the collector, setting forth the 
facts upon which the finding is based 
and the reasons therefor. The decision of 
the United States Customs Court shall 
be final and conclusive upon all parties 
unless an appeal shall be taken by either 
party to the Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals upon a question or questions of 
law only within the time and in the man- 
ner provided by section 198 of the Ju- 
dicial Code, as amended. 


Sec. 502. Regulations for Appraise- 
ment and Classification 


(a) Powers of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury.—The Secretary of the Treasury 
shall establish and promulgate such rules 
and regulations not inconsistent with 
the law, and may disseminate such infor- 
mation as may be necessary to secure a 
just, impartial, and uniform appraise- 
ment of imported merchandise and the 
classification and assessment of duties 
thereon at the various ports of entry, 
and may direct any appraiser, deputy ap- 
praiser, assistant appraiser, or exam- 
iner of merchandise to go from one port 
of entry to another for the purpose of 
appraising or assisting in appraising 
merchandise imported at such port. 

(b) Reversal of Secretary’s Rulings.— 
No ruling or decision once made by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, giving con- 
struction to any law imposing customs 
duties, shall be reversed or mgdified*‘ad- 
versely to the United States, by the same 
or a succeeding Secretary, except in con- 
currence with an opinion of the Attor- 
ney General recommending the same, or 
a final decision of the United States Cus- 
toms Court. 

(c) Duties of Customs 
shall be the duty of all officers of the 
customs to execute and carry into effect 
all instructions of the Secretary of the 
Treasury relative to the execution of the 
revenue laws; and in case any difficulty 
arises as to the true construction or 
meaning of any part of the revenue laws, 
the decision of the Secretary shall be 
binding upon all officers of the customs. 

Sec. 503. Dutiable Value 
Rule.—Except as pro- 
562 of this act (relating 
to withdrawal from manipulating ware- 
houses) and in subdivision (b) of this 
section, the basis for the assessment of 
duties on imported merchandise subject 
to ad valorem rates of duty shall be the 
entered the final 
value, whichever is higher. 

(b) Entries Pending Reappraisement. 
—If the importer certifies at the time 
of entry that he has entered the mer- 
chandise at a value higher than the 
value as defined in this act because of 
advances by the appraiser in similar 
cases then pending on appeal for reap- 
praisement or re-reappraisement, and if 
the importer’s contention in such pending 
eases shall subsequently be sustained, 
wholly or in part, by a final decision on 
reappraisement or re-reappraisement, 
and if it shall appear that such action of 
the importer on entry was taken in good 
faith, the collector shall liquidate the 
entry in accordance with the final ap- 
praiseme nt. 

(c) Basis of Rate.—For the purpose 
of determining the rate of duty to be as- 
sessed upon any merchandise when the 
rate is based upon or regulated in any 
manner by the value of the merchandise, 
the final appraised value shall (except

Sec. 504. Coverings and Containers 


If there shall be used for covering or 
holding imported merchandise, whether 
dutiable or free of duty, any unusual 
material, article, or form designed for 
use otherwise than in the bona fide trans- 
portation of such merchandise to the 
United States, additional duties shall be 
levied upon such material, article, or 
form at the rate or rates to which the 
same would be subjected if separately 
imported. 


Sec. 505. Payment of Duties 


The consignee shall deposit with the 
collector, at the time of making entry, 
unless the merchandise is entered for 
warehouse or transportation, or under 
bond, the amount of duty estimated to be 
payable thereon. Upon receipt of the 
appraiser’s report and of the various 
reports of landing, weight, gauge, or 
measurement the collector shall ascer- 
tain, fix, and liquidate the rate and 
amount of duties to be paid on such mer- 
chandise as provided by Jaw and. shall 
give notice of such liquidation in the 
form and manner prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and collect any 
increased or additional duties due or re- 
fund any excess of duties deposited as 
determined on such liquidation. 


Sec. 506. Allowance for Abandon- 
ment and Damage 


Allowance shall be made in the esti- 
mation and liquidation of duties unde 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury in the following cases: 

(1) Abandonment Within 30 Days.— 
Where the importer abandons to the 
United States, within 30 days after entry 
in the case of merchandise not sent to the 
appraiser’s stores for examination, 01 
within 30 days after the release of the 
examination packages or quantities of 
merchandise in the case of merchandise 
sent to the appraiser’s stores for exam- 
ination, any imported merchandise rep- 
resenting 5 per centum or more of the 
total value of all the merchandise of the 
same class or kind entered in the invoice 
in which the item appears, and delivers, 
within the applicable 30-day period, the 
portion so abandoned to such place as the 
collector directs unless the collector is 
satisfied that the merchandise is so far 
destroyed as to be nondeliverable; 

(2) Perishable Merchandise Con- 
demned.—Where fruit or other perishable 
merchandise has been condemned at the 
port of entry, within ten days after land- 
ing, by the health officers or other le- 
gally constituted authorities, and _ the 
consignee, within five days after such 
condemnation, files with the collector 
written notice thereof, an invoiced de- 
scription and the location thereof, and 
the name of the vessel Or vehicle in 
Which imported. 


Sec. 507. Tare and Draft 


The Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby authorized to prescribe and issue 
regalations for thé ascertainment of tar¢ 
upon imported merchandise, including 
*he establishment of reasonable and just 
schedule tares therefor, but in no case 
shall there be any allowance for draft 
or for impurities, other than excessive 
moisture and impurities not usually 
found in or upon such or similar mer- 
chandise. 


Sec. 508. Commingling of Geods 


Whenever dutiable merchandise and 
merchandise which is free of duty 01 
merchandise subject to different rates of 
duty are so packed together or mingled 
that the quantity or value of each class 
of such merchandise can not be readily 
ascertained by the customs officers, th 
whole of such merchandise shall be sub- 
ject to the highest rate of duty appli- 
cable to any part thereof, unless the 
importer or consignee shall segregate 
such merchandise at his Own risk and 
expense under customs supervision withir 
ten days after entry thereof, in ordei 
that the quantity and value of each part 
or class thereof may be ascertained, 


Sec. 509. Examination of Importer 
and Others 


Collectors, appraisers, and judges and 
divisions of the United States Customs 
Court may cite to appear before them 
or any of them and to examine upon oath, 
which said officers or any of them are 
hereby authorized to administer, any 
owner, importer, consignee, agent, 0! 
other person upon any matter or thing 
which they, or any of them, may deem

Frivolous Protest or

The United States Customs Court 
shall, upon motion of counsel for the 
Government, and may, upon its own mo- 
tion, decide whether any appeal for re- 
appraisement or protest filed under the 
provisions of sections 501, 514, 515, or 
516 of this Act is frivolous, and, if said 
court shal] decide that such appeal or 
protest is frivolous, a penalty of not 
less than $5 nor more than $250 shall 
be assessed against the person filing 
such appeal or protest: Provided, That 
all appeals for reappraisement or pro- 
tests filed by the same person and rais- 
ing the same issue shall, if held friv- 
olous by said court, be consolidated and 
deemed one proceeding for the purpose 
of imposing the penalty provided in this

Sec. 518. United States Customs 
Court 


The United States Customs Court 
shall continue as now constituted, ex- 
cept that the chief justice and the asso- 
ciate justices of such court now in office 
and their successors shall hereafter be 
known as the judges of such court. All 
vacancies in such court shall be filled by 
appointment by the President, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate. Not more than five of the judges 
of such court shall be appointed from 
the same political party and each of such 
judges shall receive a salary of $10,000 
a year. They shall not engage in any 
other business, vocation, or employment, 
and shall hold their office during good 
behavior. The offices of such court shall 
be at the port of New York The court 
and each judge thereof shall have and 
possess all the powers of a district court 
of the United States for preserving or- 
der, compelling the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of evidence, 
and in punishing for contempt. The 
court shall have power to establish from 
time to time such rules of evidence, 
practice, and procedure, not inconsistent 
with law, as may be deemed necessary 
for the conduct. of its proceedings, in se- 
curing uniformity in its decisions and in 
the proceedings and decisions of the 
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judges thereof, and for the production, 
care, and custody of samples and of the 
records of such court. Under such rules 


as the United States Customs Court 
may prescribe, and in its discretion, the 
court may permit the amendment of a 
protest, appeal, or application for re- 
view. One of the judges of such court, 
designated for that purpose by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, shall act as 
presiding judge, and in his absence the 
judge then present who is senior as to 
the date of his commission shall act as 
presiding judge; and until any such 
designation is made the chief justice of 
the United States Customs Court now 
in office shall act as presiding judge. 
The presiding judge, or the acting pre- 
siding judge in his absence, shall have 
control of the fiscal affairs and of the 
clerical force of the court, making all 
recommendations for appointment, pro- 
motions, or otherwise affecting such 
clerical force; he may at any time before 
trial, under the rules of the court, as- 
sign or reassign any case for hearing 
or determination, or both, and _ shall 
designate a judge or division of three 
judges and such clerical assistants as 
may be necessary to proceed to any port 
within the jurisdiction of the United 
States for the purpose of hearing or of 
hearing and determining cases assigned 
for hearing at such port, and shall cause 
to be prepared and promulgated dockets 
therefor. Judges of the court, steno- 
graphic clerks, and Government counsel 
shall each be allowed and paid his neces- 
sary expenses of travel and his reason- 
able expenses, not to exceed $10 per day 
in the case of the judges of the court 
and Government counsel, and $8 per 
day in the case of stenographic clerks, 
actually incurred for maintenance while 
absent from New York on official busi- 
ness. The judges of said court shall be 
divided into three divisions of three 
judges each for the purpose of hearing 
and deciding appeals for the review of 
reappraisements of merchandise, and of 
hearing and deciding protests against 
decisions of collectors. A division of 
three judges or a single judge shall have 
power to order an analysis of imported 
merchandise and reports thereon by 
laboratories or bureaus of the United 
States. The presiding judge shall assign 
three judges to each of said divisions 
and shall designate one of such three 
judges to preside. The presiding judge 
of the court shall be competent to sit 
as a judge of any division or to assign 
one or two other judges to any of such 
divisions in the absence or disability of 
any one or two judges of such division. 
A majority of the judges of any division 
shall have full power to hear and decide 
all cases and questions arising therein 
or assigned thereto. A division of the 
court deciding a case or a single judge 
deciding an appeal for a reappraisement 
may, upon the motion of either party 
made within thirty days next after such 
decision, grant a rehearing or retrial of 
such case when in the opinion of such 
division or single judge the ends of jus- 
tice so require, 

The judges of the United States Cus- 
toms Court are hereby exempted from 
so much of section 1790 of the Revised 
Statutes as relates to their salaries. 

When any judge of the United States 
Customs Court resigns his office after 
having held a commission as judge or 
justice of such court or member of the 
Board of General Appraisers at least 
ten years continuously, or otherwise, and 
having attained the age of seventy 
years, he shall, during the residue of his 
natural life, receive the salary which is 
payable to a judge of such court at the 
time of his resignation. Any such judge, 
who is qualified to resign under the 
foregoing provisions, may retire, upon 
the salary of which he is then in receipt, 
from regular active service as a judge 
of such court and upon such retirement 
the President may appoint a successor; 
but such retired judge may, with his con- 
sent, be assigned by the presiding judge 
of such court to serve upon such court 
and while so serving shall have all the 
powers of a judge of such court. 

All functions of the Secretary of the 
Treasury with respect to the appoint- 
ment and fixing of the compensation of 
the clerks and other employees of the 
United States Customs Court, and with 
respect to the official records, papers, 
office equipment, and other property of 
such court, are hereby transferred to 
the Attorney General. All unexpended 
amounts allotted from any appropriation 
for collecting the revenue from customs, 
available for expenditure by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury for the payment 
of the salaries of the judges of the 
United States Customs Court, including 
judges retired under the provisions of 
section 518 of the Tariff Act of 1922, 
and for the expenses of operation of the 
United States Customs Court, are hereby 
transferred to the Department of Jus- 
tice, to be available for expenditure by 
the Department of Justice for the same 
purposes for which such allotments were 
made, 


See. 519. Publication of Decisions 
‘ of Customs Court 


All decisions of the United States Cus- 
toms Court shall be preserved and filed 
and shall be open to inspection, and it 
shall be the duty of the court to for- 
ward a copy of each decision to the col- 
lector of customs for the district in 
which the merchandise affected thereby 
was imported and to forward an addi- 
tional copy to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, who shall cause such decisions 
as he or the court shall deem sufficiently 
important to be published in full, or, if 
neither the Secretary of the Treasury 


nor the court deems a full publication 
thereof necessary, then the court shall 
cause abstracts of such decisions to be 
made for publication. and such decisions 
and abstracts thereof shall be published 
from time to time ang at least once each 
week for the information of customs of- 
ficers and the public. 


Sec. 520. Refunds by Secretary of 
Treasury 


(a) Authorized.—The Secretary of 
the Treasury is hereby authorized to 
refund duties and correct errors in 
liquidation of entries in the following 
cases: 

(1) Excess Deposit.—Whenever it is 
ascertained on final liquidation or re- 
liquidation of an entry that more money 
has been deposited or paid than was re- 
quired by law to be so deposited or paid; 

(2) Erroneous Charges.—Whenever 
it is determined in the manner required 
hy law that any fees. charges, or exac- 
tions, other than duties, have been er- 
roneously collected; 

(3) Clerical Error.—Whenever a 
clerical error is discovered in any entry 
or liquidation within one vear after the 
date of entry. or within sixty days after 
liquidation when liquidation is made 
more ihan ten months after the date of 
entry; and 

(4) Household Goods.—Whenever du- 
ties have been paid on household or per- 
sonal effects which bv law were not sub- 
ject to duty. notwithstanding a protest 
was not filed within the time and in the 
manner prescribed by law. 

(b)  Appropriation.—The necessary 
moneys to make such refunds are hereby 
appropriated, and this apprepriation 
shall be deemed a permanent and in- 
definite appropriation. 


Sec. 521. Reliauidatien on Account 
of Fraud 


Tf the collector finds probsble 
believe there is fraud in the he 
may reliquidate an entry within two 
vears (exclusive of the time during 
which a protest is pendine) after the 
date of liquidation or last relienidation. 
See. 522. Conversion of Currency 

(a) Value of Foreign. Coin Preelaimed 
bv Secretary of Treastiry.—Section 25 
of the Act of August 27. 1894, entitled 
“An Act to reduce taxation. to provide 
revenue for the Government. and for 
other purposes,” amended. is reen- 
acted without change as follows: 

“See. 25. That the value of foreign 
coin as expressed in the menev of ae- 
count of the United States shall be that 
of the pure metal of such coin of stand- 
ard value; and the values of the stand- 
ard coins in circulation of the various 
nations of the world shall he estimated 
quarterly by the Director of the Mint 
and he proclaimed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury quarterly on the Ist day 
of January, April, July, and October 
in each year.” 

(b) Proclaimed Value Basis of Con- 
version.—For the purpose of the assess- 
ment and collection of duties upon mer- 
chandise imported into the United States 
on or after the day of the enactment of 
this Act. wherever it is necessary to 
convert foreign currency into currency 
of the United States, such conversion, 
excent as provided in subdivision (ce). 
shall be made at the values proclaimed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury under 
the provisions of section 25 of such Act 
of August 27. 1894. as amended. for the 
quarter in which the merchandise was 
exported. 

(c) Market Rate When no Proclama- 
tion.—If no such value has been pre- 
claimed, or if the value so proclaimed 
varies by 5 per centum or more from a 
value measured by the buying rate in the 
New York market at noon on the day of 
exportation, conversior shall be made at 
a value measured by such buying rate. 
If the date of exportation falls upon a 
Sunday or holiday, then the huyving rate 
at noon on the last preceding business 
day shall be used. For the purpose of 
this subdivision such buying rate shall 
be the buying rate for cable transfers 
payable in the foreign currency so to 
be eenverted; and shall be determined 
by the Federak Reserve Rank of New 
York and certified daily to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, who shall make it pub- 
lic at such times and to such extent as 
he deems necessary. In ascertaining 
such buying rate such Federal reserve 
bank may in its discretion (1) take into 
consideration the last ascertainable 
transactions and quotations, whether 
direct or through exchange of other cur- 
rencies, and (2) if there is market 
buving rz for such transfers, 
ealculate such rate from actual trans- 
actions and quotations in demand or 
time bills of exchange.

Sec. 523. Comptrollers of Customs 


Naval officers of customs in office on 
Sept. 22, 1922, and their successors shall 
continue to be known as Comptrollers of 
Customs. 

Comntrollers of Customs shall examine 
the collector’s accounts of receipts and 
disbursements of money and receipts and 
disposition of merchandise and certify 
the same to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for transmission to the General Ac- 
counting Office. They shall perform such 
other duties the Secretary of the 
Treasury may from time to time pre- 
scribe, and their administrative examina- 
tion shall extend to all customs districts 
assigned to them by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

Comptrollers of Customs shall verify 
all assessments of duties and allowances 


as 


of drawbacks made by collectors in cone 
nection with the liquidation thereof. In 
eases of disagreement between a collector 
and a Comptroller of Customs, the latter 
shall report the facts to the Secretary 
of the Treasury for instructions. 


This section shall not be construed t6 
affect the manner of appointment, the 
terms of office, or the compensation of 
any such officer as now provided by law, 
nor to affect the provisions of the Budget 
and Accounting Act, 1921, approved June 
10, 1921. 

So much of sections 2626 and 4158 of 
the Revised Statutes, as amended, as ré@e

Sec. 524. ———_ of Reimbursable 
arges 


Receipts from reimbursable charges 
for labor, services, and other expenses 
connected with the customs, shall be dee 
posited as a refund to the appropriation 
from which paid, instead of being covered 
into the Treasury as miscellaneous Fé 
ceipts as provided by the act entitled

In connection with the enforcement

526. Merchandise Bearing

(a) Importation Prohibited.—It shall 
be unlawful to import into the United 
States any merchandise of foreign manwe 
facture if such merchandise. or the label, 
sign, print, package, wrapper, or recepe 
tacle, bears a trade mark owned by @ 
citizen of, or by a corporation or ass6~< 
ciation created or organized within, the 
United States, and registered in the Pate 
ent Office by a person domiciled in the 
United States, under the provisions of 
the Act entitled “An Act to authorize the 
registration of trade marks used in come 
merce with foreign nations or among 
the several States or with Indian tribes, 
and to protect the same,” anproved Feb, 
20, 1905, as amended, and if a copy of 
the certificate of registration of such 
trade mark is filed with the Secretary 
of the Treasury, in the manner provided 
in section 27 of such Act. unless written 
consent of the owner of such trade mark 
is produced at the time of making entry. 

(b) Seizure and Forfeiture.— Anv such 
merchandise imported into the United 
States in violation of the provisions of 
this section shall be subject to seizuré 
and forfeiture for violation of the cuse 
toms laws. ' 


(c) Injunction and Damages.—Any 
person dealing in any such merchandisé 
may be enjoined from dealing therein 
within the United States, or may be ree 
quired to export or desfrov such mefe 
chandise or to remove or obliterate such 
trade mark and shall be liable for thé 
same damages and profits provided for 
wrongful use of a trade mark, under the 
provisions of such Act of Feb. 20, 1905,

Sec. 527. Importation of Wild Mame 
mals and Birds in Violation of 
Foreign Law 


(a) Importation Prohibited.—If the 
laws or regulations of any country, dee 
pendency, province, or other subdivision 
of government restrict the taking, kille 
ing, possession, or exportation to thé 
United States, of any wild mammal OF 
bird, alive or dead, or restrict the exe 
portation to the United States of any 
part or product of any wild mammal 6r 
bird, whether raw or manufactured, no 
such mammal or bird, or part or produet 
thereof, shall, after the expiration of 
90 days after the enactment of this act, 
be imported into the United States from 
such. country, dependency, province, or 
other subdivision of government. directly 
or indirectly, unless accomnanied by @ 
certification of the United States consul, 
for the consular district in which is 
located the port or place from which 
such mammal or bird, or part or product 
thereof, was exported from such country, 
dependency, province, or other subdie 
vision of government, that such mammal 
or bird, or part or product thereof, has 
not been acquired or exported in violas 
tion of the laws or regulations of such 
country, dependency, province, or other 
subdivision of government. 

(b) Forfeiture—Any mammal or bird, 
alive or dead, or any part or product 
thereof, whether raw or manufactured, 
imported into the United States in vios 
lation of the provisions of the preceding 
subdivision shall be subject to seizure 
and forfeiture under the customs laws. 
Any such article so forfeited may, in the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Trease 
ury and under such regulations as hé 
may prescribe, be placed with the depart 
nents or bureaus of the Federal or Staté 
Governments, or with societies or 
museums, for exhibition or scientific or 
educational purposes, or destroyed, or 
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(except in the case of heads or horns of 
wild mammals) sold jn the manner pro- 
vided by law. ss 

(ce) Section Not to Apply in Certain 
Cases.—The provisions of this section 
shall not apply in the case of— 

(1) Prohibited Importations. — Arti- 
cles the importation of which is ,pro- 
hibited under the provisions of this act, 
or of section 241 of the Criminal Code, 
or of any other law; 

(2) Seientifie or Educational Purposes. 
=—Wild mammals or birds, alive or dead, 
or parts or products thereof, whether 
raw or manufactured, imported for scien- 
tifie or educational purposes; 

(3) Certain Migratory Game Birds.— 
Migratory game birds (for which an open 
season is provided by the laws of the 
United States and any foreign country 
which is a party to a treaty with the 
United States, in effect on the date of 
importation, relating to the protection 
of such migratory game birds) brought 
into the United States by bona fide 
sportsmen returning from hunting trips 
in such country, if at the time of im- 
portation the possession of such birds is 
not prohibited by the laws of such coun- 
try or of the United States. 


PART IV — TRANSPORTATION 
IN BOND AND WAREHOUS- 
ING OF MERCHANDISE 


Sec. 551. Bonding of Carriers 


Any common carrier of merchandise 
owning or operating railroad, steamship, 
or other transportation lines or routes 
for the transportation of merchandise in 
the United States, upon application and 
the filing of a bond in a form and penalty 
and with such sureties as may be ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
may be designated as a carrier of bonded 
merchandise for the final release of which 
from customs custody a permit has not 
been issued. 


See. 552. Entry for Immediate 


Transportation 


Any merchandise, other than ex- 
plosives and merchandise the importation 
of which is prohibited, arriving at a port 
of entry in the United States may be en- 
tered, under such rules and regulations 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
prescribe, for transportation in bond 
without appraisement to any other port 
of entry designated by the consignee, 
or his agent, and by such bonded carrier 
as he designates, there to be entered in 
accordanee with the provisions of this 
act. 


Sec. 553. Entry for Transportation 
and Exportation 


Any merchandise, other than explo- 
sives and merchandise the importation 
ef which is prohibited, shown by the 
manifest, bill of Jading, shipping receipt, 
or other document to be destined to a 
foreign country, may be entered for 
transportation in bond through the 
United States by a bonded carrier with- 
out appraisement or the payment of 
duties and exported under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe, and any baggage or per- 
sonal effects not containing merchandise 
the importation of which is prohibited 
arriving in the United States destined 
to a foreign country may, upon the re- 
quest of the owner or carrier having 
the same in possession for transporta- 
tion, be entered for transportation in 
bond through the United States by a 
bonded carrier without appraisement or 
the payment of duty, under such regula- 
tions as the Secretary ef the Treasury 
May prescribe. 


Sec. 554. Transportation Through 
Contiguous Countries 


With the consent of the proper author- 
ities, imported merchandise, in bond or 
duty-paid, and products and manufac- 
tures of the United States may be trans- 
ported from one port to another in the 
United States through contiguous coun- 
tries, under such regulations as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall prescribe, 
unless such transportation is in viola- 
tion of section 4347 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, as amended, section 27 of the Mer- 
chant Marine Act, 1920, or section 588 
of this Act. 


Sec. 555. Bonded Warehouses 


Buildings or parts of buildings and 
other inclosures may be designated by 
the Secretary of the Treasury as bonded 
warehouses for the storage of imported 
merchandise entered for warehousing, or 
taken possession of by the collector, 01 
under seizure, or for the manufacture 
of merchandise in bond, or for the re- 
packing, sorting, or cleaning of imported 
merchandise. Such warehouses may be 
bonded for the storing of such mer- 
chandise only as shal] belong or be con- 
signed to the owners or proprietors 
thereof and be known as private bonded 
warehouses, or for the storage of im- 
ported merchandise generally and be 
known as public bonded warehouses. Be- 
fore any imported merchandise not fi- 
nally released from customs custody shall 
be stored in any such premises, the 
owner or lessee thereof shall give a bond 
in such sum and with such sureties as 
may be approved by the Secretary of 
the Treasury to secure the Government 
against any loss or expense connected 
with or arising from the deposit, stor- 
age, or manipulation of merchandise in 
such warehouse. Except as otherwise 
provided in this Act, bonded warehouses 
shall be used solely for the storage of 
imported merchandise and shall be placed 
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in charge of a proper officer of the cus- 
toms, who, together with the proprietor 
thereof, shall hate joint custody of all 
merchandise stored in the warehouse; 
and all labor on. the merchandise so 
stored shall be performed by the owner 
or proprietor of the warehouse, under 
supervision of the officer of the customs 
in charge of the same, at the expense 
of the owner or proprietor. The com- 
pensation of such officer of the customs 
and other customs employees appointed 
to supervise the receipt of merchandise 
into any such warehouse and deliveries 
therefrom shall be reimbursed to the 
Government by the proprietor of such 
warehouse. 


Sec. 556. " Same—Regulations for 
Establishing 


The Secretary of the Treastry shall 
from time to time establish such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary 
for the establishment of bonded ware- 
houses and to protect the interests of 
the Government in the conduct, manage- 
ment, and operation of such warehouses 
and in the withdrawal of and account- 
ing for merchandise deposited therein. 


Sec. 557. Entry for Warehouse— 
Warehouse Period—Drawback 


Any merchandise subject to duty, with 
the exception of perishable articles and 
explosive substances other than fire- 
crackers, may be entered for warehous- 
ing and be deposited in a bonded ware- 
house at the expense and risk of the 
owner, importer, or consignee. Such 
merchandise may be withdrawn, at any 
time within three years (or ten months 
in the case of grain) from the date of 
importation, for consumption upon ay- 
ment of the duties and charges accru- 
ing thereon at the rate of duty imposed 
by law upon such merchandise at the 
date of withdrawal; or may be with- 
drawn for exportation or for transporta- 
tion and exportation to a foreign coun- 
try, or for shipment or for transporta- 
tion and shipment to the Virgin Islands, 
American Samoa, or the island of Guam, 
without the payment of duties thereon, 
or for transportation and rewarehous- 
ing at another port: Provided, That 
the total period of time for which such 
merchandise may remain in bonded ware- 
house shall not exceed three years (01 
ten months in the case of grain) from 
the date of importation. Merchandise 
upon which the duties have been paid 
and which shall have remained continu- 
ougzly in bonded warehouse or otherwise 
in the custory and under the control of 
customs officers, may be entered or with- 
drawn at any time within three years 
(or ten months in the case of grain) 
after the date of importation for ex- 
portation or for transportation and ex- 
portation to a foreign country, or for 
shipment or for transportation and ship- 
ment to the Virgin Islands, American 
Samoa, or the island of Guam, unde1 
such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shall prescribe, and upon such 
entry or withdrawal, and exportation o: 
shipment, 99 per centum of the duties 
thereon shall be refunded. 

Merchandise entered under bond, un- 
der any provision of law, may, upon 
payment of all charges other than duty 
on the merchandise, be destroyed, at the 
request and at the expense of the con- 
signee, within the bonded period unde. 
customs supervision, in lieu of exporta- 
tion, and upon such destruction the en- 
try of such merchandise shall be liqui- 
dated without payment of duty and an: 
duties collected shall be refunded. 


Sec. 558. No Remission or Refund 
After Delivery of Merchandise 


No remission, abatement, refund, or 
drawback of estimated or liquidated duty 
shall be allowed on the exportation of 
any merchandise after its release fron 
the custody or contrel of the Govern- 
ment except in case of the exportatior 
of articles manufactured or produced i: 
whole or in part from imported mate- 
rials, or not conforming to sample o: 
specifications, on which a drawback of 
duties is expressly previded for by law. 


Sec. 559. Warehouse Goods Deemed 
Abandoned After Three Years 


Merchandise upon which any duties 
or charges are unpaid, remaining iz 
bonded warehouse beyond three years 
(or ten months in the case of grain) 
from the date of importation, shall b 
regarded as abandoned to the Govern- 
ment and shall be sold under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe, and the proceeds of sa! 
paid into the Treasury, as in the case of 
unclaimed merchandise covered by sec- 
tion 493 of this Act, subject to the pav- 
ment to the owner or consignee of suc! 
amount, if any, as shall remain afte. 
deduction of duties, charges, and cx- 
penses. Merchandise upon which a!! 
duties and charges have been paid, re- 
maining in bonded warehouse beyond 
three years (or ten months in the case 
of grain) from the date of importation, 
shall be held to be no longer in the 
custody or control of the officers of the 
customs. 


Sec. 560. Leasing of Warehouses 


The Secretary of the Treasury may 
cause to be set aside any available space 
in a building used as a customhouse 
for the storage of bonded merchandise 
or may lease premises for the storage 
of unclaimed merchandise or other im- 
ported merchandise required to be stored 
by the Government, and set aside a por- 
tion of such leased premises for the stor- 


age of bonded merchandise: Provided, 
That no part of any premises owned or 
leased by the Government may be used 
for the storage of bonded merchandise 
at any port at which a public bonded 
warehouse has been established and is in 
operation. All the premises so leased 
shall be leased on public acccunt and 
the storage and other charges shall be 
deposited and accounted for as customs 
receipts, and the rates therefor shall not 
be less than the charges for storage and 
similar services made at such port of 
entry by commercial concerns for the 
storage and handling of mevchandise. 
No collector or other officer of the cus- 
toms shall own, in whole or in part, any 
bonded warehouse or enter into any con- 
tract or agreement for the lease or use 
of any building to be thereafter erected 
as a public store or warehouse. No lease 
of any building to. be so used shall be 
taken for a longer period than three 
years, nor shall rent for any such prem- 
ises be paid, in whole or in part, in 
advance. 


Sec. 561. Public Stores 


Any premises owned or leased by the 
Government and used for the storage ef 
merchandise for the final release of which 
from customs custody a permit has not 
been issued shall be known as a “public 


store.” 


Sec. 562. Manipulation in Ware- 
house 


Unless by special authority of the See- 


retary of the Treasury, no merchandise 
shall be withdrawn from bonded ware- 
house in less quantity than an entire 
bale, cask, box, or other package; — 
if in bulk, in the entire quantity im- 
ported or in a quantity not Jess than 
one ton weight. All merchandise so 
withdrawn shall be withdrawn in the 
original packages in which imported un- 
less, upon the application of the im- 


or, 


porter, it appears to the cellector that 


it is necessary to the safety or preserva- 
tion of the merchandise to repack or 
transfer the same: Provided, That upon 
permission therefor being granted by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, and un- 
der customs supervision, at the expense 
of the proprietor, merchandise may be 
cleaned, sorted, repacked, or otherwise 
changed in condition, but not manufac- 
tured, in bonded warehouses established 
for that purpose and be withdrawn there- 
from for exportation to a foreign coun- 
try or for shipment to the Virgin Is- 
lands, American Samoa, or the island of 
Guam, without payment of the duties, 
or for consumption, upon payment of 
the duties accruing thereon, in its con- 
dition and quantity, and at its weight, 
at the time of withdrawal from ware- 
house, with such additions to er deduc- 
tions from the final appraised value as 
may be necessary by reason of change 
in condition. The basis for the assess- 
ment of duties on such merchandise so 
withdrawn for consumption shall be the 
entered value or the adjusted final ap- 
praised value, whichever is higher, and 
if the rate of duty is based upon or regu- 
lated in any manner by the value of the 
merchandise such rate shall be based 
upon or regulated by such adjusted final 
appraised value; but for the purpose of 
the ascertainment and assessment of ad- 
ditional duties under section 489 of this 
Act adjustments of the final appraised 
value shall be disregarded. The scour- 
ing or carbonizing of woo] shall not be 
considered a process of manufacture 
within the provisions of this section, 


Sec. 563. Allowance for Loss— 
Abandonment of Warehouse 
Goods 


(a) Allowance.—In no case shall there 
be any abatement or allowance made 
in the duties for any injury, deteriora- 
tion, damage sustained by any 
merchandise while remaining in customs 
custody, except that the Secretary of 
the Treasury is authorized, upen pro- 
duction of proof satisfactory to him of 
the theft of any merchandise 
while in the appraiser’s stores, or of 
the actual injury or destruction, in whole 
or in part, of any merchandise by acci- 
dental fire or other casualty, while in 
bonded warehouse, or in the appraiser’s 
stores, or while in transpo:tation under 
bond, or while in the custody of the of- 
ficers of the customs, although not in 
bond, or while within the limits ef any 
port of entry and before having been 
landed under the supervision of the of- 
ficers of the customs, to abate or refund, 
as the case may be, the duties upon such 
merchandise, in whole or in part, and to 
pay any such refund out of any moneys 
in the Treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, and to cancel any warehouse 
bond or bonds, or enter satisfaction 
thereon in whole or in part, as the case 
may be, but no abatement or refund 
shall be made in respect of injury or de- 
struction of any merchandise in bonded 
warehouse occurring after the expiration 
of three years (or ten months im the 
case of grain) from the date of impor- 
tation. The decision of the Secretary 
of the Treasury as to the abatement or 
refund of the duties on any such mer- 
chandise shall be final and conclusive 
upon all persons. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized to prescribe such 1egulations 
as he may deem necessary to carry out 
the provisions of this subdivision and 
he may by such regulations limit the 
time within whicl proof of Joss, theft, 
injury, or destruction shal! be submitted, 
and may provide for the abatement or 
refund of duties, as authorized herein, 
by collectors of customs in eases in which

claimed is less than $25 and in which. 
the importer has agreed to abide by the 
decision of the collector. The decision 
of the collector in any such case shal) 
be final and conclusive upon all persons. 

Any case pending before the Unitec 
States Customs Court upon the effective 
date of this Act, under the provisions 
of section 563 of the Tariff Act of 1922 
may, with the consent of the parties am 
the permission of the court, be trans- 
ferred to the Secretary of the Treasury. 
or to the c@lector, for consideration an 
final determination in accordance wit) 
the provisions of this subdivision. 

(b) Abandonment.—Under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe and subject to any ¢eon- 
ditions imposed thereby the consignec 
may at any time within three years (o 
ten months in the case of grain) from. 
the date of original importation, aban- 
don to the Government ary merchandise 
in bonded warehouse, whereupon an) 
duties on such merchandise may be re- 
mitted or refunded as the case may be. 
but any merchandise so abandoned shal 
not be less than an entire package am 
shall be abandoned in the original pack- 
age withcut having been repacked whik 
in a bonded warehouse (other than 2 
bonded manipulating warehouse). 


Sec. 564. Liens 


Whenever a collector of customs shal’ 
be notified in writing of the existence: 
of a lien for freight, charges, or con- 
tribution in general average upon an) 
imported merchandise sent to the ap- 
praiser’s store for examination, entere< 
for warehousing or taken possession 0! 
by him, he shall refuse to permit deliver; 
thereof from public store or bonde 
warehouse until proof shall be produce 
that the said lien has been satisfied o 
discharged. The rights of the Unite: 
States shall not be prejudiced or affecte: 
by the filing of such lien, nor shall th 
United States or its officers be habk 
for losses or damages consequent upo 
such refusal to permit delivery.

abandoned and sold, the freight, charge: .

Sec. 565. Cartage

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Sec. 583. Certification of Manifest 


The master of every vessel and the 
person in charge of every vehicle bound 
to a port or place in the Unitcd States 
shall deliver to the officer of the cus- 
toms or Coast Guard who shall first de- 
mand it of him, the original and one 
copy of the manifest of such vessel or 
vehicle, and such officer shall certify on 
the back of the original manifest to 
the inspection thereof and return the 
same to the master or other person in 
charge.

Sec. 584. Falsity or Lack of Mani- 
fest—Penalties 


Any master of any vessel and. any 
person in charge of any vehicle bound 
to the United States who does not pro- 
duce the manifest to the officer demand- 
ing the same shall be liable to a penalty 
of $500, and if any merchandise, includ- 
ing sea stores, is found on board of or 
after having been unladen from such 
vessel or vehicle which is not included 
or described in said manifest or does 
not agree therewith, the master of such 
vessel or the person in charge of such 
vehicle or the owner of such vessel or 
vehicle shall be liable to a penalty equal 
to the value of the merchandise so found 
Or unaden, and any such merchandise 
belonging or consigned to the master or 
Other officer or to any of the crew of 
such vessel, or to the owner or person 
in charge of such vehicle, shall be sub- 
ject to forfeiture, and if any merchan- 
dise described in such manifest is not 
found on board the vessel or vehicle the 
master or other person in charge or the 
owner of such vessel or vehicle shall be 
subject to a penalty of $500: Provided, 
That if the collector shall be satisfied 
that the manifest was lost or mislaid 
without intentional fraud, or was de- 
faced by accident, or is incorrect by rea- 
gon of clerical error or other mistake 
and that no part of the merchandise not 
found on board was unshipped or dis- 
charged except as specified in the report 
of the master, said penalties shall not 
be incurred. 

If any of such merchandise so found 
consists of smoking opium or opium pre- 
pared for smoking, the master of such 
vessel or the person in charge of such 
vehicle or the owner of such vessel or 
vehicle shall be liable to a penalty of 
_ for each ounce thereof so found. 

uch penalty shall, notwithstanding the 
proviso in section 594 of this Act (relat- 
ing to the immunity of vessels or ve- 
hicles used as common carriers), con- 
stitute a lien upon such vessel which 
may be enforced by a libel in rem; ex- 
cept that the master or “owner of a ves- 
sel used by any person as a common 
carrier in the transaction of business as 
such common carrier shall not be liable 
to such venalty and the vessel shall not 
be held subject to the lien, if it appears 
to the satisfaction of the court that 
neither the master nor any of the of- 
ficers (inciuding licensed and unlicensed 
officers and petty officers) nor the owner 
of the vessel knew, and could not, by 
the exercise of the highest degree of 
care and diligence, have known, that such 
smoking opium or opium prepared for 
smoking was on board. Clearance of 
any such vessel may be withheld until 
such penalty is paid or until a bond, 
satisfactory to the collector, is given for 
the payment thereof. The provisions of 
this paragraph shall not prevent the 
forfeiture of any such vessel or vehicle 
under any other provision of law. 


Sec. 585. Departure Before Report 
of Entry 


If any vessel or vehicle from a foreign 
port or place arrives within the limits 
of any collection district and departs or 
attempts to depart, except from stress of 
weather or other necessity, without 
making a report or entry under the pro- 
visions of this Act, or if any merchan- 
dise is unladen therefrom before such 
report or entry, the master of such ves- 
sel shall be liable to a penalty of $5,000, 
and the person in charge of such vehicle 
shall be liable to « penalty of $500, and 
any such vessel or vehicle shall be sub- 
ject to forfeiture, and any customs or 
Coast Guard officer may cause such ves- 
sel or vehicle to be arrested and brought 
back to the most convenient port of the 
United States. 


Sec. 586. Unlawful 
1 Exception 


The master of any vessel from a for- 
eign port or place who allows any mer- 
chandise (including sea stores) to be un- 
laden from such vessel at any time after 
its arrival within four leagues of the 
coast of the United States and before 
such vessel has come to the proper place 
for the discharge of such merchandise, 
and before he has received a permit to 
unlade, shall be liable to a penalty equal 
to twice the value of the merchandise 
but not less than $1,000, and such vessel 
and the merchandise shall be subject to 
seizure and forfeiture: Provided, That 
whenever any part of the cargo or stores 
of a vessel has been unladen or trans- 
shipped because of accident, stress of 
weather, or other necessity, the master 
of such vessel shall, as soon as possible 
thereafter, notify the collector of the 
district within which such unlading or 
transshipment has occurred, or the col- 
lector within the district at which such 
vessel shall first arrive thereafter, and 
shall furnish proof that such unlading or 
transshipment was made necessary by 
accident, stress of weather, or other un- 
avoidable cause, and if the collector is 
satisfied that the unlading or transship-

Sec. 587. Unlawful Transshipment 


If any merchandise (inecJucing sea 
stores) unladen in violation of the pro- 
visions of section 586 of this Act is 
transshipped to or placed in or received 
on any other vessel, the master of the 
vessel om which such ‘merchandise is 
placed, and any person aiding or assist- 
ing therein, shall be liable to a penalty 
equal to twice the value of the merchan- 
dise, but not less than $1,000, and such 
vessel amd such merchandise shall be 
liable to seizure and forfeiture. 


Sec. 588. Transportation Between 
American Ports Via Foreign 
Ports 


If any merchandise is Jaden at any 
port or place in the United States upon 
any vessel belonging wholly or in part 
to a subject of a foreign country, and is 
taken thence to a foreign port or place 
to be reladen and reshipped to any other 
port in the United States, either by the 
same or by another vessel, foreign or 
Américan, with intent to evade the pro- 
visions relating to the transportation of 
merchandise from one port or place of 
the United States to another port or 
place of the United States in a vessel 
belonging wholly or in part te a subject 
of any foreign power, the merchandise 
shall, on its arrival at such last-named 
port or place, be seized and forfeited to 
the United States, and the vessel shall 
pay a tonnage duty of 50 cents per net 
ton. 


Sec. 589. Unlawful Relanding 


If any merchandise entered or with- 
drawn for exportation without payment 
of the duties thereon, or with intent to 
obtain a drawback of the duties paid, 
or of any other allowances given by law 
on the exportation thereof, is relanded 
at any place in the United States with- 
out entry therefor having been made, 
the same shall be considered and treated 
as having been imported inte the United 
States contrary to law, and all persons 
concerned therein and such merchandise 
shall be liable to the same penalties as 
are prescribed by section 593 of this Act. 


Sec. 590. False Drawback Claim 


If any person shall knowing!y and wil- 
fully file any false or fraudulent entry 
or claim for the payment of drawback, 
allowance, or refund ef duties upon the 
exportation of merchandise, or shall 
knowingly or wilfully make or file any 








“false affidavit, abstract, record, certifi- 


cate, or other document, with a view to 
securing the payment to himself or oth- 
ers of any drawback, allowance, or re- 
fund of cuties, on the exportation of 
merchandise, greater than that legally 
due thereon, such person shal! be guilty 
of a felony, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not niore 
than $5,000, or by imprisonment for not 
more than two years, or both, and the 
merchandise or the value thereof to 
which such false entry or claim, affi- 
davit, aistract, record, ce»tizicate. or 
other document relates shall be subject 
to forfeiture, 










Sec. 591. Fraud—Personal Penal- 
ties 


If any consignor, seller, owner, im- 
porter, Consignee, agent, «r other person 
or persons enters or introduces, or at- 
tempts to enter or introduce, into the 
commerce of the United States any im- 
ported merchandise by means of any 
fraudulent or false invoice, declaration, 
affidavit, letter, paper, or by means of 
any false statement, written or verbal, 
or by means of any false or Yraudulent 
practice or appliance whatsoever, or 
makes any false statement jn any declar- 
ation under the provisions of section 485 
of this Act (relating to declaration on 
entry) without reasonable cause to be- 
lieve the truth of such statement, or aids 
or procures the making of any -such false 
statement as to any matter material 
thereto without reasonable cause to be- 
lieve the truth of such statement, or is 
guilty of any willful act or omission by 
means whereof the United Siates shall 
or may be deprived of the lawful cuties, 
or any portion thereof, accruing upon the 
merchandise, or any portion thereof, em- 
braced or referred to in such invoice, 
declaration, affidavit, letter, paper, or 
statement, or affected by such act or 
omission, such person or persons shall 
upon conviction be fined for each offense 
a sum not exceeding $5,000, or be im- 
prisoned for a time not exceeding two 
years, or both, in the discretion of the 
court: Provided, That nothing in this 
section shall be construed te relieve im- 
ported merchandise from forfeiture by 
reason of such false statement or for 
any cause elsewhere provided by law. 


Sec. 592. Same—Penalty Against 
Goods 


If any consignor, seller, owner, im- 
porter, consignee, agent, or othey person 
or persons enters or introduces, or at- 
temp¥s to enter or introduce, into the 
commerce of the United States any im- 
ported merchandise by means of any 
fraudulent or false invoice, declaration, 
affidavit, letter, paper, or by means of 
any false statement, written or verbal, 
or by means of any false or fraudulent 
practice or appliance whatsoever, or 
makes any false statement im any declar- 
ation uncier the provisions of section 485 
of this Act (re'p ing to declaration on 











entry) without reasonable cause to be- 
lieve the truth of such statement, or-aids 
or procures the making of any such false 
statement as to any matter material 
thereto without reasonable cause to be- 
lieve the truth of such statement, or is 
guilty of any willful act or omission by 
means whereof the United States is or 
may be deprived of the lawful duties or 
any portion thereof accruing upon the 
merchandise or any portion thereof, em- 
braced or referred to in such invoice, 
declaration, affidavit, letter, paper, or 
statement, or affected by such act or 
omission, such merchandise, or the value 
thereof, to be recovered from such per- 
son or persons, shall be subject to for- 
feiture, which forfeiture shall only apply 


to the whole of the merchandise or the- 


value thereof in the case or package 
containing the particular article or ar- 
ticles of*merchadise to which such fraud 
or false paper or statement relates. The 
arrival within the territorial limits of 
the United States of any merchandise 
consigned for sale and remaining the 
nroperty of the shipper or consignor, and 
the acceptance of a false or fraudulent 
invoice thereof by the consignee or the 
agent of the consignor, or the existence 
of any other facts constituting an at- 
tempted fraud, shall be deemed, for the 
purposes of this sectior, to be an at- 
tempt to enter such merchandise not- 
withstanding no actual entry has been 
made or offered, 


Sec. 593. Smuggling and Clandes- 
tine Importations 


(a) Fraud on Revenue.—If any per- 
son knowingly and wilfully, with jntent 
to defraud the revenue of the United 
States, smuggles, or clandestinely intro- 
duces into the United States any mer- 
chandise which should have been in- 
voiced, or makes out or passes, or 
attempts to pass, through the custom- 
house any false, for-red, or fraudulent 
invoice, or other document or paper, 
every such person, his, her, or their aid- 
ers and abettors, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be fined in any sum not 
exceeding $5,000, or imprisoned for any 
term of time not exceeding two years, 
or both, at the discretion of the court. 

(b) Importation Contrary to Law.— 
If any person fraudulently or knowingly 
imports or brings into the United States, 
or assists in so doing, any merchandise 
contrary to law, or receives, conceals, 
buys, sells, or in any manner facilitates 
the transportation, concealment, or sale 
of such merchandise after importation, 
knowing the same to have been imported 
or brought into the United States con- 
trary to law, such merchandise shall be 
forfeited and the offender shall be fined 
in any sum fot exceeding $5,000 nor less 
than $50, or be imprisoned for any time 
not exceeding two years, or both. 

(c) Presuniptions.—W henever, on trial 
for a violation of this section, the de- 
fendant is shown to have or to have had 
possession of such goods, such possession 
shall be deemed evidence sufficient to 
authorize conviction, unless the defend- 
ant shall explain the possession to the 
satisfaction of the jury. 


594. Libel of Vessels and 
Vehicles 


Sec. 


Whenever a vessel or vehicle, or the 
owner or master, Conductor, driver, or 
other person in charge thereof, has be- 
come subject to a penalty for violation 
of the customs-revenue laws of the 
United States, such vessel or vehicle 
shall be held for the payment of such 
penalty and may be seized and proceeded 
against summarily by libel to recover the 
same: Provided, That no vessel or ve- 
hicle used by any person as a common 
carrier in the transaction of business @s 
such common carrier shall be so held 
or subject to seizure or forfeiture under 
the customs laws, unless it shall appear 
that the owner or master of such vessel 
or the conductor, driver, or other person 
in charge of such wehicle was at the 
time of the alleged illegal act a consent- 
ing party or privy thereto. 


Sec. 595. Searches and Seizures 


(a) Warrant.—I£ any collector of 
customs or other officer or person au- 
thorized to make searches and seizures 


shall have cause to suspect the presence 
in any dwelling house, store, or other 
building or place of any merchandise 
upon which the duties have not been 
paid, or which has_ been otherwise 
brought into the United States contrary 
to law, he may make application, under 
oath, to any justice of the peace, to any 
municipal, county, State, or Federal 
judge, or to any United States commis- 
sioner, and shall thereupon be entitled 
to a warrant to enter such dwelling 
house in the daytime only, or such store 
or other place at night or by day, and 
to search for and seize such merchan- 
dise: Provided, That if any such house, 
store, or other building, or place in 
which such merchandise shall be found, 
is upon or within ten feet of the bound- 
ary line between the United States and 
a foreign country, such portion thereof 
2s is within the United States may 
forthwith be taken down or removed. 
(b) Entry Upon Property of Others.— 
Any person authorized by this Act to 
make searches and seizures, or any per- 
son assisting him or acting under his 
directions, may, if deemed necessary by 
him or them, enter imto or upon or pass 
through the lands, inclosures, and build- 
ings, other than the dwelling house, of 








any person whomsoever, in the discharge 
of his official duties. 


Sec. 596. Buildings on Boundary 


Any person who receives or deposits 
any merchandise in any building upon 
the boundary line between the United 
States and any foreign country, or car- 
ries any merchandise through the same, 
or aids therein, in violation of law, shall 
be punishable by a fine of not more than 
$5,000, or by imprisonment for not more 
than two years, or both. 


Sec. 597. Fraudulent Treatment of 
Goods in Warehouse 


If any merchandise is fraudulently 
concealed in, removed from, or repacked 
in any bonded warehouse, or if any 
marks or numbers placed upon packages 
deposited in such a warehouse be fraud- 
ulently altered, defaced, or obliterated, 
such merchandise and packages shall be 
subject to forfeiture, and all persons con- 
vieted of the fraudulent concealment, 
repacking, or removal of such merchan- 
dise, or of altering, defacing, or oblit- 
erating such marks and numbers thereon, 
end all persons aiding and abetting 
therein shall be liable to the same penal- 


ties as are imposed by section 593 of 
this Act. 


Sec. 598. Offenses Relating to Seals 
—Unlawful Removal of Goods 
From Customs Custody 


If any unauthorized person affixes or 
attaches or im any way willfully assists 
or encourages the affixing or attaching 
of a customs seal or other fastening to 
any vessel or vehicle, or of any seal, 
fastening, or mark purporting to be a 
customs seal, fastening, or mark; or if 
any unauthorized person willfully or 
maliciously removes, breaks, injures, or 
defaces any customs seal or other fas- 
tening placed upon any vessel, vehicle, 
warehouse, or package containing mer- 
chandise or baggage in bond or in cus- 
toms custody, or willfully aids, abets, or 
encourages any other person to remove, 
break, injure, or deface such seal, fas- 
tening, or mark; or if any person ma- 
liciously enters any bonded warehouse 
or any vessel or vehicle laden with or 
containing bonded merchandise with in- 
tent unlawfully to remove or cause to 
be removed therefrom any merchandise 
or baggage therein, or unlawfully re- 
moves or causes to be removed any mer- 
chandise or baggage in such vessel, 
vehicle, or bonded warehouse or other- 
wise in customs custody or control, or 
aids or assists therein; or if any per- 
son receives or transports any mer- 
chandise or baggage unlawfully removed 
from any such vessel, vehicle, or ware- 
house, knowing the same to have been 
unlawfully removed, he shall be guilty 
of a felony and liable to the same penal- 
ties as are imposed by section 593 of 
this Act. 


Sec. 599. Officers Not to Be Inter- 
ested in Vessels or Cargo 


No person employed under the author- 
ity of the United States, in the collec- 


tion of duties on imports or tonnage, 
shall own, either in whole or in part, 
any vessel, or act as agent, attorney, or 
consignee for the owner or owners of 
any vessel, or of any cargo or lading on 
board the same; nor shall any such per- 
son import, or be concerned directly or 
indirectly in the importation of, any 
merchandise «for sale into the United 
States. Every person who violates this 
section shall be liable to a penalty of 
$500. 


Sec.. 600. Gratuities 


Any officer or employee of the United 
States who, except in payment of the 
duties or exactions fixed by law, solicits, 
demands, exacts, or receives from any 
person, directly or indirectly, any gratu- 
ity, money, or thing of value, for any 
service performed under the customs 
laws, or in consideration of any official 
act to be performed by him, or of the 
omission of performance of any such act, 
in connection with or pertaining to the 
importation, entry, inspection or exam- 
ination, or appraisement of merchandise 
or baggage, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and on conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$5,000, or by imprisonment for not more 
than two years, or both, and evidence, 
satisfactory to the court in which the 
trial is had, of such soliciting, demand- 
ing, exacting, or receiving shall be prima 
facie evidence that the same was con- 
trary to law. 


Sec. 601. Bribery 


Any person who gives, or offers to 
give, or promises to give, any money or 
thing of value, directly or indirectly, to 
any officer or employee of the United 
States in conconsideration of or for 
any act or Omission contrary to law in 
connection with or pertaining to the im- 
portation, appraisement, entry, examina- 
tion, or inspection of merchandise or 
baggage, or of the liquidation of the 
entry thereof, or by threats or demands 
or promises Of any character attempts 
to improperly influence or control any 
such officer or employee of the United 
States as to the performance of his of- 
ficial duties, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and on conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding 


$5,000 or by ‘imprisonment for a term 








not exceeding two years, or both, and 
evidence of such giving, offering or 
promjsing to give, or attempting to in- 
fluence or control, satisfactory to the 
court in which such trial is had, shall be 
prima facie evidence that the same was 
contrary to Jaw. 


Sec. 602. Seizure—Report to Col- 
lector 


It shall be the duty of any officer, 
agent, omother person authorized by law 
to make seizures of merchandise or bag- 
gage subject to seizure for violation of 
the customs laws, to report every such 
seizure immediately to the collector for 
the district in which such violation oc- 
curred, and to turn over and deliver to 
such collector any vessel, vehicle, mer- 
chandise, or baggage seized by him, and 
to report immediately to such collector 
every violation of the customs laws. 


Sec. 603. Same—Collector’s Reports 


It shall be the duty of the collector 
whenever a seizure of merchandise has 
keen made. for a violation of the cus- 
toms laws to report the same to the So- 
licitor of the Treasury, and promptly 
also to report any such seizure or vio- 
jation of the customs laws to the United 
States attorney for the district in which 
such violation has occurred, or in which 
such seizure was made, including in such 
report a statement of all the facts and 
circumstances of the case withjn his 
knowledge, with the names of t wit- 
nesses, and citation of the statute or 
statutes believed to have been violated, 
and on which reliance may be had for 
forfeiture or conviction. 


Sec. 604. Same—Prosecution 


It shall be the duty of every United 
States district attorney immediately to 
inquire into the facts of cases reported 
to him by collectors and the laws ap- 
plicable thereto, and if it appears prob- 
able that any fine, penalty, or forfeiture 
has been incurred by reason of such 
violation, for the recovery of which the 
institution of proceedings in the United 
States district court is necessary, forth- 
with to cause the proper proceedings to 
be commenced and prosecuted, without 
delay, for the recovery of such fine, pen- 
alty, or forfeiture in such case provided, 
unless. upon inquiry and examination, 
such district attorney decides that such 
proceedings can not probably be sus- 
tained or that the ends of publie justice 
do not require that they should be insti- 
tuted or prosecuted, in which case he 
shall report the facts to the Secretary 
of the Treasury for his direction in the 
premises. 
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Sec. 605. Same—Custody 


All vessels, vehicles, merchandise, and 
baggage seized under the provisions of 
the customs laws, or laws relating to 
the navigation, registering, enrolling or 
licensing, or entry or clearance, of ves- 
sels, unless otherwise provided by law, 
shall be placed and remain in the cus- 
tody of the collector for the district in 
which the seizure was made to await 
aisposition according to law. 


Sec. 606. Same—Appraisement 

The collector shall require the ap- 
praiser to determine the domestic value, 
at the time and place of appraisement, 
of any vessel, vehicle, merchandise, 01 
baggage seized under the customs laws. 
Sec. 607. Same—Value $1,000 or 

Less 

If such value of such vessel, vehicle, 
merchandise, or baggage returned by the 
appraiser, does not exceed $1,000, the 
collector shall cause a notice of the seiz- 
ure of such articles and the intention to 
forfeit and sell the same to be published 
for at least three successive weeks in 
such manner as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may direct. For the purposes 
of this section and sections 610 and 612 
of this Act merchandise the importation 
of which is prohibited shall be held not 
to exceed $1,000 in value. 


Sec. 608. Same—Claims—Judicial 
Condemnation 


Any person claiming such vessel, 
vehicle, merchandise, or baggage may at 
any time within twenty days from the 
cate of the first publication of the notic« 
of seizure file with the collector a claim 
stating his interest therein. Upon the 
filing of such claim, and the giving of a 
bond to the United States in the penal 
sum of $250, with sureties to be 
proved by the collector, conditioned that 
in case of condemnation of the articles 
so claimed the obligor shall pay all the 
costs and expenses of the proceedings 
to obtain such condemnation, the col- 
lector shall transmit such claim and

Iy the sale of any vessel. vehicle, mer- 
chandise, or baggage forfeited under the 
customs laws in the district in which 
seizure thereof was made be prohibited 
ty the laws of the State in which such 
aistrict is located, or if a sale may be 
made more advantageously in any other 
district, the Secretary of the Treasury 
may order such vessel, vehicle, mer- 
chandise, or baggage to be transferred 
for sale in any customs district in which 
the sale thereof may be permitted. Upon 
the request of the Secretary of the 
rreasury, any court may, in proceedings 
for the forfeiture of any vessel, vehicle, 
merchandise or baggage under the cus- 
toms laws, provide in its decree of for- 
feiture that the vessel, vehicle, merchan- 
dise, or baggage, so forfeited, shall be 
delivered to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for disposition in accordance with 
the provisions of this section.

Sec. 612. Same—Summary Sale 

Whenever it appears to the collector 
that any vessel, vehicle, merchandise, or 
baggage seized under the customs laws 
is liable to perish or to waste or to be 
greatly reduced in value by keeping, or 
that the expense of keeping the same is 
disproportionate to the value thereof, and 
the value of such vessel, vehicle, mer- 
chandise, or baggage as determined by 
the appraiser under section 606 of this act, 
does not exceed $1,000, and such vessel, 
vehicle, merchandise, or baggage has not 
been delivered under bond, the collector 
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shall, within 24 hours after the receipt 
by him of the appraiser’s return pro- 
ceed forthwith to advertise and sell the 
same at auction under regulations to be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. If such value of such _ vessel, 
vehicle, merchandise, or baggage ex- 
ceeds $1,000 the collector shal! forthwith 
transmit the appraiser’s return and his 
report of the seizure to the United

Sec. 613. Disposition of Proceeds 
of Forfeited Property 


Any person claiming any vessel, 
vehicle, merchandise, or baggage, or any 
interest therein, which has been forfeited 
and sold under the provisions o° this act, 
may at any time within three months 
after the date of sale apply to the Sec. 
retary of the Treasury if the forfeiture 
and the sale was under the customs laws, 
or to the Secretary of Commerce if the 
forfeiture and sale was under the navie 
gation laws, for a remission of the fore 
feiture and restoration of the proceeds 
of such sale, or such part thereof as 
may be claimed by him. Upon the pro- 
duction of satisfactory proof that the 
applicant did not know of the seizure 
prior to the declaration of condemnation 
of the forfeiture, and was in such cire 
cumstances as prevented him from knowe 
ing of the same, and that such forfeiture 
was incurred without any willful negli- 
gence or intention to defraud on the 
part of the applicant, the Secretary of 
the Treasury or the Secretary of Com- 
merce may order the proceeds of the sale, 
or any part thereof, restored to the ap- 
plicant, after deducting the cost of seize 
ure and of sale, the duties, if any, ace 
cruing on the merchandise or baggage, 
and any sum due on a lien for freight, 
charges, or contribution in general avere 
age that may have been filed. If no ape 
plication for such remission or restoras 
tion is made within three months after 
such sale, or if the application be denied 
by the Secretary of the Treasury or the 
Secretary of Commerce, the proceeds of 
sale shall be disposed of as follows: 

(1) For the payment of all proper 
expenses of the proceedings of forfeiture 
and sale, including expenses of seizure, 
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maintaining the custody of the property, 
advertising and sale, and if condemned 
by a decree of a district court and a 
bond for such costs was not given, the 
costs as taxed by the court; 

(2) For the satisfaction of liens for 
freight, charges, and contributions in 
general average, notice of which has been 
filed with the collector according to law; 

(3) For the payment of the duties ac- 
cruing on such merchandise or baggage, 
if the same is subject to duty; and 

(4) The residue shall be deposited 
with the Treasurer of the United States 
as a customs or navigation fine. 

Sec. 614. Release of Seized Property 
: If any person claiming an interest in 
any vessel, vehicle, merchandise, or bag- 
gage seized under the provisions of this 
act otfers to pay the value of such ves- 
sel, vehicle, merchandise, or baggage, as 
determined under section 606 of. this act, 
and it appears that such person has in 
fact a substantia} interest therein, the 
collector may, subject to the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury if under 
the customs laws, or the Secretary of 
Commerce if under the navigation laws, 
accept such offer and release the vessel, 
vehicle, merchandise, or baggage seized 
_upon the payment of such value thereof, 
which shall be distributed in the order 
provided in section 613 of this act. 


Sec. 615. Burden of Proof in For- 
feiture Proceedings 


In all suits or actions brought fer the 
forfeiture of any vessel, vehicle, mer- 
chandise, or baggage seized under the 
provisions of any law relating to the 
collection of. duties on imports or ton- 
nage, where the property is claimed by 
any person, the burden of proof shall 
lie upon such claimant; and in all suits 
or actions brought for the recovery of 
the value of any vessel, vehicle, merchan- 
dise, or baggage, because of violation 
of any such law, the burden of proof 
shall be upon the defendant: Provided, 
. That probable cause shall be first shown 
for the ifstitution of such suit or ac- 
tion, to be judged of by the court. 


Sec. 616. Compromise of Govern- 
ment Claims Prohibited— 
Exception 


Tt shall not be lawful for any officer 
of the United States to compromise or 
abate any claim of the United States 
arising under the customs laws for any 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture, and any such 
officer who compromises or abates any 
such claim-or-attempts to make such 
compromise or abatement, or in any man- 
ner relieves or attempts to relieve any 
person, vessel, vehicle, merchandise, or 
baggage from any such fine, penalty, or 
forfeiture shall be guilty of a felony and 
“upon conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $5,000 or by 
imprisonment for a term of not exceed- 
ing two years: Provided, That the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury shall have power 
to remit or mitigate any. such fine, pen- 
alty, or forfeiture, or_to compromise the 
same in the manner provided by law. 


Sec. 617. Compromise of Govern- 
ment Claims by Secretary of 
Treasury | 
Upon a report by a collector, district 
attorney, or any special attov>ey or cus- 
toms agent, having charge o. any claim 
arising under the customs laws, showing 
the facts upon which such claim is based, 
the probabilities of a recovery and the 
terms upon which the same may be com- 
promised, the Secretary of the Treasury 
is hereby authorized to compromise such 
claim, if such action shall be recom- 
mended by the Solicitor of the Treasury. 


See. 618. Remission or Mitigation 
of Penalties 

Whenever any person interested-in any 
vessel, vehicle, merchandise, or baggage 
seized under the provisions of this act, or 
who has incurred, or is alleged to have 
incurred, any fine or penalty thereunder, 
files with the Secretary of the Treasury 
if under the customs laws, and with the 
Secretary of Commerce if under the navi- 
gation laws, before the sate of such ves- 
sel, vehicle, merchandise, or baggage a 
petition for the remission or mitigation 
of such fine, penalty, or forfeiture, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, or the Secre- 
tary ot Commerce, if he finds that such 
fine, penalty, or forfeiture was incurred, 
without willful negligence or without 
any intention on the part of the peti- 
sioner to defraud the revenue or to vio- 
late the law, or finds the existence of 
such mitigating circumstances as_ to 
justify the remission or mitigation of 
such fine, penalty, or forfeiture, may 
remit or mitigate the same upon such 
terms and conditions as he deems rea- 
sonable and just, or order discontinuance 
of any prosecution relating thereto.- In 
order to enable him to ascertain the 
facts, the Secretary of the Treasury may 
issue a commission to any customs agent, 
collector, judge of the United States Cus- 
toms Court, or United States commis- 
sioner, to take testimony upon such peti- 
tion: Provided, That nothing in this sec- 
tion shall be construed to deprive any 
person of an award of compensation 
made before the filing of such petition. 


Sec. 619. Award of Compensation 
to Informers 


Any person not an officer of the United 
States who detects and seizes any vessel, 
vehicle, merchandise, or baggage subject 
to seizure and forfeiture under the cus- 
toms laws, and who reports the same to 
an otticer of the customs, er who fur- 
nishes to a district attorney, to the Seec- 
retary of ihe Treasury, or to any customs 
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officer original information concerning 
any fraud upon the customs revenue, or 
a violation of the customs laws _ per- 
petrated or contemplated, which detec- 
tion and seizure or information leads to 
a recovery of any duties withheld, or of 
any fine, penalty, or forfeiture incurred, 
may be awarded and paid by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury a compensation of 
25 per centum of the net amount recov- 
ered, but not to exceed $50,000 in any 
case, which shall be paid out of any 
appropriations available for the collec- 
tion of the revenue from customs. For 
the purposes of this section, an amount 
recovered under a bail bond shall be 
deemed a recovery of a fine incurred. 


Sec. 620. Same—United States 
Officers 


Any officer of the United States who 
directly or indirectly receives, accepts. 
or contracts for any portion of the money 
which may accrue to any person making 
such detection and seizure, or furnishing 
such information, shall be guilty of a 
felony and, upon conviction thereof, shail 
be punished by a fine of not more than 
$10,000, or by imprisonment for not more 
than two years, or both, and shall ‘be 
thereafter ineligible te any office of 
henor, trust, or emolument. Any such 
person who pays to any such officer, or 
to any person for the use of such officer, 
any portion of such money, or anything 
of value for or because of such money, 
shall have a right of action against such 
officer, or his legal representatives; or 
against such person, or his legal repre- 
sentatives, and shall be entitled to re- 
cover the money so paid or the thing 
of value so -given. 


Sec. 621. Limitation of Actions 

No suit or action to recover any pecu- 
niary penalty or forfeiture ef property 
accruing under the customs laws shall 
be instituted unless such suit or action 
is commenced within five years after 
the time when such penalty or forfeiture 
accrued: Provided, That the time of the 
absence from the United States of the 
person subject to such penalty for for- 
feiture, or of any concealment or ab- 
sence of the property, shall not be reck- 
oned within this period of limitation. 


Sec. 622. Foreign Landing Certifi- 
cates 

The Secretary of the Treasury may 
by regulations require the procuction of 
landing certificates in respect of mer- 
chandise exported from the United 
States, or in respect of residue cargo, 
ii cases in which he deems it necessary 
for the protection ot the revenue. 

See. 623. Security 

(a) Bonds.—In any case in which bond 
or other security is not specifically re- 
quired by law, the Secretary of the 
Treasury.may by regulations require, 
or authorize collectors of customs to re- 
quire, such bonds or other security as 
he, or they, may deem necessary for ine 
protection of the revenue and to assure 
compliance with the customs laws and 
regulations. Except as otherwise spe- 
cifically provided by law, whenever a 
bond is required by law or regulations, 
the. Secretary of the Treasury may 
by regulations prescribe the conditions 
and form of such bond, provide for 
the approval of the sureties thereon 
(without regard to any general pro- 
vision of law), fix the amount or 
penalty thereof, whether for the pay- 
ment of liquidated damages or of a penal 
sum, and authorize the cancellation of 
any such bond, in the event of a breach 
of any condition thereof, upon the pay- 
ment of such lesser amount as he may 
deem sufficient. No condition in any 
such bond shall be held invalid on the 
ground that such condition is not speci- 
fied in the law authorizing or requiring 
the taking of such bond. Whenever a 
bond is required by the customs laws or 
regulations, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may authorize the execution of a 
single bond the conditions of which shall 
extend to and cover similar cases or 
importations over a period of time, not 
to exceed one year, or such longer pe- 
riod as the Secretary of the Treasury 
may fix to meet the circumstances*of 
any particular case. 

(b) Deposits in Lieu of Boncs.—The 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorized 
to permit the deposit of money or obli- 
gations of the United States, in such 
amount and upon such conditions as he 
may by regulations prescribes, in lieu of 
any bond required by the provisions of 
the customs laws, or by regulations pro- 
mulgated thereunder. 


Sec. 624. General Regulations 


In addition to the specific powers con- 
ferred by this Act, the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to make such 
rules and regulations as may be neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this 
Act. 


PART VI — MISCELLANEOUS 
PROVISIONS 
Sec. 641. Customhouse Brokers 
(a) Regulations for Licensing.—The 
Seeretary of the Treasury may prescribe 
rules and regulations governing the 
licensing as customhouse brokers of cit- 
izens of the United States of good moral 
character, and of corporations, associ- 
ations, and partnerships, and may re- 
quire as a condition to the granting of 
any license, the showing of such facts 
as he may deem advisable as to the quali- 
fications of the applicant to render valu- 
able service to importers and exporters. 
No such license shall be granted to any 
corporation, association, or partnership 
unless licenses as customhouse brokers 


have been issued to at least two of the 
officers of such corporation or associ- 
ation, or two of the members of such 
partnership, and such licenses are in 
force. Any license granted to any such 
corporation, association, or partnership 
shall be deemed revoked if for any con- 
tinuous period of more than 60 days after 
the issuance of such license there are 
not at least two officers of such corpora- 
tion or association or two members of 
such partnership who are qualified to 
transact business as customhouse brok- 
ers. Except as provided in subdivision 
(e) of this section, no person shall trans- 
act business as a customhouse broker 
without a licénse granted in accordance 
with the provisions of this subdivision, 
but nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued to authorize the requiring of a 
license in the case of any person trans- 
acting at a customhouse business per- 
taining to his own importations. 

(b) Revocation or Suspension.—The 
collector or chief officer of the customs 
may at any time, for good and sufficient 
reasons; serve notice in writing upon any 
customhouse broker so licensed to show 
cause why said license shall not be re- 
voked or suspended, which notice shall be 
in the form of a statement specifically 
setting forth the ground of complaint. 
The collector or chief officer of customs 
shall within 10 days thereafter notify 
the customhouse broker in writing of a 
hearing to be held before: him within 
five days upon said charges. At such 
hearing the customhouse broker may be 
represented by counsel, and all proceed- 
ings including the proof: of the charges 
and the answer thereto, shall be pre- 
sented, with the right of cross-examina- 
tion to both parties, and a stenographic 
record of the same shall be made and a 
copy thereof shall be delivered to the 
customhouse broker. At the conclusion 
of such hearing the collector or chief 
officer of customs shall forthwith trans- 
mit all papers.and the stenographic re- 
port of the hearing, which shail con- 
stitute the record in the case, to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury for his action. 
Thereupon the said Secretary of the 
Treasury shall have the right to revoke 
or suspend the license of any custom- 
house broker, in which case formal no- 


tice shall be given such customhouse 
broker within 10 days. 

(c) Appeal From Secretary’s Decision. 
—aAny licensed customhouse broker ag- 
grieved by the decision of the Secretary 
of the Treasury may, within 30 days 
thereafter, and not afterwards, apply to 
the United States Customs Court for a 
review of such decision. Such applica- 
tion shall be made by filing in the office 
of the clerk of said court a petition 
praying relief in the premises. There- 
upon the court shall immediately give 
notice in writing of such application to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, who shall 
forthwith transmit to said court the 
record and evidence taken in the case, 
together with a statement of his decision 
therein. The filing of such application 
shall operate as a stay of the revocation 
or suspension of the license. The matter 


“may be brought on to be heard before 


the said court in the same manner as a 
motion, by either the Assistant Attorney 
General or the attorney for the custom- 
house broker, and the decision of said 
United States Customs Court shall be 
upon the merits as disclosed by the 
record and be final, and the proceedings 
remanded to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for further action to be taken in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the decree. 

(d) Regulations by Secretary.—The 
Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe 
regulations necessary or convenient for 
carrying this section into effect. 

(e) License Under Act of June 10, 
1910.—The act entitled “An- Act to 
ligense customhouse brokers,” approved 
June 10, 1910, is hereby repealed, except 
that any license issued under such act 
shall continue in force and effect, sub- 
ject to suspension and revocation in the 
same manner and upon the same condi- 
tions as licenses issued pursuant to sub- 
division (a) of this section. 

Sec. 642. Investigation of Methods 
of Valuation 


The President is requested (1) to cause 
a survey to be made, by such agency or 
agencies as he may designate or appoint, 
of bases for the valuation of imported 
merchandise for the assessment of cus- 
toms duties, particularly with a view to 
determining the extent to which values 
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in the United States may properly be 
used as a basis for the assessment of 
customs duties; and (2) to submit to the 
Congress, at the earliest practicable date, 
a report thereon, with such recommenda- 
tions for legislation as he may deem 
advisable, including such formulae as he 
may propose for adjusting the rates of 
duty imposed by this act to conform to 
any change in basis he may recommend. 
There are hereby authorized to be ap- 
prepriated such sums as may be neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this 
section, to be expended in the discretion 
of the President. 


See. 643. Application of Customs 
Reorganization Act 


The rights, privileges, powers, and 
duties vested in or imposed upon the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury by this Act shail 
be subject to the provisions of subdi- 
vision (a) of section 3 of the Act entitled 
“An Act te create a Bureau of Customs 
and a Bureau of Prohibition in the De- 
partment of the Treasury,” approved 
Mar. 3, 1927. 


Sec. 644. Application of Air Com- 
merce Act of 1926 


The authority vested by section 7 of 
the Air Commerce Act of 1926 in the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and in the Secre- 
tary of Commerce, by regulation to pro- 
vide for the application to civil air navi- 
gation of the laws and regulations relat- 
ing to the administration of customs, 
and of the laws and regulations relating 
to the entry and clearance of vessels, 
respectively, shall extend to the appli- 
cation in like manner of any of the pro- 
visions of this act or of any regulations 
promulgated hereunder. 


Sec. 645. Travel and Subsistence 


(a) Transfers in Foreign Countries.— 
In the case ef a transfer to or from an 
official station in a foreign country, or 
from one official station to another in a 
foreign country, customs officers and em- 
ployees may be allowed, within the dis- 
cretion and under written orders of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the actual and 
necessary traveling and subsistence ex- 
penses of their families in respect of 
such transfer. The expense of transport- 
ing the remains of customs officers and 
employees who die while in or in transit 
to foreign countries in the discharge of 
their official duties, to their former homes 
in this eountry for interment, and the 
ordinary and necessary expenses for such 
interment, at their posts ef duty or at 
home, are hereby authorized to be paid 
upon the written order of the Secretary 
of the Treasury. The expenses authorized 
by this subdivision shall be paid from 
the appropriation fer the collection of 
the revenue from customs. 

(b) Transfer of Household and Per- 
sonal Effects.—Se much of the Act en- 
titled “An Act te provide the necessary 
organization of the Customs Service for 
an adequate administration and enforce- 
ment ot the Tariff Act of 1922 and all 
other customs revenue laws”, approved 
March 4, 1923, as amended, as limits the 
amount of household effects and other 
Personal property of customs officers 
and employees for which expenses may 
be allowed upon transfer from one of- 
ficial station to another, is hereby re- 
pealed. 

(ce) Transportation on Foreign Ships. 
—Notwithstanding the provisions of sec- 
tion 601 of the Merchant Marine Act, 
1928, or of any other law, any allowance, 
within the limitations prescribed by law, 
for travel or shipping expenses incurred 
on a foreign ship by any officer or em- 
ployee ef the Bureau of Custom:—.. ine 
Customs Service. shall be ¢redited if the 
Sceretary of the Treasury certifies to the 
Comptroller General that transportation 
on such foreign ship was necessary to 
protect the revenue. 

Sec. 646. Tenure and Retirement 
of Judges of the United States 
Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals 
The judges of the United States Court 

ef Customs and Patent Appeals shall 
hold office during good behavior. For 
the purpose of section 260 of the Judicial 
Code, as amended, (relating to the resig- 
nation and retirement of judges of courts 
of the United States) any service here- 
tofore rendered by any present or for- 
mer judge of such court, including serv- 
ice rendered prior to March 2, 1929, shall 
be considered as havirg been rendered 
under an appointment to hold office dur- 
ing good behavior. 


Sec. 647. Review of Decisions of 
Court of Customs and Patent 
Appeals 


So much of section 195 of the Judicial 
Code, as amended, as reads “in any case 
in which there is drawn in question the 
construction of the Constitution of the 
United States, or any part thereof, or of 
any treaty made pursuant thereto, or in 
any other case when the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States shall, before 
the decision of the Court of Customs Ap- 
peals is rendered, file with the court a 
certificate to the effect that the case is 
of such importance as to render expedi- 
ent its review by the Supreme Court,” is 
hereby repealed. 


Sec. 648. Uncertified Checks, United 
States Notes, and National Bank 
Notes Receivable for Customs 
Duties 


Collectors of customs may receive un- 
certified checks, United States notes, and 
circulating notes of national banking 
associations in payment of duties on 
imports, during such time and under 
such rules and regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall prescribe; 
but if a check so received is not paid 
the person by whom such check has been 
tendered shall remain liable for the pay- 
ment of the duties and for all legal pen- 
alties and additions to the same extent 
as if such check had not been tendered. 


Se. 649. Change in Designation of 
Customs Attaches 
Hereafter customs attaches shall be

known as “Treasury attaches”. 


See. 650. Appointment of Deputy 
Commissioner of Customs 

The Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized te appoint, in accordance with 
the civil service laws, a deputy commis- 
sioner in the Bureau of Customs, in 
addition te the deputy commissioners 
now authorized by law. 


Sec. 651. Repeals 

(a) Specific Repeals.—The following 
Acts and parts of Acts are repealed, 
subject to the limitations provided in 
subdivision (c¢): 

(1) The Tariff Act of 1922, except 
that the repeal of sections 304 and 482 
(relating to marking of imported ar- 
ticles and to certified invoices, respec- 
tively) shall take effect sixty days after 
the enactment of this Act; 

(2) Section 16 of the Act entitled “An 
Act to remove certain burdens on the 
American merchant marine and encour- 
age the American foreign carrying trade 
and for other purposes,” approved June 
26, 1884, as amended (relating toe sup- 
plies for certain vessels); 

(3) The Joint Resolution entitled 
“Joint Resolution Authorizing certain 
customs officials to administer oaths,” 
approved April 2, 1928; and 

(4) Section 2804 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, as amended (relating to limitations 
on importation packages of cigars). 

(b) General Repeal.—All Acts and 
parts of Acts inconsistent with the pre- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

(c) Rights and Liabilities Under Acts 
Repealed or Modified—The repeal of 
existing laws or modifications or reen- 
actments thereof embraced in this Act 
shall not affect any act done, or any 
right accruing or accrued, or any suit 
or proceeding had or commenced in any 
civil or criminal case prior to such re- 
peal, modifications, or reenactments, but 
ail liabilities under such laws shall con- 
tinue and may be enforced in the same 
manner as if such repeal, modifieations, 
or reenactments had not been made. Al! 
offenses committed and all penalties, un- 
der any statute embraced in, or changed, 
modified, or repealed by this Act, may 
be prosecuted and punished in the: same 
manner and with the same effect as it 
this Act hdd not been passed. No Acts 
of limitation now in foree, whether ap- 
plicable to civil causes and proceedings, 
or to the prosecution of offenses or for 
the recovery of penalties or forfeitures 
embraced in, modified, changed, or re- 
pealed by this Act shall be. affected 
thereby so far as they affect any suits, 
proceedings, or prosecutions, whether 
civil or criminal, for causes arising or 
acts done or committed prior to the tak- 
ing effect of this Act, which may be 
commenced and prosecuted within the 
same time and with the same effect as 
if this Act had not been passed. 

(d) Certain Acts Not Affected.—Noth- 
ing in this Act shall be construed to 
amend or repeal any of the following 
provisions of law: 

(1) Subsections 1, 2. and 5 of para- 
graph J of Section IV of the Act en- 
titled “An Act to reduce tariff duties 
and‘to provide revenue for the Govern- 
ment, and for other purposes,” approved 
October 3, 1913 (relating to restrictions 
on importations in foreign vessels or 
through contiguous countries), as modi- 
fied bv the Act of March 4, 1915, chap- 
ter 171; 

(2) Subsection 2 of paragraph N of 
Section IV of such Act of October 3, 
1913 (relating to the manufacture of 
alcohol for denaturization only); 

(3) Section 30 of the Act entitled “An 
Act to simplify the laws in relation to 
the collection of the revenues,” approved 
June 10, 1890, as amended (providing 
for an Assistant Attorney General in 
charge of customs matters); 

(4) The Act entitled “An Act relat- 
ing to the use or disposal of vessels or 
vehicles forfeited to the United States 
for violation of the customs laws or the 
National Prohibition Act, and for other 
purposes,” approved March 3, 1925; nor 

(5) The Antidumping Act, 1921. 
Sec. 652. Separability of Provisions 

If any provision of this Act, or the 
application thereof to any person or 
circumstances, is held invalid, the re- 
mainder of the Act, and the application 
of such provision to other persons or 
circumstances, shall not be affected 
thereby. 

Sec. 653. Effective Date of Act 

Except as otherwise provided, this Act 
shall take effect on the day following 
the date of its enactment. 

Sec. 654. Short Title 

This Act may be cited as the “Tariff 

Act of 1930.” 
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
